in Crofs-ways, and other public Places, to -receive 


- the Advice of Paffengers, who had Skill fufficient to 


direét them to an efficacious Remedy, fuitable to their 


Diforder. _ And the better to preferve the Memory of 
any remarkable Cure, the Difeafe, the Remedy, and 


the Succefs, were engraved on Pillars, or written on - 
the Walls of Temples, that Patients in the like . 
Cafes.might have Recourfe thereto for Inftruétion and 
Relief. 

Hence it appears, that the Rife of this Art was 
owing to repeated Trials and long Experience, which 
gave an Infight into the Virtues of Herbs and Plants, 
Metals and Minerals ; and in what Difeafes they were

Shall Gentlemen of fuperior 
Learning, great Abilities, and a thorough Acquaint- 
ance with the Animal Oeconomy, fuffer themfelves to | 
be excelled by ignorant Medicafters, when they them- 
felves are beft qualified to adminifter with Judgment 
the moft potent Medicines of every kind. If thefe 
are the edge Tools of Phyfic, in’ whofe. Hands -fhall 
they be trufted, but in theirs, who are beft able to 
weild them, to vanquifh the formidable Enemies which —

And 
yet that this is the Cafe of Quadrupeds, has long 
been generally | known. Itis likewife the fame with. 
Birds, as all who delight in Breeding thofe of the 
finging Kind can affirm, from their own Expetience, 
W ptt eudhes to our own Bodies, it is true, in the ut- 
 moft Extent of: the Phrafe, that we are fearfully and 
i Pas 3. wonders »s 
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: avonder fully made, and the more we enquire into the 
Nature of Man, the more Reafon we have to admire 
the Wifdom and Power of fhe Creator; and the great- 
er Occafion to confefs our own Ignorance. But*the. 
Laws of Nature are more within our Reach, and to 
gain Acquaintance with them is an Occupation wor- 
thy of a true Philofopher, and without which no Man 

» edeferves the Name of a Phyfician. 
~ Now as fome Improvements have been ere ert ea 
Refpet, and Medicines difcovered, or differently ‘ap- 
plied, of which no tolerable Account has yet been 
given, in any practical Treatife of this Kind, I thought 
I could not do a greater Service to the Public, than 
to bring together the beft Parts of different Authors, 
and place them in fuch a Manner, as I hope will 
be of great Ufe to many young Phyficians ; and as for 
the more experienced, if it.does not improve their 
Knowledge, it will at leaft refrefh their Memories. 
Of this I am now the more confident, not only from’ 
the kind Reception the three former Editions have met 
with, but alfo from the favourable Sentiments which 
fome of the firft Rank for Merit among the Faculty 
have been pleafed to difcover relating thereto. . And 
‘certainly every Affiftance, how Alay. foever, muft be 
looked upon with a favourable Eye, which has a Ten- 
_ dency to prevent Errors in Practice, and confequently 
to fave the Lives of many, who might otherwife fall 
Viétims to Want of Skill in fome of the Profeffors of 
this moft neceflary Art. Imight, with more Eafe to 
myfelf, have digefted the F-xtracts which I have col- 
lected into one continued Difcourfe, but then it.would 
have wanted the Authority which fuch a Treatife re- 
quites.. When Authors of great Note differ in their 
o Opinions 
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Opinions about any material Point, I have ‘not. con- 
cealed it, that Pratitioners might proceed with Cau- 
tion, and not determine too se in doubtful Mat- 
ters ; but leave the Decifion to careful Obfervation and 
unbiafied Experience. 

I have given various Prefcriptions in moft Difeafes, 


not as an abfolute Standard for Practice, but as Pat- 


terns for Imitation, which, generally fpeaking, are to 
be varied according the Sex, Age, and Conftitution of 
the Patient. Of , gree I have chiefly preferred the 
moft fimple ; for, I think EER more deftructive to 
found Practice, nary an inconfi 

renders it impoffible ever to determine the Virtue of 
any Medicine, or to know to what their fuccefsful or 


pernicious Effects are owing. } -) Conceited Authors may » - 


rail at {pecific Qualities as miuch as they pleafe, but it 
is impoffible for them to make any Proficiency in the 
Art of Healing, without an adequate Knowledge of 
the Alterations each Drug will produce in a Human 
Body, not. by their mechanical Action, but by their

Judgment. I fhould be glad to know whether the 
Knowledge of the Effects aah the four Herculean Reme- 
dies are owing to Reafoning a priori, or not? I mean 
Opium, Mercury, the Peruvian Bark, and Steel; to 
which may be added a fifth, which is Antimony. For 
if our Acquaintance with the Virtues of thefe is the 
Refult of Experience only, why fhould we ftop in our 
Enquiries, or conclude we have already arrived at the 
Ne plus ultra of the Afculapian Art ¢ 

I am no Enemy to the mechanical Pradiice, but am 
very fre it. falls greatly thort of Expegtation; and 
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¢ alfo that the Manner of fome in explaining the Ef 


fetts of Medicines is very infafficient. When we aré 
told very gravely, that Quickfi Iver in the Blood Vefiels 
is like Shot in a Bottle, which, by its Gravity- and 


Momentum, {cours off all Impurities, and opens all. 
Obfiruaionss I know not whether it ought to raile: 


our ausiet or Indignation. 

But flippofing this. is allowed to be an ingenious 
Solution of its furprizing Operation, I fhall ftill be at 
a Lefs to account for its Virtues in external Applica- 
tions, or why the very Water that it 1s boiled in 

roves an Anthelmintic of a faperior Clafs. 

This is a {mall Specimen ee the Reafoning of thofe 
Gentlemen, who would be thought very feilful in ab- 
ftrufe Matters; which ental proceeds from a 


ftrange Repugnancy in human Nature to be efteemed_ 


ignorant of many Things which are placed without 
the Sphere of our Knowledge... Hence all the Ab- 
fardities of Des Cartes, and his Followers, who have 
taken vaft Pains to circumfcribe the Univerfe within 


the Laws of Matter and Motion : Hence fuch a ftrange 


Variety of Cobweb Theories which have been induftri- 
oufly propagated and eagerly followed, to the no 


fmall Detriment of the Art of Healing, and the en- 


dangering the Lives of Millions of unhappy Patients, 
‘Attempts like thefe muft needs be fruitlefs and vain; 
» for all {edate and fagacious Enquirers muft be forced 
to own, that every Animal Funétion and the’ Progrefs 
‘of Nature in all Difeafes difdain the Efforts of human 
Reafon to bring them under Subjection. The: vital 
Principle and (eiienetes Motion of the moft defpi- 


cable Infects remain impenetrable wnt ey the 
to tle 
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Primordia of Animals is a moft glaring Inftance of the 
Folly and Credulity of Mankind. A modeft Philofo- 
pher will.ftudy to find out the proper Objeéts of our 
Knowledge, and how far well direéted human En- 
quiries may probably reach. He will likewife make a 
judicious Application of his Difcoveries, and not 
_ftretch mechanic Laws sap: daca the ants appointed 
by Nature. 

Let none think that Medicines are to be given at 
random in every Stage of acute Difeafes ; for here the 
Phyfician’s Judgment is abfolutely neceffary. And 
the feafonable Exhibition of a Remedy, after the Gui- 
dance of N: ature, will always diftinguith the able Prac- 
‘titioner from the dangerous Quack. For this Reafon, 
1 have been careful in reciting all the Symptoms of 
Difeafes, and their natural Progrefs’ to Recovery or 
Death. 

There is nothing oI would Fe euiaislon more to a * 
Practitioner, than Affability and Sweetnefs of Temper, 
with Regard to the Patient, and to take. all prudent 
Methods to keep up his. Spirits; nay, even when in a 
Difeafe it is neceffary to wait to obferve the Tendency 
of Nature, it will not be amifs to give innocent ‘Trifles, 
to convince him he is not neglected. For when a fick 
Perfon is perfuaded that pe has a diligent and able 
Phyfician, that very Perfuafion will contribute greatly 
to promote the Cure.) On the other hand (there is *¢ 
nothing more dangerous than a fatal Prognofitic; for 
this, inftead of Pini athcatiod fuperior ienowiasians too” 
often either dejects the Patient and haftens is Exit, 
or proves the would-be EB fculapius to be a mere Medi- 
cafter, who perhaps would be better pleafed with a 
»Ginifter Event, than to fee his Skill-in PrediGtions 
baffled *- 
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" baffled by a Recovery, which would plainly prove 
. him to be no infallible Conjurer. 

I would alfo advife, that/ ‘Regard may be paid to 
the Patient’s Appetite or Longing, for any particular 
Thing, however incongruous it may feem; fince we 
have been taucht by Expetience, that Gratifications of 

this Kind have frequently been attended with a falu- 
tary Effect. Thus cold Water, Grapes, Oyfters, Her- 
rings, and the like, have cured the Difeafe when the 
Phyfician has attempted it in vain. Examples to con- 
firm this are frequent in accurate Writers; and Tul- 
pias in particular affirms, he has known the like 
happen an hundred Times in the Quartan Ague and 
Dropfy. 

Analogous to this'is the Pica, or Longing of preg- 
‘nant Women; who frequently eat sinche ail what 
would be highly prejudicial to others, both as to 
~ Quantity and Quality. And it is well known what 
terrible Confequences have enfued when the Things 
longed for could not be obtained, or have been dc 
nied: So neceffary it is to follow the Indications of 
‘ Nature. 

With Regard to the Solanum, J am afraid: the Ef- 
fe&ts of it are very dubious, for though ‘funker fays 
he has feen a moft deplorable Cancer ctieed by it, yet 
he fpeaks of it in fuch a Manner as to give little En- 
eouragement for bringing it into Practice in Cafes of 
this Kind; and I with I eala fay the Hofpitals had 


found the Virtues of it anfwer their Expectation. 


However, as the Ufe of the Solanum, efpecially 
of the Garden Kind, is attended with no dangerous 
Symptoms, but has met with Succefs in fome Cafes, it 
,may ferve to revive the Ufe of certain Vegetables.

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which are commonly called Poifons; though there are 


“many Drugs ufed in Medicine more worthy of that 


Namie; for every one knows that very large Dofes of 
a draftic Purge will as certainly kill, as the moft dele- 


terious Vegetable of them all. It is likewife certain, 
that Semina Hyofciami, Cicuta, &c. may be fafely 
given in larger Dofes than Opium. Now as thefe act

more dineeils on the Brain, perhaps they may not be _ 


improperly given to rectify the Diforders which pro- 


ceed from that Part. This may feem a Paradox, but 


it is not wholly unfupported by Authority ; for Sir 


- Theodore Turquet de Mayerne affirms, that Sem. Hyojc. 
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are an excellent Remedy againft the Epilepty, if taken 
for forty Days. The Dofe at firft is fix Grains, 


which muft be gradually increafed to twenty. Paul 


Herman prefcribed a Scruple for an Hemoptoé, and 
Hoffman has confiderably enlarged the Dofe. With 
regard to the Cicuta major, 1 have been lately in- 


- formed that it has cured Madnefs; and at prefent tt is 


by fome extolled for Cancers. The Root has formerly 


‘been given inwardly with Safety. Pestiver declares, 


he has taken half an Ounce of it at a Time without 
any bad Effect; and Dr. Bowles, as we are told by 
Ray, affirms, he has given a Scruple of it in malig- 


nant Fevers, and before the Fit of a Quartan Ague, — 


as the beft Diaphoretic then known. Reasalmus-gave 
the Powder of it in Wine from one Scruple to two, 
and from one Dram to two ia Infufion, againft a 
Schirrous Liver and Pancreas, with happy Succefs. 
This being the Cafe, there can be no Harm in 
making a Trial of their Effects in defperate Difeafes, 
and where there is no Cure to be expected but by the 


Affiftance of fome poe Agent. A

quired: Habit and Strength of the Patient, and whether he has an 
hereditary Difpofition to this or that Difeafe. In Childhood there 
is-a remarkable Softnefs of the Fibres, a lax and thin Habit, 
with an abundance of Serum: Young Perfons have tenfe and 


_ Contractile Fibres, with more hot Blood, which is alfo more apt.

Likewife Regard muft be had to the female Sex: For they are | 
not only obnoxious to diftin& Difeafes, which arife from Difor- 
ders of the Menfes and Child-bearing, but the Syftem of their 
Nerves is likewife more weak, whence they are more liable to 
fpaftic and convulfive Diforders, and are more eafily reftored to

{t is Hkewife proper to know whether the Patient be of a lax or 
tenfe Habit of Body; whether the Veflels are flender and nu- 
merous, or large and few ;_ becaufe in narrow and flender Canals, 
the progreffive Motion of the Fluids is more difficult, as well as 
the Secretions and Excretions ; for thefe are more quick and rea- 
dy .when the Fibres are tenfe, and the Veffels pretty large. 
Whence we may obferve, that they are more'liable to Diforders, 
and grow well with more difficulty, whofe Fibres are more ftrong, 
and whofe Circulation of the Fluids is more quick, The fame 
may alfo be faid of lean arid fat Perfons. | 

Regard is alfo to be had to the Colour of the Face and Skin. 
A fair, florid, and clear Complexion, fhows the Purity and the 
Pellucidnefs of the lymphatic Fluids : If it be livid, lurid, and 
yellow, they difcover a /alino-/ulphureous Impurity of the fame, 
7. a difordered Secretion in the proper Organs, efpecially of the 

Liver. 

It appears from daily Obfervation, that the Debility, Defeéts,. 
. and Faults of the Vz/cera and Fibres, as well as Difeafes proceed- 
ing from thence, often defcend to the Children ; and the Praéti-. 
ttoner fhould be informed hereof. For hereditary Imbecillities 
and Weaknefles are more difficult to be cured, more readily re- 
turn, and tire the Phyfician’s Patience, than others... - 

It is likewife -neceflary to know the Strength; whether the 
Patient’s Spirits are low, efpecially in the Beginning of an acute 
Difeafe, for Weaknefs and Lownefs are then bad Signs. But if 
the Perfon is in Strength and Vigour, which appear from the 
Motion and Impulfe of the Fluids, there are great Hopes of re- 
covering Health. 

We are not only to examine the Condition of the Body, but. 
the State of the Mind, and what Diforders it is liable to; becaufe 
there is a wonderful Connexion between the Mind and the Body. 
A greater Tenfity and Mobility of the Fibres and Solids dif- 
pofes the Mind to dnger; whereas a Laxity and Defect of the. 

‘is motrix fhow the Perfon to be difpirited, timid and fearful. 
On the other hand, Anger increafes the Tone and Contraétions 
of the Solids, and renders the Fluids more impetuous ; but Timi- 
dity diflolves and dejeéts the Strength, whence the Circulation of 
the Fluids is more flow. Terror greatly conftringes the Surface. . 
and extreme Parts of the Body, and drives the Blood to the inte- 
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rior and noble Parts, that is, the Precordia and Head; whenc 

proceed grievous Diforders, efpecially of the Genus nervofum, 
which it enervates and renders languid. ‘The fame may be faid 
of Sadnefi, which often proceeds from a Defeé& of the Vi/cera, 
and a faulty Circulation of the Fluids, as in the bypochondriac 
Paffion ; but when its hurtful Influence attacks the folid Parts, it 
wonderfully dejeéts the Strength of the whole Body, and hurts its 

unétions, relaxing and leffening the Strength of the Fibres. 


If the Mind is not compofed and at Eafe, but fubjc& to vari- : 


ous Paffions and Commotions, Difeafes are cured with greater 
Difficulty; therefore Enquiry is to be made whether the Patient is 
not addited to hard Study, and to profound and fatiguing Medi- 


tations, which is common in thofe who apply themfelves to the 


Sciences of ALctaphy/ics and Mathematics, and are fond of moca 
turnal Lucubrations ; for intenfe ‘Thinking confumes the Spirits, 
and brings on a Weaknefs of the Brain and nervous Parts 5 
whence they are fubject to dangerous Difeafes of the Head, name- 
ly, Apoplexy, Melancholy, Madnefs, and Weaknefs of Dfemory. 

It can hardly be imagined what a Confent there is between 
the Brain and its Membranes, between the Stomach and the 
adjoining Inteftines, they being greatly nervous, and indued with 
an exquifite Senfe; . whence many Students are troubled with a 
bad Digeftion, Coftivenefs, and the hypochondriac Paffion. 

Befides, it is neceflary to confider the Place where the Patient 
~ jives, the Nature of the Air, and his ufual Diet. Places that 


ftand high expofed to the Winds, have a more pure and falubri- © 


ous Air; thofe that are low, breathe an Air which is more con~ 
denfed, more thick, and full of impureVapours ; than which no- 
thing can tend more to generate grievous and chronical AffeCtions, 
and to deftroy the Vigour and Strength of the Solids. . 
With Regard to Diet, Enquiry muft be made whether they 
feed grofsly, and live upon Flefh that. is {moke-dried and falted, 
and coarfe Bread, to which thofe who inhabit maritime Places are 
accuftomed ; and are fubject to a Dy/crafia, or a {corbutic Im- 
purity, which is endemic in thofe parts: Or whether the Pati- 
ent has been ufed to eat fummer Fruits, Salads, farinaceous 
things fryed with Butter, Eggs, and fuchlike. Some delight in 
Cheefe, and feed upon it immoderately, which produces Obftru- 
étions, and generates Gravel. Nextj Enquiry muft be made into 
their Kinds of Drink ;. which if it be temperate, aqueous and di« 
luting, it is more healthy. Hence grofs nourifhing malt Liquors, 
efpecially, if. ftale, as well as Wine and Spirits drank upon an 


empty Stomach, tend greatly to the Deftruction of Health ; by. 
thele. the Viftera are ana aTe polypous Concretions are geneg, 


rated, ** 
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rated, and the Temperies of the Humours is difturbed ; ects a 
Hedtic, a Cachexy, a Dropfy,. ‘an Apoplexy,: and fudden Death. - 
‘When a Man wants plenty of Fluid to preferve Health, no- 
thing can be ~worfe than’ to’ drink‘ too fparingly ; for the {mall 
Tubes become obftruéted thereby, and are filled with vifcid and 
grofs Humours, which are fruitful of various Difeafes. 
” Befides, fit is néceflary to be known, whether the Patient ws 
drank cold Wigitors when he was in a Sweat, and exceeding hot, 
as it-is a common thing to drink too freely and quickly of cold 
Eiquors, | after Exercife or violent Paffions of the Mind, or after 
a -critical and falutary Excretion of Blood ; whence the whole 
Osc of the vital Motions ‘and F unions is difturbed and 
perverted, ‘infomuch that Poifon itfelf cannot have a more fpee~ 


++ dy or more pernicious Operation.»

3 Enquiry’ muft be made into the kind of Life, citi It be 
laborious‘or ina€tive ; accuftomed to Exercife or fedentary ; whe- 
ther the Perfon be a Courtier or a Soldier, a Student or a Tradef- 
man; whether he be converfant among Metals and Minerals, or 
sores at the Fire ; for every kind of Life produces particular Dif- 
éafes : Thus Brafiers are fubject toDifeafes of the Eyes ; Hufband-

Age the Drinkine of Coffee is very common’; hypochondriac Pa-" 
tients are generally exceflive: in the Ufe of Medicines and other * 

. Things ; all which Errors have ‘fome Influence i the Body, 
and ought’ to-be enquired into tand‘confidered:* ~** 
‘ Another thing to be amined | is ihesitotersdast ; for unlefs’ 
thefe are regular, Health cannot be maintained, and“therefore if 
Aa are too plentiful, defective ¢ or luppretieds they will caufe vari 
: ous 


relating to the Patient. “ig 
ous Diforders. Hence if a Perfon begins to be ‘coftive, it is ges * 
nerally the Forerunner of fome Difeate. Regard is alfo to be had 
to Perfpiration, which carries off more Matter ‘than all ‘the 
Emun¢tories befides. This depends greatly upon Cloathing, and 
keeping the Body in equal Warmth, as alfo upon the Warmth « _ 
and Moifture of the Feet: On the other hand, if the Feet are _ 
dry and cold, and their Pores contracted, it fhows that Perfpira- 
tion is ftopt. Hence if in cold, moift, chaniseable: and unequal 
Weather, as alfo in the FERED and Aun Seafons, the Per~ 
fpiration of the Body is greatly dimimifhed, it becomes languid 
and fubjeét to the reigning Difeafes. 

As a Man generally takes more Aliment than is neceflary fo 
generate Blood and Serum, and the common Excretions are not 
fufficient to carry off fuperfluous Ffumours, extraordifary ones 
fometimes happen at {tated Times; hence the bleeding Piles and 
Hzmorrhages of the Nofe, as alfo large Sweats, Loofenefles, 
Running at t the N ofe, Coughs, plentiful Spitting, ‘all which tend 
to promote Health ; and if thefe are defective or fuppreffed, dan- 
gerous Difeafes may arife. Wherefore it is highly hazardous to 
{upprefs Secretions of this Kind. Hence’ great Paffions of the 
Mind, efpecially ‘Terror, which conftringes the {mall Veflels> 
_ very éold’ Air, and fudden Refrigerating of the Body,’ produce 

dangerous Stagnations of the Fluids, and fudden and ‘capital Dit 
. orders in the vital Motions. The fame may be faid of critical 
Excretions, if unadvifedly ftopt ; for they not only renew theDif- 
eafe, but render it much more dangerous. ‘ee 

‘The PraGtitioner fhould likewife enquire what Difeates the Pa- 
tient has been fubject to,’ at what Time, and how cured ; for i it 
often happens, in the rafh and imprudent Cure of Difeales, that 
terrible and dangerous Symptoms are produced, and that the 
driving away one Difeate, i is productive of a much worfe. Like- 
wife the Patient fometimes will not obferve any Rules, but daily 
committing Errors in the Non-naturals, accumulates the mor- 
bific Matter afrefh, and contraéts a Difeafe. 

Sometimes Deets are ftrangely complicated, infomuch that if 
the Patient was affected with the hypochondriac Paffion, or a Ca- 
chexy, Scurvy, Debility of the Head, fpitting of Blood, Confump- 
tion, Piles, Gravel, or Gout; uhatter Ditenper’ firpervenes, 
which requires the uttnoft ppp and a different Method of. 
Cure. 

It is likewife neceflary to enquire meidthet the Patient is pletho-' 
ric, or abounding with bad Humours, ‘or cacochymic ? what is 
the State of the Stomach and Inteftines, whether fubject to Eructa- 
tions, Wind, and Spafms, with Coftivenefs, and if he be hy- . 
pochondriae? What is the eh of : the Liver! Whether 
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the Circulation through it be impeded ? Whether the Bile is duly 
fecreted ? which will appear from the Colour of the Face, and 
the diminifhed Nutrition of the Body. Moreover, Enquiry mutt 
be made into the State of the Lungs, and whether they are whole 
and found? which will appear from the Breathing being eafy or 
difficult, and the Kind of Spittle, which is rejected. Lafthy, the 
Temperies of the Brain and nervous Syftem is to be examined, 
and determined from the Nature of the Sleep, AffeCtions of the 
Mind, and Difturbance of the Imagination. _ ; 
Thefe Things being confidered, we muft proceed to the Dif- 
eafe itfelf, as whether it be common or epidemic ? Whether the 
Virulence appears on the Skin in Puftules, or otherwife ? Whence 
the Crudity and virulent Nature of the Matter, which forms the 
Difeafe, may chiefly be known ; becaufe while it remains on the 
nervous Parts, it produces Anxiety of the Precordia, Coldnefs of 
the Extremities, reaching to vomit, Pains of the Head and Back, 
about the firft Vertebra of the Loins ; Quicknefs and Hardnefs of 
the Pulfe, Difturbance of the Mind, and Difficulty of Breathing ; 
but when it is expelled to the Surface of the Body, thefe feverer 
Symptoms generally remit, and are in fome Degree appeafed. 
Enquiry he. likewife be made whether the Patient was feized 
with a great Proftration of Strength, and remarkable Languor of 
the Parts, whence the oceult Corruption of the Humours, com- 
monly called Malignity, may probably be known. 


_. As there is no Fever, or other Difeafe, which has not fenfible 


Remiffions and Intermiffions of the Symptoms, the Phyfician 
ought to know the State of the natural, vital, and animal Funéti- 
ons, as well in, as out of the Paroxyfm. For in the Acceffions, 
impetus and Strength of the Difeafe, when the Motion of the So- 
lids and Fluids are more intenfe and quick, it is neceflary that all. 
‘Things which increafe and exafperate the Motions and Excre- 
tions fhould be quite omitted; but on the vacant or intercalary 
Days, when the Fit is off, and all the Motions are weak, efpeci- 
ally the Pulfe, thofe Things may be ufed which ferve to move 
and exterminate the peccant Matter. But more efpecially in the 
Increafe of Difeafes, the animal, vital, and natural Fundtions are 
to be regarded, becaufe from the Degree of the Diforder of thefe, 
the Viojence of the Diftemper is to be determined, —_ 

In acute Difeafes we may know the Genus and Force of the 
Diforder, from the Refpiration, and the Nature and Condition 
of the Pulfe. There is an evident Agreement between the 
Brain and the Heart, for all Difeafes of the Brain and Nerves, 
all Affections of the Mind, produce a Change in the 
Pulfe. Befides, as no Patient dies without an Inflammation and 
internal Mortification, and as the Infammations of the Sto- 
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, ‘relating to the Patient. © 
‘mach and Membranes of the Brain, are produced eafily in acute 
Difeafes, and.as in the Chronic the Mortification of the Vifcera 
put a fudden Period to Life, the Phyfician fhould carefully attend 
to thefe fatal Symptoms, in order to manage the Difeafe with 
greater Certainty. 

Likewife/the State of the Prime Via is carefully to be exa-, 
mined, as whether they are replete with Sordes, whether the Bo- 
dy is coftive or otherwife ; the Quantity, Quality, and Colour of 
the Excrements ; that the State of the natural Funétions may be. 
certainly known. Alfo the Confiftence, Nature, Quantity and 
Colour of the Urine ought to be confidered; from which, being 
compared with other Symptoms, the {pafmodick Strictures of the 
internal Parts may be known, and the Increafe or Decreafe of the 
preternatural Heat determined. ) 

It will be likewife neceflary to obferve nicely the Operations 
of the Medicines, and what Changes they produce ; whether the 
Force and Vehemence of the Symptoms are mitigated or increaf- 
ed, or whether nothing of this Kind happens? For Remedies 
which are profitable to fome Patients, may hurt others; but the 
Way not to be deceived, is to obferve all the Circumiftances and 
Appearances, which are contained in an accurate Hiftory of the 
Difeafe, otherwife miftakes may arife ; for the Strength and Ope- 
rations of Medecines are always conditional, according to various 
Conftitutions, Places, Seafons and other Circumftances. 

_ As many acute Difeafes are as often cured without Medicines, 
by the Benefit of Nature, and domeftick Remedies, as when the 
Patient takes great Quantities of the moft precious Compofitions ; 
it would advance the Knowledge of Phyfic to obferve all their 
Circumftances, Times, and Order ; and alfo with what Excre- 
tions, with what Succeffions of Symptoms the Difeafe advances 
and is at laft terminated. For it fometimes happens that Phyfi- 
(ins are called in, and prefcribe their Arcana, and think they 
have cured Diforders thereby, which would have ended by the 
fole Benefit of Nature. 

_.Many Difeafes, and efpecially Fevers of all Kinds, attack divers 
Perfons at once, pa attended with particular Symptoms, re- 
quiring fometimes ohe Kind of Management, and fometimes ano- 
ther; therefore the Caufes of thefe Difeafes can be nothing elfe, 
but fuch as are common to many Men, and equally affect them ~ 
all. The moft common of thefe is the unhealthy State of the 
Air, which is a Fluid abfolutely neceffary to the Prefervation of 
Life; wherefore Changes of the Air muft affect the Zemperies 
and Gonftitution of the Solids and Fluids, and produce preterna- 
tural Habits. © This is evident from the different Seafons of the 
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"Year. from the Changes of Weather, and the Variety of Winds, 


which produce very fenfible Effects. | 
But he State of the Air alone is not fufficient for the Genera- 


tion of epidemic Difeafes, For it is evident from Obfervation, — 


that in the fame Climate, and fame Cofftitution of the Heavens, 
a Difeafe fhall infeft the Inhabitants of.one Place, and not ano- 
ther; as appears from. the Small- pox, Dyfenteries, and miliary 


-Fevers.. Wherefore recourfe muft be had to the Nature of Ex- 


halations, from Pools and marfhy Places, which are replete with 
fulphureous, vitriolic, aluminous, bituminous, faline, and other 
Particles ;) which Variety of Effiuvia cannot’ be demonftrated 
more plainly than from the Diverfity of Malt Liquors, which 
though they are brewed frem the fame Malt and Hops, and in 
the fame Manner, excepting the Water, wonderfully differ in 
Tafte, Colour, and Virtue, . Sa 
Regard muft likewife be had to the different Way of living, 


~ and Kinds of Aliment, from whence the Caufe of Epidemic Dif- 


eafes differ in their Nature, Matter, Texture, Power, and Virtue ; 
and affect the Structure and Motion of the Body in a preternatu- 
yal Manner. ‘Thefe Caufés and concurrent Circumftances being 
Known, an epidemic Difeafe may be prédicted, and the beft Me- 


»+ thods of Cure be advifed.} “This indeed is a difficult Tafk, but 


the Hopes of performing it are not altogether to be defpaired of, 
efpecially if fkillful Phyficians, well inflru@ted in the Nature of 
Things, would unite their Counfels, and obferve, in divers Places, 
every Day in the Year, the Changes of Weather, the different 
Seafons, the Diverfity and Shifting of the Winds, the State of the 


_ Barometers and Thermometers, as well as Hygrometers ;, deter- 


mining the Differences of Moifture and Drynefs, Heat and Cold 3 
the Situation of Places, the particular Kind of Diet, efpecially 
that which coincides with epidemic Difeafes, what Symptoms 
thefe are attended with, what their common.Eyent is, what 
Medicines are falutary, and what noxious. * a I app

bloody Spittle, which proceeds from the Oz/ophagus, Fauces, and 


Noftrils, and is rather brought up by hawking than by coughing ; 


befides, it is not fo copious, it is mixt with Phlegm, and is of an 
obfcure bloody Colour. | Likewife a true Hazmopty/is may be 
known from that Spitting of Blood, which proceeds in a fmaller 
Quantity, from a Diforder of the Vellels of the Afpera Ar teriay 
and is brought. up with coughing, and commonly attended with 
itching, and a falt Tafte. An Hlemopty/is differs greatly from a 
vomiting of Blood, becaufe in the former the Blood is thin, very 
florid, arterial, and not brought up without labour and ftrain- 
ing; whefeas in a vomiting of Blood it is brought. up without 
coughing, thick, coagulated, and black, and chiefly proceeds 
from the Veins. Neither is vomiting of Blood of one fingle Spe- 
cies, but as it differs with regard to its Caufes, for it requires a 
different Method of Cure.) One Kind proceeds from a corroding 
Cauftick, contained in the Stomach, as in Poifons and violent 
Emetics; another fort arifes from an, impetuous Motion of 
the Blood, brought from other Parts to the Veflcls of the Sto- 
mach, which are cafily burft, as is the Cafe from a Suppreffion 
of the ufual fanguineous Evacuations ; this Kind of Vomiting 
generally obferves, fome ftated Periods. 

In the Kinds of bloedy Urine, one proceeds from a rough Stone, 
Jacerating the Urethra, or its Veflels, which is not very common, 
even to nephritic Perfons ; and then but a {mall Quantity of Blood’ 


is voided. But if it is attended with a violent Jmpetus of the 


Blood, and flows violently to the Kidneys from other Parts, itis 
generally without Mixture, and without any particular Complaint 
or Senfation’; and when it feparates from the Urine, is not red, 
but of a brownifh. yellow Colour. A Diforder not unlike this 
attacks Perfons advanced in Years, who are full of -Blood and 
Humours, but often without any Danger. . 

The Flux of Blood which fometimes happens to pregnant W/o- 
men, without.any Danger to Health, ought to be diftinguifhed 
- from that which threatens Abortion. . If itonly happens periodi-. 
cally for three or four months, then it is falutary, but if the Flux 
be large, and proceeds from the Veflels of the Uterus, it is dan- 
ete both to the Mother and Fetus. Ifthe Flux is violent, it

; Moreover,/a F lux of the Piles or Hemorrhoids ‘is to be well 
diftinguifhed from a Dyfentery, fince they both agree in this, 
that in each Diforder the Blood is mixed with the Excrements. 
In the Piles the Blood flows without any Pain, or Spafms, and 
is fometimes critical and healthy ; on the contrary, a Dyfentery is 
attended with the moft violent Spafms and painful Gripes, and the 
whole Body is in high Diforder ; efpecially ifthe {mall Inteftines 
are affected: for then, on the firft Days there are Vomiting, 
Hiccup, Anxieties of the Precordia, Lot of Appetite,. and 
great Weaknefs. The white Dyfentery differs little in its Nature 
from the red; in the white, little Blood comes away, but great 
Quantity of AZucus is excreted ; but in the red the Blood is more 

«ecopious, with {mall Pieces of Films, or flefhy Fibres. 

We now-come to Pains, of which thofe of the Head are moft 

¢ common./ Ifthe Head-ach is caufed by a more impetuous Con- 
geftion of Blood in the Head, with Heat, Rednefs, and Swelling 
of the Face, and a great Pulfation of the Arteries of the Neck 
and ‘Temples; the Pain and Heat fometimes extend as far as the 
Bulbs of the Eyes, with Coldne& of the Extremities. If the Head~ 
ach is inveterate, and the Offspring of venereal Contagion, it is 
generally more violent in the Night, is fixt toacertain Part, and 
the Skin is often raifed by a Kind of Swelling. Befides, the 
Caufe of a Pain in the Head often lies in the external Parts of 
the Skull and Pericranium ; for if it is in the Membranes of the 
Brain, it is attended with a Vertigo, Rednefs of the Eyes, a Stu- 
for, Oblivion, Difficulty of Hearing ; and even a Palfy, or an 

*@ Apoplexy precedes or follow it. | 

"Another Caufe of the Head-ach is an Effufion of Serum and 
Blood from the Veffels into the Sinuofities of the Bones of the 
Forehead; ia this Cafe the Pain is obftinate, fharp, fixed, and 
Situated in the Bottom of the Forehead, and above the Eyes, 
never ceafing Night or Day. Sometimes the Head is difordered 
from Crudities in the Stomach, which appear from Belching, 
inflammations, and Spafms of the Prime Vie, and the Pain 
is increafed by flatulent Food, but is leflened by vomiting’ 
and evacuating Stomachics. Another Caufe of a Head-ach, but 
tefs known, is the extravafated Lympba in the Ventricles of the 

| Brain, which ftagnates and is not carried off by the Jnfundibu-. 
‘um or pituitary Gland; in which Cafe the inward parts of the 
Head are continually in Pain, which cannot more certainly be 
eafed than by abftaining from Drink, and taking things which 
evacuate Serum, or Diuretics, in cacheétic and cacochymic Dif- 
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. The Heat of the Cardialgia exceeds all others for Sharpnefs. « 
Its Seat is the upper Orifice of the Stomach. Sometimes the 
Caufe of it lies in the Stomach, and is a fharp, cauftic Matter, as 
in Cafe of Poifon ; in the bilious Paffion or Dyfentery it proceeds 
from a very fharp cauftic Bile. Another Cardtalgia proceeds 
from a Supprefiion of the ufual fanguineous Evacuations, which 
regurgitate to the nervous Membranes of the Stomach. The Cure 
confifts in Bleeding and Cupping ; but when it proceeds from a 
fharp cauftic Matter, the Pain muft be appeafed by Demulcents, 
oily temperating Medicines, Affes Milk, or a faturated Infufion 
of Camomile Flowers with Cream, as alfo abforbent Powders. 
A Cardialgia fhould be well diftinguifhed from a painful Infation 
of the Stomach; when it is wonderfully diftended with Wind. 
In this Diforder the Pain is under the fpurious Ribs, chiefly on 
the left Side, and under the Pit of the Stomach towards the 
Right; the Tumor is like a Bladder diftended with Wind, and 
is not uncommon; it brings on a great Difficulty of Breathing 
with Anxiety; it is the greater the more the Diaphragm 1s 
thruft upwards by the diftended Stomach, and hinders the Ex- 
panfion of the Lungs. This Diforder is moft common to fucking 
Infants, when the Milk ftagnates in the Stomach, and being coa~ 
gulated and corrupted is rarified into Wind. It is pretty com- 
mon to hypochondriacal Perfons, efpecially if they eat too freely, 
for by Indigeftion a great deal of Wind is generated. at 
It sees reset to diftinguifh the Pain of the Colic, from * 
that of a Stone defcending by the Ureters; for in the Stone of the 
Kidneys there is a deep prefling Pain, which feems to be fixtin the 
Loins, attended with a little Shivering ; it likewife is accompanied 
with Vomiting and Pains in the Belly when the Stone is pafling 
downward through the urinary Paffages ; then the Pain extends 
to the Region of the Os I/chium, and brings on a Stupor of the. 
Thigh of the affe&ted Side: There are likewife frequent In- 
clinations to making Water, attended with a Strangury, and 
Gravel often comes away. But the Pain of the Colic is other~ 
wife ; for then the Pain and Gripes are more about the Navel, 
fhifting from Place to Place, and the Belly is often diftended with 
Wind. But it often happens that the Colic is nephritic, wnich 
may be known from grievous Pains in the Belly, Coftivenefs, Vo- 
miting, Head-ach, Coldnefs of the Extremities, a Stimulus to 
make Water, ’till the Fit being ended Gravel comes away. hee. 
Golic which torments Hypochondriacs lies in the Hypochandria, 
and the left Side is apt to {well from Wind in the Flexures of the 
Colon, and this Pain returns oftener than the Colic. ee 
If Wind is the Caufe of the Pain of the Inteftines, then 
there is a manifeft Inflation of the Abdomen, fometimes fo great 
as, 
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as to caufe a Wind Rupture in the Region of the Navel. When 

Perfons are fubje@ to this Difeafe it proceeds from a Refrigeration 
of the Abdomen, or the F eet, or from feculent Drink, fatulent 
Food, efpecially if cold Liquor is drank after it. As many Per-— 

fons who are troubled with the Gravel are liable toa flatulent Co- 
ic, the nephritic Colic is often confounded with it. 

But if the Pain of the Inteftines is attended with F latulencies, 
great Anxiety, and a tenfive Pain of the Back, with Cottivenefs 
which returns upon the flighteft. Occafion, and the Face is ca- 
chectic, then the Caufe of the Diforder generally lies in the. Vif- 
cera of the Abdomen, through which the Blood does not circulate 
readily and freely, but {tagnates in the Volume of the Inteftines, 
and finding no Exit through the hemorrhoidal Veflels,. it conti- 
nues between the Membranes of the Inteftines, diftending and 
_ teazing them; whence proceeds the Colic, which is called con 
vulfive, becaufe the nervous Syftem is grievoully aflifted thereby. 
‘This Stagnation of the Blood, if it proceeds froma Suppreffion of 
the Hzmorrhoids, produces a violent Pain in the Inteftines, 
which is faid to be hemorrhoidal ; and if it proceeds from an Ir- - 
regularity of the A4Zen/es in Women, the Blood ‘returns hack to 
the Volume of the Inteftines, and produces Gripes, which are 
called an hyfteric Colic. Another Kind of Colic is the dilious, 
and is common to Men of choleric Conftitutions, prone to Anger 
and of great Senfibility. This is generally attended with Vomit~ 
ing, the Head-ach, ora Diarrhea, and becaufe the free Defcent 
of the Bile to the Inteftines is hindered by a {pafmodic Conftric—’ 
tion, it regurgitates tothe Habit of the Body, and produces a yel- 
low Colour in the Face, . 

It is likewife necellary to diftinguith a convulfive Colic from the 
other Kinds; for it difturbs the nervous and membraneous Parts’ 
of the whole Body by confent, in a terrible Manner, info-’ 
much that a violent Spafin is fpread through the whole Syftem of 
Nerves, and then not only the Stomach and Inteftines ate drawn. 
upwards and downwards with obftinate Coftivenefs; but the’ 
Mutcles of the Belly and Navel.are drawn inward.) If the Nerves 
of the Lungs are “affected by the Violence of the Spafm, the 
Breathing is very fhort and difficult, with a {trong Motion of the 
Lhorax. When the Diforder increafes the Membranes of the 
Brain and Nerves are affected, whence a Vertigo, Scotemia, flight 
Delirium, W atching, and great Coldnefs of the extreme Parts, 
with a mott violent Agitation of the Feet and Arms, which not 
feldom ends ina Palty of thefe Parts. pa 

Workers in Metals are greatly fubject to this Difeate, efpecially 
thofe that are concerned in meiting Lead, and draw the Steams 
in with their Breath, Likewife the Scorbutic and Cacheétie

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are liable to this Difeafe, as well as thofe in whom the hemor- 
rhoidal Flux is fupprefled, or irregular, or who have had an 
Ague imprudently cured with Aftringents. Sometimes it pro- 
ceeds from- Worms, or from a Stone in the dzlious Dud?s. Hence 
we. plainly fee the Fault is not material, moveable, or ealily cor= 
reled or evacuated, as in the flatulent and bilious Colic, but is.

C, There are great Miftakes committed with regard to the Gout 
and Rheumatifm. ‘The Pain in both is fpaftic, and infefts the 
membranaceous Parts with Rednefs, Heat, Pain, Swelling and 
Lofs of Motion ;' but the arthritic Pain proceeds from a fharp, 
tartareous Serum in the Joints, and the Rheumatif{m ‘is. derived 
from aferous falino-cauftick Matter, fituated externally in the. 
Membranes of the Mufcles and Ligaments of the Joints. In the. 
Gout the mucous Glands of the Joints and glandulous Ligaments. 
contain the arthritick Matter :.On the contrary, the ftagnating 
acrid Serum of the Rheumatifm too plentifully congefted in the 
Veflels from the Blood, is colle€ted between the Interftices of the 
Membranes and Mufcles. Whence the Reafon appears why the 
Cure of the Rheumatifm is more eafy than that of the Gout, and 
why Topicks will mitigate the Pains of the former, and not of

The Gout muft likewife be diftinguifhed from venerea? Pains 5 


for the Gout is more violent in the Day, the Les venerea in the 
Night ; the Gout has alfo a febrile Commotion, the other not. 
The Gout has likewife ftated Times, and is, exafperated with 
fharp Medicines, Mercurials, and the like; whereas the French 
Difeafe is mitigated by thefe. “There is befides a peculiar Dif- 
ference between Pains of the Joints, of the Legs or Feet, with 


Tenfion, Stiffnefs, Imbecillity of moving, and raging epidemi- , 
cally, and true arthritic Pains. At fome times, and infome Con- , 
ftitutions of the Air, we frequently meet with Pains in the Legs, of 


which fome are tenfive, others obtufe and dull; others pungent, 


lying among the Bones of the Tarfus and Metatarfus, with Im- 


mobility, Stupor, and Rigidity of thefe Parts ; which Pain is in= 
creafed by Motion.) ‘Thofe are fubject to it who are bled in the

iy (Let us now proceed to thofe convulfive and /pa/modie Diforders, 
called Coughs. Of thefe are feveral Kinds. "If the Caufeof the 
Cough is in the Lungs, there is a Difficulty of Breathing, which 
is increafed upon Motion, or Agitation of the Body or Blood ; 
likewife there is often a thrill Voice, or preffing Pain in the Breaft, 
and a Hoarfenefs. If itbe dry, and continues long, there are gen. 
nerally hard Tubercles, or Vomice, full of Matter, and the 
Cough is confumptive. But if it be moift, and great plenty of 
vifcid Matter is brought up, it is a fign there is a Collection of 
Matter in the Cavity of the Lungs: In this Diforder there is a 
Difficulty of lying on the affected Side, and pure Matter, or 
mixt with Blood, 1s brought up, which leaves no room to doubt 
e ethat the Lungs are affected. : ae 
The Tuffis Stomachalis, or ftomach Cough, is fometimes moift, 
and fomtimes dry. Ifmoift, a thick and copious Spittle is brought 
up after Meals, generally with vomiting ; the Cough is more vi-. 
olent after Peétorals and fweet Things, and is troublefome 
in aMorning. It is attended with fpafmodic and fatulent Dif- 
erders in the Abdomen, neither do the Excretions by Stool con- 
tinue regular. In a convulfive, or hooping Cough, that is violent. 
and dry, the Caufe is chiefly in the nervous Coats of the Stomach, 
and there is a violent Concuffion of the whole Thorax with a 
deep Sound ; this is greatly increafed after cold Drink or Acids. 
In this obftinate Cough the Hypochondria generally are difordered, 
or there is a fcorbutic and falt Diathefis mixt with the Blood ; 
wherefore this Cough is not unfrequently attended with a miliary 
Fever. lf the Matter lurks in thé Dusdenum, which is often the. 
Cafe in intermitting Fevers, efpecially Tertians, as alfo in hypo- 
chondriac Patients, then acid Erudtations and Flatulencies mani- 
feft themfelves, efpecially in the Paroxyfms after Shivering, with. 
abilious and acid vomiting. Children are frequently troubled | 
with hooping Coughs, partly becaufe the Syftem of their Nerves 
is very prone to {paftic Convulfions, partly becaufe acid and 
bilious Crudities abound in their Stomach and Duod:num. The 
coughing Fit often ends in Vomiting, fometimes is quite 
dry, and one would think that they were in Danger of being 
ee ftrangled. 
“«@ The Afhma isa common Difeafe, and has various Caufes, 
which are varioufly feated, and make divers Kinds of this 
Difeafe. The common Caufe is in the Stomach, and then it is 
a jlatulent Ajthma; for the Stomach being infated, hinders the 
free Play of the Diaphragm. This is frequent in Hypo- 
if chondriacs, who have a Weaknefs of the Stomach, from eae 
ood, 
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Food, which is mitigated by vomiting. A convulfive Afthma * 
is greatly different from that which is humoral or fanguineous ; for 
it is periodical, and comes on at. certain Intervals, chiefly in the 
Night ; the Breathing is fometimes fo difficult, that the Patient 
cannot lie down without Danger of Suffocation. There is often 
a cold Sweat, which continues for twenty Hours and more, and 
brings on a Fainting. A conftrictive Compreffion’ of the Tho- 
rax is generally perceived, which often extends to the Neck« 
This Difeafe is generally accompanied with a bad State of the 
Vifcera of the Abdomen, efpecially of the Liver, whence a Ca- 
chexy arifes. But if the Afthma proceeds from a polypous 
Concretion in the Veffels of the Heart; then there is a Palpi- 
tation of the Heart. Laftly, the Caufe of the convulfive and 
fuffocating Afthma, is a great Extravafation of Water in the 
avity of the Thorax ; out of the Paroxyfm there is a fixed Pain 
in the Side of the Thorax, where the Water is contained, and 
the Foot of the fame Side is apt to fwell,“or both; and the Par- 
oxyfm is long and violent, with great Anxiety, but without a, | 
Cough, and is often fatal. f 2 Ah wil 
‘There is a very notable Difference between aconvulfive Afihma * 
and a fuffecating Catarrh; for this is akind of Palfy affecting 
the Nerves, which ferve for Refpiration.; and comes.on una- 
wares, with great Anxiety and Wheezing: ‘The Face is fwelled 
and looks red, and Suffocation is at hand. A convulfive Afthma 
is a periodical and chronical Difeafe ; but a fuffocating Catarrh 
is more properly reckoned an acute Difeafe. In this there is per- 
ceived a conftant Afflux of Matter, which is wanting in the Aith- 
ma; likewife a great Lofs of Strength more commonly at- 
tends a fuffocating Catarrh, than a convulfive Afthma. A fuf- 
focating Catarrh is more common to Infants, tothe weak, and to: 
very old Perfons; efpecially when #xanthemata are driven back,, 
fuch as the fmall Pox, Meafles,. Timea Capitis, Achores of the 
Face, the Itch, and the like. | ¥ 
_ We come now to the Apoplexy, which is like a Syncope, for * 
there is in both a Lofs of all the Senfes, and yet there is a re- 
markable Differerice ; for in this the Pulfe and Breathing are not 
perceptible, the Face is pale, and the Body is cold; but in the 
Apoplexy the Breathing continues, the Face is often red and flo-: 
rid, the Pulfe {till beats, and fometimes very ftrong. But the’ 
Difficulty is greater to diftinguifh the {purious from the true’ 
Apoplexy. The fpurious is frequently an. hyferic Symptom, 
and proceeds from the Violence of the Spafms. in the Abdomen, 
in which the Blood becoming redundant from the Stagnation 
of the AZenfes, is carried to the Brain with Force, ftops, in. its 
Veffels, and intercepts all Senfe and Motion, except of the Pulle ;

nation of the Blood therein, which frequently induces a Palfy

' The Paljy is likewife to be diftinguifhed into the true and falfe;’ 
the former has its Seat in the Brain, or the Beginning of the’ 
{fpinal Marrow, and takes away almoft all Senfe and Motion. 
But the fpurious is milder, and has not taken’fo deep a Root in’ — 
the Brain, but in fome certain Nerves) belonging to particular 
Parts, and only hurts the Senfe and Motion. ‘This*is often the’ 
confequénce of the Colic, and the.more grievous cardialgic and’ 
fpafmodic Affections, efpecially if there be a Stagnation of’ © 
the Blood in a Plethora, or being transferred to the Nerves’ 
and Mufcles, which move the Hands and Feet, depofits there 
a vifcid Serum; which lodging on the nervous Membranes,* 
induces an Impotence-of Motion, the Senfe of Feeling being’

_An LEpilepfy muft be .diftinguifhed from Convulfions. For_in 
the former the Membranes of the Brain are affected, in the lat- 
ter the Membranes and Nerves of the {pinal Marrow are mote 
concerned ; nor are the Thumbs fo greatly contracted, though 
the Limbs are very forcibly convuifed. » Convulfive ‘Motions’ 
likewife greatly affeCt Boys about fourteen Years old,, from vio-’ 
Jent Anger, fudden Terror, Refrigerationof the Body, or Worms; 
and there js fuch a ftrange Diftortion and fhaking of the Limbs,” 
that it is often attributed to Witchcraft. “Phe Mind in’ fome is: 
likewife difurbed with various Phantafms, if not opportunely~ © 
and readily. cured, which will fometimes come on twenty"Times 
aDay, or oftener. “he Epilepfy feetns connected: with cer-* 
tain Phafes of the Moon, and is not fo frequent, generally ceaf- 
ing about the ‘Time of Puberty. Laftly, a Catalep/y differs from’ 
an Apoplexy, becaufe the former comes on fuddenly, and keeps » 
the Member quite ftiff, and in the fame Pofture, as at the Time ' 
of Acceffion.

Tv HE folid Parts are nothing but a Mafs of feveral- Pipes. or 
Veffels, which contain a Liquor, and of Nerves: which 
diftribute the animal Spirits. “ 

All the Veflels have an Elafticity, which brings their Sides 
nearer to each other, and contracts their Diameters when the 
_ Quantity of Fluid contained therein is diminifhed. When the 
Fluid ceafes to circulate through them, the Sides unite, and quite 
deftroy the Cavity. | 

All the folid Parts of the Body, though equally compofed of 
Vefiels, are different with regard to their Confiftence ; fome are 
hard, and others foft. "The hard, fuch as the Bones and Car- 
tilages, give Firmnefs and Attitude to the Body, and fuftain the 
other Parts. The foft Parts, either alone, or with the hard, ferve 
to execute the Fun¢tions. | : 

Phe folid Parts are commonly divided into fimilar or fimple, 
and diffimilar or compounded, or organic. © 
_ The fimilar Patts are the F ibres, the Membranes, the Bones; 

the Ligaments, the Mufcles, the Tendons, the Aponeurofes, the 
Glarids, the Veins, the fecretory or excretory Canals, the Nerves; 
and the common ‘Teguments. | es 

‘The diffimilar are fuch as are compofed of the former; as the 
Vifcera and other Parts. 


Of the Stmitar Parts. 


HE Fisres are long flender Threads of different Kinds ; 
fome are foft, flexible, and a little elaftic; thefe are hollow - 
like fmall Pipes, or fpungeous and full of little Cells, as the ner- 
vous and flefhy Fibres ; others are more folid and flexible, with © 
a ftrong Elafticity or Spring, as the membranous and cartilagi- 
nous ; a third Sort are hard and inflexible, as the Fibres of the 
Bones. | Some again are very fenfible, and others deftitute of all 
Senfe ; fome are almoft imperceptible, and fome are large. But 
examined by the Microfcope, ‘théy appear to be compofed of fill

The Memprangs are a flexible Web of Fibres, croffing

The Bonss are the hardeft Parts of an human Body. The 
Subftance of a Bone is a Web of folid Fibres, differently dif- 
pofed according to the Conformation of each Bone, ‘They are 


compofed of three Subftances; a compat, a fpungeous or cellular, 


and a reticular. The compaét Subftance is the external Part of 
the Bone, which is compofed of feveral Lamine, laid one on the 
other. - The cel/ular Subftance is at the Extremities of the long 
Bones. The reticular is formed of flender Threads, which pro- 
ceed from and crofs the /pungeous Subftance. . 

Thefe three Subftances are always in the long and round Bones, 
but in the flat Bones, for Inftance of the Skull, there is no reti~ - 
cular Subftance; but the compact Subf{tance forms two ‘Tables, 
between which the {pungeous lies. f | 

All the Cavities of the reticular:and cellular Subftance anfwer 
to each other, and are lined with a fine Membrane, full of Blood 
Veffels ; which may be called the internal Periofieum. 

‘The Arteries depofite an oily Subftance into thefe Cells, which 
is called Marrow; that which fills the Intervals of the reticular 
Subftance i3 as liquid as Oil; that in the Cavities of the long 
Bones has a greater Confiftence. The Membrane judt {poke 
of, is attached to the Bone by fmall Veffels, and by Fibres, 
which proceed from the Membrane, into the Pores of the Bones. | 
By thefe Pores the Marrow is conveyed into the Subftance of 
the Bones, ferving to render them lefs brittle. , 

The Tren are true Bones fixt in Alveoli, or Sockets. “That 
Part of the Tooth contained in the 4/veolus is the Root, through 
the Extremity of which, an Artery, Vein, and Nerve are con- 
veyed into the Subftance of the Tooth. Thefe-ferve to nourifh 
the Teeth and to render them fenfible ; the Part of the Teeth 
without the Zveoli is covered with a white hard Subftance called 
Enamel, which grows again, efpecially in young Perfons, if it 
has been deftroyed. ‘The Root is covered with a Membrane 
which proceeds from that which lines the A/veolus, 

The Ufe of the Bones is to fupport and bound the reft of the 
Body. They are covered externally with a fine Web or Mem- 
brane, called Perioffeum. The Covering of the Skull is called 
the Pericranium. : 

The PerrosTEum is attached to the Bone by {mall Threads 
and fanguingous Veflels,. as well as Nerves which enter the 
Pores of the’Zones, and give them a Kind of Senfibility, and 
which comm®nicate with the internal Perio/feum. The Peri- 
ofteum ferves to fuftain a great Number of Nerves, which render 
it very fenfible, and an Infinity of {mall capillary Veflels. Thefe 
Vefels convey the Nourifhment. thereto, which is prepared and 
feparated from. the Blood by the Perioffeum : from whence it is 
the Subftance of the Bones. This,

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when the Bones are broken, ferves to reunite them, and to reftore 
- the exfoliated Subftance. — | ae 

“The CaRTILAGEs are white, fmooth, polite, fupple, and 

elaftic Subftances, void of Cavities and Marrow. They are not — 

fo hard as the Bones, but harder than other Parts. ‘They covér _- 
the Extremities of the Bones of the Joints; increafe the Volume 
and Extent of the Bones, and ferve to unite them more clofely. 

All the Cartilages of the Joints are covered with a Membrane ~ 

called Perichondrium. | 

TheLicaments are white, fibrous, clofe compacted Sub- 
ftances, more. fupple and, pliant than the Cartilages, hard to 
break, and are extended with difficulty ; they ferve to join, to 
bound, and to preferve certain Parts. 

The Muscres are Maffes compofed of reddifh Fibres, of va- 
rious lengths, all covered with a proper Membrane. The Ex- 
tremities of the Mufcles are generally terminated with white flen- 
der, compact Fibres, which form around Body, cailed a Tendon. 
When they compofe athin, fat, and broad kind of Membrane, 

‘ is rai an Aponeurofis. The red foft Part is commonly called 
lefh. | A 
There are two Sorts of Mufcles, fome are hollow as thofe of the 

Heart, Arteries, Stomach, Inteftines, and Bladder; their Uf 

is to contain and comprefs the Fluids; the other Mautcles ferve to 

move the other Parts of the Body. Their Action confifts chiefly 
_ in a contraction of their Fibres, by which they draw the different 
Parts of the Body by means of the Tendons. Thefe are the prin- 
cipal Inftruments of Motion both of the Solids and Fluids. 

‘The Guanps are little Bodies, formed by an Intertexture # 
of Veflels of every Kind, covered with a Membrane, deftined 
to feparate fome particular Fluid from the Mafs of Blood, or to 
perfect the Lymph. Thofe which feparate a Fluid from the 
Blood are called conglomerate. Thus the Kidneys which feparate 
the Urine from the Blood are called conglomerate Glands. 
‘Thofe which ferve to perfect the Lymph are termed conglobate. 
‘Thus the Glands of the Groin, the Armpits, and thofe of the AZ- 

fentery, which has no other Function, are faid to be conglobate. »» 

_ Of the Veffels, fome contain the Blood, others the Lymph, 
others again ferve to filtrate a particular Fluid. (The fanguineous * 
Veflels are of two Kinds, ths Arteries and the Veins: The 
ARTERIES are elaftic Tubes which proceed from the Heart, 
from whence they receive the Blood, and convey it to all Parts of 
the Body. They are of a conical Figure, whofe Bafis is towards 
the Heart; Whence the more.the Fluid is diffant from the Heart, _ 
the greater FriGtion it fuffers and the flower is its Motion. 

The Vzins are only a Continuation of the laf Divifions of 
the Arteries, and return the fuperfuous Blood to the Heart.

The Veins have no fenfible Motion, but they contain Valves 


_at certain Diftances from each other, which hinder the Blood 
from returning back. The Arteries as well as the Veins have 
‘Trunks at firft, which are divided into greater and fmaller 
‘Branches. The fineft Ramifications are called capillary Veflels. 


The capillary Extremities of the Arteries are united to the 


capillary: Extremities of the Veins; the former tranfmit the 


Blood which ferves for Nourifhment, and the latter carry it back 

to the Heart. : 
- The Lympuaric VessEis are divided into Arteries and 
Veins ; the lymphatic Arteries are fmall tranfparent Veflels, much 


finer than the fanguineous capillary Arteries, from whence they . 


proceed, and convey an aqueous Fluid called Lympha to all Parts 
of the Body. The lymphatic Veins are only a Continuation of 
the Arteries of the fame Name which carry Part'of the Lympha 
back iato the Blood. ! 
The la&teal Veflels are called lymphatic Veins, becaufe they 
receive the white Chyle from the Inteftines, being full of Lym- — 


eg pha when that Fluid is abfent. 


The Canals defigned for Secretions are called fecretory and 
excretory.’ Tne fecretory Veffels are thofe which feparate a par- 
ticular Fluid. from the Blood, and are thofe which principally 
compofe the conglomerate Glands. “Vhe excretory Veffels are thofe 


which receive the fecreted Fluid, and depofite it in certain Parts, 


oF carry it out of the Body. 

-The Nerves are white cylindrical Cords, which proceed 
from the Brain and fpinal Marrow}; they are covered by a Pro- 
longation of the Dura Mater, and are diftributed into all Parts of 
the Body. ‘Chey are compofed of an Affemblage of very fine 
hollow Threads, through which a moft fubtle Fluid is conveyed, 
which they receive from the Brain. This Fluid, called Auzmal 
Spirits, conveyed by the Nerves, is the Principle of Motion and 
Senfation, and the very Adediwm by which the Soul acts on the 
Body. ik 

The Knowledge of the Diftribution of the Nerves and thew 
Relation to each other, is very important. From this Source pro- 
ceed thofe fympathetic Motions, whereby a Diforder in one Part 
Shall be communicated to another, and producedifferent Accidents.

and has a Communication with the Pleura and Periteneum.

The Sx1n, according to the modern Anatomifts, is compound- » 
ed of four Parts. The firft andinternal is properly the Skin, 
which is compofed of membranous, tendinous, and nervous Fi- 
bres, and is full of Veffels which are chiefly lymphatic. ‘This 
Web may be ftretched greatly every Way; on its internal Surface 
there are two Kinds of fmall Glands inferted, whofe excretory 
Du@s open at the external Surface of the Skin; the firft are called 

miliary, and the fecond febaceous.) 
' The fecond Part of the Skin is called the papillary Body, and 
éonfifts of {mall Eminencies, feen on the external Surface, and. 
called Papille:Pyramidales. ‘They are formed by the capillary 
Threads of the Nerves, diftributed in the Skin, and are the: 
Organs of ‘Touching. 

~The third Part is the reticular Body. It isa mucous Subftance 
which eafily condenfes, and covers all the Skin. It is full of Vef-. 
fels which form a vafcular Web. Fine and fubtile injections, 
Inflammations, or Palenefs of the Skin, prove their Exiftence 
and Communication. | | 

The fourth Part is the Epidermis or Scarf-fkin, which is a very 
thin, tranfparent, and infenfible Membrane, clofely attached to 
the reft by fuch fine Filaments, that they eafily break. Its Ufe 
is to defend the nervous Papille from the immediate Adtion of 
external Bodies, whofe Impreffion would be too painful without 
it. ‘This forms the external Part of the Veficles, which rife on 
the Skin in Blifters or Burning ; confumed, it eafily grows again. _ 
The Callofities on the Feet, Hands, and Knees are formed by | 
feveral Lamine of this Membrane.: | ; 

The Skin is pierced with imperceptible Pores; Part of which 
anfwer to the Extremities of the Arteries, which ferve for Per- 
fpiration, the other are properly the abforbent Pores. 

_ The Colour of the Skin is different in different Parts of the 
World; the Caufe of which is not abfolutely determined. sd 

The Nails and the Hair may be confidered as Dependents of 
the Skin. The Nails are fmall, whitith tranfparent Bodies, not: 
‘unlike Horn. Some think they proceed from the Papiile of the 

Skin, and others that they are a Continuation of the Epidermis. +» 

‘The Hairs are fmall, round, a Bodies, which proceed from

The Heap contains in the Cavity of the Bones of the Skull 
the chief Organ, or Primum mobile of the whole animal Oceco- 
nomy: The Face is the Seat of feveral other particular Organs 
which are greatly compounded. | 

The proper containing Parts of the Head, are the frontal 
Mufcles, the Perzcranium, and the Bones of the Skull. The 
Parts contained are the Membranes of the Brain, the Brain itfelf, 
and the Veffels. The Memeranes of the Brain are the Dura 
Mater and the Pia Mater ; the Dura Mater contains the whole 
Brain fomewhat loofely, that the Veffels which run between its 
Duplicature, and upon the Surface of the Brain, may not be too 
much preffed by the Skull; it fticks very clofe to the Bafis of the 
Skull, and to its Sutures, by the Fibres and Veffels it fends to the 
Pericranium 5 it is faftened to the Pia Mater and to the Brain 
by the Veffels which pafs from the one tothe other. It givesa 
Coat or Covering to all the Nerves which rife from the Brain, 
to the fpinal Marrow, and to all the Nerves which rife from 
thence. Its Surface is rough towards the Crazium, but fmooth 
towards the Brain. ) 

The Pra Marer isa fine, delicate, double Membrane which 
lies under the Dura Mater, and immediately covers the Sub- 

‘fiance ofthe Brain. Its inner Membrane is much larger than its. 
outward, for it runs in betwixt all the Foldings and Circumvo- 
jutions of the Brain, to feparate them, and to fuftain the Blood 
Vefiels. | : 

The Brain is the whole Mafs contained within the Bones of 
the Skull. Itis divided into the Brain properly fo called, the Cex 
vebellum and the Medulla Oblongata ; to which may be joined the 
{pinal Marrow contained in the Canal formed by the Vertebre. 

The Brain properly fo called is compofed of two Subftances 3

The CEREBELLUM is likewife compofed of an afh and medul-

The Meputita Ostoncata is a Prolongation of the me-~ 
dullary Subftance of the Brain and Cerebellum. ‘The Fibres 
whereof it is compofed, crofs in fuch a Manner, that thofe on 
the right hand pafs to the left, and thofe on the left hand to the 
right. (From the Afedulla Oblongata the ten pair of Nerves are 
derived which pafs out of the Skull. As the Fibres} the medulla- 
ry Subftance crofs each other, the Nerves crofs likéwife, that is 
to fay, thofe which come from the right pais to the left, and thofe 
which come from the left pafs to the right. Hence it is faid, 
that the Palfy, when it is a Confequence of the Compreflion of 
fome part of the Brain, is generally on the contrary Side to that 


of the Part which is comprefled. >. 


The Meputta SpINALIs is a Continuation of the Adedulla 
Oblongata, and feems to be compofed of two Subftances, the 
one white and the other afh-coloured: ‘The firft is the external, 
and the fecond is the internal Part. Thirty Pair of Nerves 
which are diftributed into all Parts of the Body, derive their Ori- 
gin from the fpinal Marrow. ‘The Veflels of the Braim are the 
Arteries and Veins, whofe Coats are very delicate. ‘The Arteries 
are the internal carotid, and the vertebral. ‘The Veins are the 
internal Jugulars, which return the Blood from the different S:~ 
aufes which are fituated in the Doublings of the Dura Mater. 

The Arteries are not accompanied with the Veins, as in all 
other Parts of the Body; they both enter the Skull by a different 
Way; becaufe if they entered together, they might, by a mutual 
Compreffion, create an Obftacle to the Courfe of the Blood.

_. The Trachea Arteria, the upper End of which is called the

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The Vena Cava, yen brings back the Blood from all Parts of 
the Body, is joined to the right Auricle. The pulmonary 
Vein, which brings the Blood back from the Lungs, is joined 
to the left Auricle. The Auricles are, like the Ventricles, fet 
one againit the other. In the inward Part of thefe Ventricles 
there are feveral Valves: ‘Thofe which are placed at the En- 
trance of the Arteries, fuffer the Blood to pafs from the Heart, 
which enters thefe Arteries, and hinders it from returning the 
fame Road; they are, from their Figure, called Semilunar. 
‘Thofe which are placed at the Entrance of the Auricles, permit 
the Blood to go into the Ventricles, and hinder it from returning | 
back the fame Way. we 

The Lungs and the Diaphragm are the principal Organs of 
Refpiration.. The Lungs are compofed of {mall Vefictes, which 
an{wer to all the Ramifications of the Lrachea Arteria: Thefe 
Ramifcations are called Bronchia, ‘There is between thefe Vefi- 
cles a cellulary Web, which fills up the Intervals that are left - 
between them. 

‘The pulmonary Artery and Vein are infinitely branched out 
upon thefe Veficles, which form a wonderful vafcular Net; 
within the Bronchia, are little Glands call Tracheales. 

The Diaphragm is a flefhy and tendonous Partition, which. 
feparates the Thorax from the lower Belly, and is placed tranf- 
verfly and obliquely in fuch a Manner, that the fore Part is raifed 
higher than the back Part. | ) 

‘The AspoMEN, or lower Belly, is divided into Regions and 
Parts. The whole Surface of the Belly is divided into Regions, 
that by the Correfpondence between the internal and external 
Parts we may be able to judge what inward Part is hurt, when 
there appears externally any Marks of the Blow which has made 
the Wound, or when the Patient fhews outwardly’ the~ Place 
where the Pain is perceived. sae 

It is divided into two Regions, the anterior aad pofterior. 
The anterior Region, weich reaches as far as the Sides of 
the Belly, is fubdivided into three others; the firft is the higheft, 
and is called the Epigaffrium; the fecond is the Middle, and 
is termed the Umbilical Region; the Hypogaftrium, or the third;

The Abdomen is divided into the containing Parts, and the 
contained..

and for the Separation of Urine and Generation. 

Organs defigned for Digeftion and the Formation of the 
Chyle, are'the Stomach, the Inteftines, the Liver, the Spleen, 
the Pancreas, the Mefentery, the Refervair of the Chyle, and 
the Beginning of the thoracic Canal; to which may be added 
the Glands which line the inward Membrane of the Stomach, . 
and thofe which are fituated in the inteftinal Canal. 

The Organs which ferve for the Filtration of Urine, and 
its Evacuation, are the Kidneys, the Ureters, the Bladder, 
and the Urethra. : : 

_ The Organs of Generation are different in the two Sexes. 
In Men they are the fpermatic Veffels, the Tefticles, the Va/a 
Deferentia, the Veficule Seminales, and the Vafa ejaculatoria. 
Thefe laft crofs the fuperior proftate Glands, and open into the 
Urethra on the Side of the Veru Montanum,; add to thefe the 
_ Penis. Thofe of Women are the Vagina, the Uterus, the Cli- 
toris, the Ligamenta rotunda and lata; the Tube Fallopiane, 
the Morfus Diaboli, and the Ovaria. 

The Extremities of the Body are the fuperior, or Hands and 
Arms; andthe inferior, or the Thighs, Legs, and Feet. 

Of the conglobate Glands, there are three or four under each 
Arm-Pit, and eight or ten in each Groin. ‘They ferve as Re- 
ervoirs for the Lymph, which is derived from the inferior and 
fupérior Extremities. ‘They are placed among the large Veffels, 
and are covered with the Skin or Fat. mt 

There are other Glands of this Kind about the Parotid and 
Maxillary, and on the Sides of the jugular Veins. ‘hey receive 
- the Lymph which comes from the Face and Neck. Tohofe of the 
Mefentery are likewife conglobate Glands.

ANATOMY is an artificial Diffe€tion of the human Body, to 
come to the Knowledge of the Stru@ture, Connection, Situation, 
and Ufe of all the Parts whereof it is compofed. } 

It is divided into Offeology and Sarcology. Ofteology treats of 
the hard Parts, and Sarcology of the foft; which latter is fub- 
divided into A4yology, Splanchnology, Angiology, Neurology, and 
Adenology. |

B Y Fluids we are to underftand all the Humours which are 

contained in the Solids, which compofe the human Body. 
Of thefe the Principal is the Blood; it is the Origin of all the 
reft, except the Chyle, of which it is formed. Therefore the 
natural Order is firft to {peak of the Chyle, then of the Blood, 
and afterwards of the reft of the Fluids. 


Of the CHYLes. 


The Chyle isa milky Fluids extracted from the Aliments, by 
the Means of Digeftion. afore Ge 
_. The Principles, of the Chyle feem to be fulphureous, muci- 
_ Jaginous, faline andaqueous. It is a kind of natural’ Emulfion, 
both with regard to the Colour, and to the Ingredients and 
Manner of Prepatation; there is. this Difference between the 
artificial and natural Emulfion, that the latter is: far more pure, 
and is prepared with a much greater Apparatus; not by_a fud- 
den Expreffion of Part of the Liquid, but by a gentle and fuc- 
ceflive Percolation.. The Chyle is made fooner or later, ac- 
cording to the Difference of Temperaments, Strength, Aliments, 
and Cuftoms; therefore how many Hours Chylification requires, 
cannot be certainly determined, : 
When the Chyle enters the villous O/cula of the La@eals, it is. 
not a Fluid extragted merely from the Aliment and Drink, but a 
Mixture of feveral Fluids; that is, the Saliva and. thinner. 
Jucus of the Mouth, the twofold Fluid of the Oc/ophagus, the: 
ene proceeding from the villous-Membrane of the ‘Tube itfelf, 
- the other from its Glands: To thefe may be added, the glutin- - 
ous Fluid of the Stomach, the pancreatic Juice, the Fluid of 
Peyer’s Glands, “which are numerous in the {mall Inteftines.. 
Fience the Reafon appears why Men. may live upon Bread and 
Water; why the oriental Nations ufe Rice in the room of. all 
Kinds of Pulfe; and why Acids, fprrituous Liquors, faline 
things, and many vegetable Juices, Herbs, Roots, acrid-and 
gromatic Subfiances are the leaft fit to generate Chyle. 


Of the Broon,, 


The Bloodis a vital Fluid, which no Animal can be without, 

-in which the Life and Strength of our Bodies are contained ; 

which being evacuated, the Operations of the Mind and, Body 

ceafe. “The Blood is a purple Fluid, compofed of aqueous, ge- 
latinous, fulphureous, and earthy Parts. 
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Of the Blood. tat Dey 

When the Blood circulates in the Veffels, it feems to be com- # 
pofed of homogeneous Parts ; but if, after Bleeding, it ftands long 
in the Veffel, we foon find it is compofed of different Parts; for 
being cold, it coagulates and feparates in two, whereof one is a 
red Coagultim, and is called the Craffamentum, or red Part of the 

Blood; and the other is fluid and ferous. 

Thefe two Subftances circulate together in the fanguineous 
Veflels, without Separation. But the lymphatic Part, which is 
finer than the red, pafles alone into the extremely {mall Lym- 
phatics, which are fpread all over the Body, in order for Nou- 

-rifhment ; Part of it is carried into the Glands, and from thence 
‘returns into the Blood Veflels. 

The red Coagulum being wafhed in warm Water, feparates 
into two Parts, one of which mingles with the Water, to which 
it communicates its red Colour, and the other forms {mall white 
Filaments; the firft is properly called the Blood. It is red and 
elobulous, each Globule being compofed of fix other Globules 
united together. Thefe Globules fwim in the white Part, and 
turn inceflantly round their Axis. ’ 

The tranfparent Filaments, or fibrous Lympha, being 
dried, refembles Horn. ‘This, when it is condenfed, retains 
the globulous Part of the Blood in its Interftices, and forms the 
red Coagulum. After bleeding in the Foot, thefe thick and fpungy 

_ Filaments: are furrounded with a gelatinous and mucilaginous 
Juice, which feems to be nothing but a fubtile, and a lefs 
elaborate Lympha. ; 

The ferous or lymphatic Part of the Blood feems to be homo- 
geneous. A flight Heat thickens it like the white of an Egg, 
when boiled, which it refembles. ‘This is properly called the 
‘Lympha. In Proportion to its growing thick, an aqueous Hue 
mour exhales from ‘it, which is a little faline, and ike Urine; 
This is called the Serofity. When the Blood is examined by He 
Microfcope in a living Frog, every thing appears conformable 
to what has been here faid. 

The red Colour of the Blood is not the fame in all the large 
Veflels. It is of alively and drillient Red in the pulmonary 

/ Vein, inthe left Ventricle of the Heart, and in all the Arteries of 
? the Body, where the Motion is greateft, and the Lympha more 
' copious. On the contrary, it is dlacki/b and more deep co- 

Joured in the pulmonary Artery, in the right Ventricle of the 
_. Heart and in all the Veins, where there is lefs Motion, and a 

_Tefs Quantity of Lympha. For this Reafon the venal Blood is 
, more black at’the bottom than on the Surface, in the Bafon 
\ after bleeding. bes: ¥ ua 
As a certain’ Time is neceflary to change the Chyle into 
41 Blood, for this Reafon, if you ‘bleed’a Perfon {oon‘after Meals, 
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you will fee white Streaks made by the Chyle, as the Blood is 


evacuated; and for the fame Reafon the Serum, after fettling for 
fome time, appears quite milky, and fometimes there is a Cruft 


» of the fame Nature on the red Coagulum. 


It follows from hence, that the Serofity ferves as a Vehicle 
for the Lympha, and the Lympha and Serofity together are a 
Vehicle to the Blood, properly fo called. All thefe Parts, of 
which the Blood. is compofed, have different. Motions which 
maintain the Fluidity, of which the circulatory Motion is the 
moft certain and demonftrable. 

1 thall here obferve, by the bye, that we cannot judge of the 
Health and Sicknefs of a Perfon by the mere Infpection of the 
Blood ;. for fometimes when it feems to be bad, there is no Dif- 
order at all perceived by the Perfon to whom it belongs; and on 
the other hand, when it has a fine AfpeCt, it may be taken 
from a Perfon im a dangerous Difeafe. I have often obferved in 
{corbutic and heétical Patients, that the Blood has been of a 
bright red and fluid, and that in ftrong healthy Bodies it has 
been denfe, glutinous, black, and has ipeedily coagulated. Like- 
wife in apopleétic, paralytic, fpafmodic, and convulfive Dif- 
eafes, it has been of an exceeding good Colour and Confiftence : 
And even in a virulent Carcinoma a fluid brilliant red Blood has 
proceeded fyom_ the {mall Arteries, without the Appearance’ of 
any Fault. { Blood, even when it is faulty, when it circulates 
in the Body without Obftruction, does little harm; on the 
‘other hand, the beit, when it ftagnates, or is extravafated, not 
only caufes. Difeafes, but Death. Hence it appears, that a 
Dilorder of the Solids is of the greateft confequence. When the 
Blood is extravafated, it excites fatal Symptoms, as an Apo- 
plexy in the Brain, Fevers, Convulfions, Epilepfies, and, by 
confent of Parts, Vomiting; in the Cavity of the Thorax or 
Abdomen, if the Quantity be large, it turns to a mortal Putre- 
faction; if it fagnates in the Vetiels of the Brain, it caufes a 
Phrenzy; in the Coats of the Stomach and Inteftines, a fatal 
Inflammation, which has a tendency toa Mortification; if it 
coagulates in the Cavities of the Heart, or larger Veflels, it 
produces a Syncope, or fudden Death; in the Subftance of 
the Mufcles it turns to a Sphacelus, or a fatal Putrefaction. 

However, the Infpection of the Blood is not entirely ufelefs ; 
for when it is thick, black, and coagulates fpeedily, it will 
net circulate freely through the capillary Veffels, whence Ob- 
ftruGtions and chronical Difeafes will arife; and if, through 
Commotions of the Body and Mind, or intenfe Cold, or pain- 
ful and fpafmodic Contractions of the inward Parts, it is forced 
into the {mall lymphatic Veflels, grievous and fatal Inflamma- 
tions will arife ; for.in the Pleurify and Peripneumony the Se-

lutary Mineral Waters, aa 

When the Blood is too thin, florid, and of a bright red, it 
is not always good ; efpecially if it wants Serum, and does not 
coagulate : For in this Cafe there are too many alkaline Salts, 
as in gouty and fcorbutic Patients; or there is too great an 
inteftine Heat, as in flow and hectic Fevers; or the fulphureous 
Parts are too predominant, from a free ufe of Wine and Spices, 
efpecially in Perfons of a bilious Conflitution, Sometimes the 
Blood will be thin and florid, when the Vi/cera are obftructed 
with a thick Blood, or from fpafmodic convulfive Motions of 
the interna] Parts. ‘This Diforder requires Jellies, Mucilages, 
and nourifhing Food, which will temperate the falino-fulphu- 
reous Acrimony ; as alfo fuitable Mineral Waters. 

When the Blood has too much Serum, it fhews that the San- 
guification is hurt, the Perfpiration too fmall, and if the Urine 
is little, it threatens a Cachexy, cedematous Swelling, and. 
Dropfy. When it abounds with an intenfe. yellow Colour, fo 
as to dye Linen, it fhews an Obftruction of the biliary Duds, 
and that the Bile is reforbed into the lymphatic Veflels ; or that 
it is not duly feparated from the Blood. In the Scurvy, Itch, 
and Cachexy, the Serum is often variegated, and of a livid and 
bluifh Colour, more or lefs turbid or white, with a thick 


Coat; and the Coagulum is grumous, and black intermixed with 


brown. In the Lues Venerea and confummate Scurvy there is a 
copious Serum, but it is muddy and turbid. In burning Fevers 
there is little Serum, and the Colour is florid, with a great 
Froth. In the Small-pox, Meafles, and acute and continual Fe- 
vers, the Blood is very fluid, without a Ceagulum, ‘becaufe its 
gelatinous Subftance is confumed with Heat, and turned into an 
alkaline Principle, which hinders Coagulation. 


Of the F suans.qwbich proceed from the Boop. 


The Blood is formed of the Chyle, from whence proceed the 
reft of the Fluids, which after having been confounded in its 
Mafs, are feparated from it. This Separation is called a Secieer 
tion, Filtration, or Excretion. .*8 

The Secretions are made, either by the Extremities of the ” 
capillary Veflels of the Arteries, as thofe of the Per/piration and 
the Fat; or by the means of the conglomerate Glands, deftined. 
for this Operation, as thofe of the Bile, the Saliva, and the like. 54 

~The Fluids which are feparated from the Mafs of Blood,, are 
divided into three Clafles. The fir/? corms’: thofe which 
jifferent Ufes. Such 
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as the Fat, Synovia, the Fluid of the Pericardium, the Animal 
Spirits, &c. Thefe are called Recrements. daipie . 
‘The fecond contains thofe which are to have no further Com- 
merce with the Blood. Such as the Urize, the Matter of infen/i- 
ble Perfpiration, the Sweat, &c. “Thefe are called Excrements. 
The third is compofed of thofe; Part of which are to re-enter 
into the Mafs of Blood, and the other Part to be thrown out of 
the Courfe of Circulation. Such are the Saliva, the Bile, the 
pancreatic "Fuice, &c. As thefe partake of the two former, they 
are Called recremental Excrements. | 
Thefe Fluids are feparated from'the Blood, partly fo per- 
form fome Fun@tion, or for the Prefervation of the Body ; partly 
becaufe they are fuperfluous, and would become prejudicial: 
‘They fhall be examined in their Order. A 
* The Matter of infenfible Per/piration is a fine fubtile Fluid, 
or Vapour, continually exhaling from the whole Surface of the 
-Body, internal as well as external. ‘When it proceeds from the 
Lungs, it is called pulmonary Perfpiration: that which flies off 
from the Pores of the Skin, is termed cutaneous Perfpiration. 
_ This Evacuation is called zufenfible, becaufe it is impercepti- 
ble to the Eyes, and yet it is more copious than all the ‘reft of 
the Evacuations. Many Experiments prove its Exiftence. If. 
you »pafs your Finger over the Surface of a Looking-glafs, or 
e any other polifhed Body, it will leave a Track of Moifture. If 
| you put your naked Head near a white Wall, expofed to the 
+ Sun, the Shadow of the Vapours which proceed from the Pores 
wa of the Skin, may be plainly feen.} If you breathe upon Glafs, 
you may perceive it covered with finall Drops of Water. ‘The 
Vapour arifing from the Lungs, is in Winter condenfed by the 
Cold, and forms a kind of bluifh Mitt as it iffues from the © - 
‘Mouth. Other Experiments prove that it is more copious 
_ than the reft of the Evacuations. Senéorius found, that of eight 
~ Pounds of Aliment, five go off by infenfible Perfpiration. Hence 
- we may learn, how much the Animal Oeconomy is difordered 
- when this Perfpiration is {topped by too cold an Air, which con- 
» traégts the Pores, or when the Matter itfelf is too thick. 
_ As there are no difcernible Glands which ferve for the Excretion 
- Of this Fluid, it is fuppofed to proceed from the Pores or the Ex- 
' tremities of the.capillary Arteries, which are exceeding fmall. 
_ This Evacuation is more copious in Summer than in Winter ; 
. before a good Fire than in cold Air; when the Body is in Motion 
_. than when at reft; during Digeftion rather than before Meals ; 
_ and in a hot Country than inacold. — | 
. . , Its Matter is aqueous and faline, and feems'to have a great 
2 Analogy with the Urine, becaufe in a healthy State, the Is:

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Its Ufe is to preferve the Supplenefs of the Papille of the » 
Skin. It carries the faline Particle off from the Blood, and 
renders it more pute by this Means. Befides; a free Perfpira= 
tion preferves the Body from various Difeafes, and is of extraor= 
dinary Ufe in promoting their Cure; for it is obfervable in the 
warmer Months, when Perfpiration is greateft, Men are lefs 
apt tobe fick, and fewer die. “The Spafms which affect the 
Hypochondriac, and the Pains which torment thofe that have the 
Gout, then generally ceafe. Perfons advanced in Years, that 
are of a weak Conftitution, and obnoxious to Diforders, are 
never better than inthe Summer. Obftinate quartan Agues, and 
other Difeafes which have continued long, proceeding from an 
Infarétion of the Vi/cera, are either leflened in the Summer, or 
“quite ceafe. It is likewife obfervable, that free Perfpiration helps 
to cure the moft dangerous Difeafes, on which Account thofe 
that are lean are more eafily cured, than Perfons of a fpungy Habit. 

The Diforders which proceed from an obftruéted Per{piration, 
are great and dangerous, for it increafes the impure Juices, and 
difpofes them to Corruption and Putrefaction, whence univerfal 
Difeafes enfue, fuch as Fevers and Cachexies tainted with fome- 
thing of Malignity. | 

Thus(in every Seafon of the Year, when Perfpiration is's 
fupprefled, Difeafes are generated; hence in the Spring pro- 
ceed Madnefs, Hemorrhages, Epilepfies, Quinfies,Gout, Rheums, 
Coughs, Lippitudes, Abfceffes, Puftules, Rheumatifins, the 
Small-pox, Meafles, catarrhal and continual Fevers. For when 
the. Atmofphere is unequal and changeable, that is, fome- 
times moift, fometimes hot, fometimes cold, and fometimes 
windy, ‘as in Adarch, Difeafes are generally rife. ‘Thenthe Air 
becomes warm from putrid Moifture, which has long ftagnated 
in the Earth, and the corruptible Exhalations begin to be dif- 
folved, fo that it is dangerous to be abroad, and to continue long 
in this Kind of Air, efpecially if the Body be weak. 

Even the Difeafes which happen in Summer, fuch as ardent, — 
bilious, continual and intermitting Fevers, are not fo much ow- 
ing to Heat and Drynefs, as to a cold moift Air, which predo- 
minates early in the Morning and in the Evening. plete 

The Autumn, according to the Experience of all {kilful Phyfi- » 
cians, is full of Difeafes, on Account of the Inequality and fud- 
den Changes of the Weather. © 7 

The Difeafes which reign in the Winter are certainly owing 
to intenfe Cold; hence Pleurifies and Peripneumonies, Rheuma- 
tifms, Defluxions, Gouts, acute Pains and Difeafes of the Head. 

- However, dry, ferene, pure cold Weather increafes the Spring 
of the Fibres, and ftrengthens the Body, if wellcloathed, givesa

While a Perfon is in a Sweat, the excretory Duis of the mi- 
liary Glands comprefs the Pores of infenfible Perfpiration, whence

The febaceous Humour is an unctuous, thick, vifcous Matter, 
which is filtred by the febaceous Glands, .and. depofited in {mall 
Follicule, where it acquires a certain Confiftence ; particularly 
it forms black Specks on. the Nofe, and between the Shoulders, 
which may be fqueezed out in the Shape of little Worms, and 


-which ignorant People take to be living Animals. In the Arm- 


pits it colours the Linen of a yellowifh Red. ph pels 
The Ufe of it is to defend the Skin from the A@iion of the 
Salts, which abound in Sweat, and in infenfible Perfpiration 5 
and to hinder the Excoriation of the Parts which are moft liable 
to Fri@ion. This febaceous Fluid becoming dry, forms the 
{mall Seales which abound in the Head, and other Parts of the 
-Body. When it is retained in the Follicula, or Glands, it 
forms the Tubercles or fmall Tijymours, which arife in the Skin. 
Thefe Glands lie on the internal Surface of the Skin, and within 
the Skin itfelf, chiefly among the hairy Parts ; behind the Ears, 
-on the Outfide of the Noftrils, in the Middle of the Cheeks, in 
‘in the Neck, under the Arms, between the Shoulders, onthe 
Scrotum, Prepucey as wellas on the other Parts of the Puden- 
da, of both Sexes. molt sare éomooud 
‘The Cerumen, or Ear-wax, is yellow and bitter, it crackles 
and flames in the Fire. When it is copious and grows hard in 
the Ear, it- may caufe Deafnefs. wa ve | 
The Gum of the Eyes is to prevent the falling of the Tears 
upon the'Cheeks, to guide them towards the Nofe, and to make 
them pafs through the Punéta Lachrymalia. When itis too thick 
and plentiful, it creates a Diforder. | 
The animal. Spirits, according to the common Opinion, are 
fecreted from the Blood in the cortical Part of the Brain, and in 
the fpinal Marrow by the Arteries. “They are an extremely fine, 


‘fabtle, and moveable Fluid. Thefe Spirits pafs from the corti- 


cal Subftance into the Medullary, and from thence to the Nerves, - 
which carry them from the Head to. all Parts of the Body, and 
then bring them back again to the Head. It is this active 


Principle which gives Motion, Strength, and Vigour to all Parts 


of the Body, with the neceflary Tenfion ; by this we perceive

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Our Perceptions ‘and Aions depend upon the F acility with ° 
which thefe Spirits pafs from the Brain to the Nerves, and back 
from the Nerves tothe Brain. For ifthe Brain, the Cerebellum, 
or the {pinal’/Marrow be'hurt, the Parts, to which their refpec- 
tive Nerves are diftributed, become that moment paralytic and 
convulfed ; and if any Nerve is tied or cut, the Parts below the 
Ligature lofe their Senfe and Motion, while thofe above continue 


in their former State. en

The Tears are a Lympha, or aqueous Fluid, which is fubtle, * 
limpid, and a little faltith ; itis feparated from the arterial Blood 
by the lachrymal Glands, and fmall glandulous Grains on the 
Infide of the Eye-lids. 

This Fluid ferves to moiften and deterge the Eyes and the 
Eye-lids, after which it tends to the internal Angle of the Eye, 
and is abforbed by the Punéfa Lachrymalia, and conveyed to 
the lachrymal Bag, from whence if goes into the Nofe by the 
nafal Canal. : 

In its natural State the /achrymal Lympha runs off entirely this 
Way; but if the Eyes, the dachrymal Glands, or the fmall Glands 

of the Eye-lids are irritated by any adventitious Body, as Duft, 
‘Muftard, Pepper, the Vapour of Sulphint; Smoke, or the like; 
or by the Tears themfelves becoming acrid, or by violent Paffi- 
_ ons of the Mind, as Pain, Uneafinefs, Sadnefs, Compaffion, 
or Joy; then the fecretory Organs, prefled at different ‘Times, 
will pour out a larger Quantity of Tears than the Punéta La- 
chrymalia can abforb ; therefore the Overplus will run down the 
‘Cheeks in Drops, as if the Perfon wept. : 

The fame thing will happen if the Punéta Lachrymalia, or the 
_ Nafal Bag, are obftructed or compreffed. Children and very old 
People weep more eafily than thofe of a middle Age, becaufe they 
can the lefs withftand their Paffions, and their Temperament 
being moift, makes the Source of the Tears more copious. ; 

The Mucus of the Nofe is {eparated from the Blood by Glands — 
‘feated in the pituitary Membrane, which lines and covers the whole 
internal Part of the Nofe, with all its Cavities and Foldings. 

This mucilaginous Fluid is void of Tafte and Smell ; it mixes 
readily with Water, and is condenfed when it is fuffered to remain 
‘too long. It is very copious when a Perfon has caught Cold, or 
‘ufes any acrid Powder of the Nature of Snuff. 

Its Ufe is to lubricate the internal Surface of the Nofe, to ren- 
der it fupple, to keep it moift, aud to fecure it from the Injuries 
of cold Air. The Stoppage of the Nofe is caufed by a Retention — 
‘of this Fluid in the Glands. | me! Fy 

The Saliva, or Spittle, is a Fluid, which continually ‘moiftens 

the Mouth, and is feparated from the Blood by the falivary 

‘Glands. “Tt isa thin, tranfparent Liquor, with very little Taite 
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*- or Smell, -and is, properly {peaking, nothing but an attenuated 
> Oil mixed with Water, by the Means of Salts, and the Motion 
ofthe Arteries. Its Ufes are very great, it moiftens the Throat, 
preferves it from the Injuries of the Air, and facilitates Speech. 
Being mixed with the Aliment, it renders Swallowing eafy, and 

eg aflifts Digeftion by its aqueous, faline, and oily Parts. | 
~The Amygdala, or Almonds, filtre a thick Humour, whofe 

Ufe is to lubricate the neighbouring Parts. 
>The inward Parts of the Oefophagus are moiftened’ with a 
Fluid, filtred through the Glands of the Coat of this Organ. 
» This Liquor alfo facilitates Swallowing. 

* — Tm the fourth Tunic of the Stomach there are a great Number 
of fmall Duéts, which anfwer to the glandulous crea, placed 
in the loofe and fpongious Web of the third Tunic. ‘Thefe 
Glands excrete the ga/fric Fluid or ftomachal Fuice, whofe Ufe 

sis to promote Digeftion, and to caufe an Appetite. This Juice 
is clear, fubtle, and acrid, in Animals who have been long 
sc hungry; but inits natural State it is analogous to the Saliva. 
The third Tunic of the Inteftines. contains a great Number of 
different glandulous Grains, which excrete a Liquor called the _ 
inteftinal Lympha, much refembling the Saliva, which aug- 
ments the Fluidity of the Chyle. | 
¢ ‘The Bile is a yellow bitter Fluid, compofed of aqueous, 
faline, refinous, and fulphureous Parts, greatly attenuated, and 
very intimately mixed together. Hence it is faponaceous, 
very penetrating, and exceeding fit to compleat the Diffolu- 
tion of the fulphureous, gummy, mucilaginous, and faline 
Parts of the Aliment. 
Experiments convince us, that the Bile is a‘Mixture of Oil 
and an alkalious Salt, which make a Sortofa Soap. Hence 
¢ ¢ .fome Authors call it the animal Soap. 
The Liver feparates this Fluid from the venal Blood, brought — 
thereto by the Vena Porte, which it receives from the Spleen, 
-Stomach, Inteftines, and Epiploon, by a fingle Trunk of a Vein, 
formed of the Reunion of the Veins, proceeding from thefe — 
_different Parts. For one Part of the Blood comes from the — 
Spleen, when it has undergone fome Change; another from 
sthe Stomach and Inteftines, where it has been loaded, according 
to fome, with Part of the Chyle; and a third Part comes from 

«the Epiploon, trom whence it brings Part of the Fat. 

The Bile being feparated by the Glands of the Liver, then |

_ form a Canal called the Duétus Hepaticus. Other fmall Ca- 

nals, according to /Vinflow and Verdier, proceed from the Porus

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the Dudus cy/ficus. This Canal is joined with the Hepatic, ‘and ° 
they make together one fingle Duct, termed the Duétus com- 
munis Choledochus, which depofites the Bile in the Duodenum. — +» 

The Bile which is found in the Gall-bladder, is very thick, * 
very bitter, and very yellow. ‘The Compreflure of the Mufcles 
of the Abdomen, the ContraGtion of its own flefhy Fibres, and 
efpecially the Prefflure of the Stomach, when it is full; forces the 
Bile into the Duodenum. ‘That which proceeds from the hepatic 
Du& is more fluid, tranfparent, and foft. The Aation of the 
Diaphragm, and the progreffive Motion of the Fluids, likewife 
affift in this Operation. . ee 
The Ufe of the Bile is to divide the Chyle, to render it more ‘ 
fluid and fweet, and to excite a certain Motion in the Inteftines. 
The cy/ffic Bile has a purgative Quality, and is a kind of natural 
‘Clyfter, whence the Inteftines are ftimulated to the Ejection of , , 
the Feces. 

When the Bile is vitiated, it produces an Accumulation of » 
Crudities in the Prime Vie, whence arifes a Naujea, Heat of 
the Stomach, Flatulencies, Coftivenefs, a Cachexy, Watting ; 

- wherefore all Bitters affift the Chylification, correé& the Faults of 
the Prime Vie, and prevent many chronical Difeafes. bie 

The Pancreatic Fuice is an aqueous limpid Fluid, a little vif- 
‘cous, and almoft without Smell, Colour, or Tafte; it is fepa- 
rated from the arterial Blood in the Pancreas, and being con~ 
veyed by the pancreatic Duct into the Duodenum, is difcharged 
with the Bile through the Duétus Choledochus. 

This almoft infipid Juice is, in its natural State, fomewhat 
analogous to the Saliva. Its Ufe is to moiften the Mats of Ali- 
ments in the Duodenum, to foften the Bile, to render it more fluid, 
and to mix with it, in order to diffolve the Aliments more mi- 
nutely, and to render the Chyle fitter to enter the lacteal Veins. 3° 
~The Urine is a ferous and faline Fluid, of a Citron Colour, fe- ° 
eee from the Blood, which the emulgent Arteries carry to the 

idneys; from whence it defcends to the Bladder by the Ureters, 
and is difcharged from time to time by the Canal of the Urethra.’ 

The Urine is therefore the Serofity of the Blood, but not pure, 
for it is loaded with faline, fulphureous, and terreftrial Particles ; 
of which it is the Men/iruum and the Vehicle. sé 

The innermoft Coat of the Bladder is guarded by a mucilaginous ° 
Fluid, excreted by the Glands, which are between the Coats ; 
by which means the urinous Salts make the lefs Impreffion upon 
it. This Fluid forms the Glair, which falls to the Bottom o 
the Veflels, when a Perfon is afflicted with the Stone. a 
_“TheUrine is feparable into three Subftances differently placed,the é 
~ Nubecula, theEnaorema, and theHypofta/is. The Nubecula is a clofe 
Pellicle, which fwims near the Top of the Urine, and-cénfilts of 
way a» yas . the 
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the faline and fibrous Particles of the Blood, mixt with Serofity, 
When it is expofed to the Fire it changes to a cruftaceous Sub- 
ftance. The Engorema is a white, light, fpongious Matter, 
fwimming in the Middle of the Urine, and confifting of Particles 
of a different Nature. TheHypoffafis, or Sediment, is a faline, 
fulphureous, and terreftrial Matter, which precipitates to, the 
Bottom of the Urine. , : . 

The Urine of four-footed Beafts is turbid and muddy, that of 
Men is more clear and limpid ; in Infants it is paler and thicker 
than that of middle aged Perfons. In the very old it is more clear, 
thin, and has not fo much Colour; in hot, bilious Conftitutions 
it is more of a Saffron Colour ; in the cold and pituitous, pale; 
Wine Drinkers have it of a higher Colour, and more thick; in 
thofe that ufe much Exercife, it is little and red; in the Idle, itis 
pale with alarge Sediment. After Meals it is copious, infipid, 
light, raw, and without Smell; after long fafting, it is of a 
higher Colour, acrid, andlittle. “Thofe that {weat much, make 
little Water, muddy and yellow. 7

*(. Difeafes caufe a remarkable Change in the Urine. Light, 


thin, watry Urine. fhews the Perfon to be afflited with internal 
Spafms, the hyfteric Paffion, hypochondriac Pains, the Cardial- 
gia, the Stone or Gravel, or the convulfive Colic. In Difeafes 
of the Head, fuch as the Vertigo, Phrenfy, Madnefs, Melancholy, 
or Epilepfy, the Urine is always thin and light. It is likewife 
the fame in the more grievous Affections of the Nerves, from 
Poifon or Worms. ‘This State of the Urine not only happens in 
the Fits, but fome Days before and after. | oer 
When the Urine is thin, aqueous, and always white, it pre- 
fages Danger in obftinate Difeafes; if it is copious in the State 
of Fevers, and before the Crifis, it portends a Phrenfy. In in- 
ternal Inflammations much Urine is always dangerous, and the 
more the worfe. : | . sf 
After a Dyfentery, a fpotted Fever, or the Small-pox, this kind 
of Urine is common. In a Cachexy, Leucopblegmatia, enor- 
rnous Bleedings, in the Beginning of an Axa/arca, in the Green- 
Sicknefs, and in a Suppreffion of the AZen/fes, the Urine is crude, 
turbid, pale, greenifh, or ofa light Citron Colour, and copious, 
In all preternatural febrile Heats the Urine is yellow or red, 
and in {mall Quantity. In Fevers, whether continual or inter- 
mittent, the Uring is various. Inthe Fit, thatis, in its Exacer- 
bation or State, me Urine is thin, clear, and without Sediment ; 
in ardent and bilious Fevers. it is generally pellucid, but of 
a Flame Colour. In Intermittents, after the Fit, and on the well 
Day, it is thick, and depofites a Sediment ; if this happen in,conti- 
nual Fevers, after the Crifis, it fhews the Fever to be ended. _ 
If the Sediment is.of a rofy or purple Colour, MdP Mts oe 
| ~ Bloo 
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Blood is in Fault, as is evident in continual Fevers. When it is 
intenfely yellow, it fhews a’ difordered Bile ; when it is. brown 
ot black, it argues Plenty of black Bile, as in a fcorbutic or 
miliary Fever and in Quartans of a dangerous Nature. When in 
intermitting Fevers it is very plentiful, and full of vifcid and — 
crude Humours, efpecially in replete, obefe, and fpungy Habits, 
it fhews the Obftinacy of the Difeafe. fee 

As it is'a good Sign when the’Urine is thick, and depofites a 
Sediment in Fevers, fo, on the'contrary, if there is no Sediment 
in tIntermitting Fevers, but the Urine continues clear, and lets 
fall no Sediment in the cold Fit, it is a bad Sign. If after the 
Fit it has no Sediment, but is pellucid, it is an exceeding bad Sign. 
Tn’all inflammatory Fevers, if the Urine is clear and of a purple 
Colour, or brown and of a deep Colour, frothy:and without Se- 
diment, it is an ill ‘Token: Likewife itis always obferved, that 
ina continual Fever, if the Urine is turbid, and does not grow 
clear, either by the Fire or Reft, nor depofites a Sediment, it is 
a very dangerous Prefage; it is likewife very bad, when:in con- 
tinual Fevers, it is’thick on the firft Days, and in the Remainder; 
-efpecially the critical Days, it is thin and without Sediment. 

“Jn the Decline of catarrhal Fevers, and in theSmall-pox and Meat- 
les; if the Urine from clear and aqueous, becomes: thick and high- 
coloured,with a Sediment, it is a certain Sign thattheDifeafe remits, 

“In Confumptions and all other violent and chronical Difeatfes, 
if the Urine is thick, little, high-coloured, and of a dark Red; 
with a copious Sediment, and a Fatnefs. f{wimming on it, which 
adheres to the Sides of the Urinal, the Body at the fame time 
wafting away, it is a Sign of a flow hectic Fever, which 
is generally fatal. The like Danger is threatened, «when, in 
ropfical Perfons, the Urine is like that of Hectics; for its Scar~ 
city is a Sign that the Lympha is extravafated into fome Cavity 
or porous Subftance ; and, if the Colour is of a deep Red, with a 

rofs Sediment, it fhews that the inteftine Motion and Heat dif- 
folves the Blood, and that the Liver is obftructed, whence a. 
bilious Sordes is feparated therefrom. | 

In. chronical Difeafes without a Fever, when the Urine is 
thick, high-coloured, and of a reddifh Brown, as well.as heavy, 

as in a confirmed Scurvy, Gout, fcorbutic Palfy, and in extreme 

old Age, as alfo in a nephritic Paflion, when the Pains ceafe, 

as well as in the yellow and black Jaundice, it fhews a Plenty of 
faline and fulphureous excrementitious Parts, wherewith the 

Blood and Humours abound,’ and not duly fecreted therefrom, 

by Reafon of an’ Obftruétion of the Liver. | Willis has ob- 

ferved, that Patients dying of the Scurvy, have had their Livers al- 
- trot without Blood, and like'a Cow’s Udder ; in fome, the Gall- 

bladder was either empty; or full of Stones, or very bitter Filth. 
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40 Of the Fluids which proceed from the Blood. _ 
* ‘When the Urine is thick, of a deep Colour, and dyes Lin- 
nen yellow, it is a certain Sign that the Bile is obftructed, or 
the Duéts conftricted with a Spafm, whence the Paflage of the 
Bile into the Ducdenum is hindered, whence it regurgitates by the 
lymphatic Veflels into the Blood and Lympha, and produces a 
Jaundice. When the Colour is of a brownifh Black, it is a 
Sign of the black Jaundice, which proceeds from an impeded 
ee Secretion of the Bile in the Liver. 
¢ Sometimes the Urine is united with an oily Matter, and 
made without-Noife, having various Colours on the Surface, 
chiefly bluifh, and adheres fo ftrongly to the Sides of the Uri- 
nal, that it cannot be wafhed off even with a lixivious Liquor. 
This is a Sign of a Colliquation of the Fat. Silvius gives an 
Inftance of a young Woman, who had it like Butter; and Fer- 
nelius mentions a Man, who, in eight Days, was reduced from a 
Jarge Size to be very flender, without any other Difeafe; it 
fhews a Confumption, an Atrophy, and an Heé?ic. Sometimes 
this is obfervable in Fevers, and the oleous Matter is more plen- 
« etiful, in Proportion to the Fatnefs of the Body. _ iaihig 
* When the Urine abounds too much with a tartareous Matter, 
which is known by its adhering to the Sides of the Chamber- 
pot, it is a Sign of a Difpofition to the Gravel and Stone. 
When there is {mall Sand in the Urine, it fhews thofe Diforders 
to be actually prefent. Sometimes fhining yellow Cryftals are 
feen on the Sides of the Pot, which is a Sign of arthritic or 
rheumatic Pains. When the Urine is bloody or whitifh, from - 
a Mixture of Pus, or loaded with a glutinous, thick, tenacious 
Matter, of a bad Smell, which finks to the Bottom, and does 
not diffolve by the Agitation of the Veflel, it is a certain Sign 
of an Ulcer in the Kidneys or Bladder ; fometimes in the Stone 
and Ulcer of the Bladder, it is like the White of an Egg, and 
fo tenacious, that it will not divide, but falls from the Veflel 
e¢ like a Mafs of Jelly. , mee, 
| In an inveterate and malignant Gonorrhea, not only the Pro- 
fiate, but often the Bladder is ulcerated, whence a thick, tur- 
bid Urine, with a copious Sediment, which, thrown on 
Coals, has a moft fetid Smell. Likewife in the Stone of the 
Bladder, this, or its Sphinéter is fo eroded, that the Urine is 
thick and branny, with {mall Caruncles and Filaments, which 
the Vulgar take for Worms, In the Strangury there is a frequent 
Stimulus to make Water, which is little, gelatinous and muddy, 
~ falt and fharp, with Filaments ; and then there is fome {pafmo- 
dic Diforder affects the Sphincter. | If Blood is mixed with the 
Urine, like the Wafhings of Flefh or red Wine, but falls to the 
Bottom, of a Purple Colour, it proceeds from the Kidneys; but if, 
it be of a brownifh Black, it comes from the Veins of the 
Bladder. The 
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‘The mucilaginous Glands of the Cap/ule Ligamentofa, and 

‘the Sheaths of the Tendons, eXcrete a mucilaginous Liquor, 
called Synovia ; the Ufe of which is to keep the Cartilages fup~ 
ple, and confequently to facilitate the Motion of the ‘Tendons 
and Joints. 

The Bronchia and Trachea Arteria are covered and lubricated 
by a lymphatic Fluid, which is excreted from the bronchial and 
tracheal Glands. 1s See ; 53 

The Pericardium, the Pleura, and the Peritoneum are moif- 
- tened with a pretty clear Fluid, whofe Ufe is to. keep them flexi- 
ble, and to hinder thefe Parts from heating by their Friction, , 

The Fat is an unctuous and fulphureous Fluid, which the 

fanguineous Arteries depofite in the cellulary Web of the Skin, 
and of the other Parts; and which the Veins carry back into 
the Mafs of Blood. | | 
- Its Ufe is to nourifh the Animal at certain Times, and to 
temperate the Acrimony of the Salts of the Blood. It contri- 
butes to Beauty,' by filling up the empty Spaces between the 
Mufcles, and by rendering the Skin flexible, {mooth, and foft. 
It alfo moiftens and foftens the flefhy and tendinous Parts. 


Of tbe Conftitution ov Temperament. 


THE R E are as many Definitions of Temperament, as there 
are different Syftems or Principles. The Peripatetics fay 
it is a Mixture of the four firft Qualities. (An equal Tem-’ 
perament, then, is, when one does not predominate over the 
other, or when they obferve a certain Proportion fuitable te 
Nature.’ But this is feldom or never to be found ;) for, Tempe- + 
raments differ according to the Sex, Age, Climate, Country, 
Seafon, and Kind of Life. “The common Divifion of the T’em- 
peraments was into hot, cold, mai/?, or dry. Which com- 
pounded, were hot and moi/?, hot and dry, cold and moi/?, and 
cold and dry. | saatt ’ ae 
Some of the Ancients regarded only the Fluids, which they » 
determined to be four; the Blood, Phlegm, Choler, and Adelan- 
choly, or the Atra bilis; hence there were four Kinds of ‘T’em- 
peraments, the Sanguincous, the Phlegmatic, the Bilious, and 
the Melancholic; which being ‘varioufly compounded, made as 
many different Temperaments. ve be 
_ Some of the Moderns imagine that the effential Parts of the ° 
Blood are acid, auftere, acerb, faline, acrid, bitter, otly, {weet 
_and infipid; wherefore they make the Temparament to confift 
in a due Proportion or Mixture of thefe; and when any of them 
predominate, the Temparament is faid to be unequal. ps 
ofe 
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Thofe who refer every thing to the Solids, and look upon 
the Fluids only as paffive, and governed by the fyftoli¢ Motion 
of the Veflels, deduce the Temperaments: from the Spring of 
the Fibres, whereof the Body is compofed. According to thefe, 
the Fibres are more or lefs trong, firm, or lax ; ‘and’ their Elaf- 
ticity, their Sy/fole, their Ofcillations are more or lefs ively, free 
quent, and regular ; hence the Temperaments become /frong, 
lax, hard, foft, or unequal. SR ERSTE AR OMNI ES EYE 

Others again fay, that the Temperament is a particular Dif- 
pofition of the human Body, which refults from the Properties 
and mutual Actions of the Solids and Fluids ; and which ren- 
ders them capable of exercifing the Fun@tions proper’ and con- 
formable to Nature. oe Celraeerare vary, ee 

An equal Temperament, in this Hypothefis, is that wherein the 
four Qualities, heat, cold, dry and moift; or the four Humours, 
Blood, Phlegm, Bile and Melancholy, are mixed in a due Propor- 
tion; in which the Solids and Fluids have a proper Equilibrium, fo 
that the Fibres are neither too bard nor too /oft, not too tenfive 
nor too Jax; and which procures, by their conftant Syftoles, a 
progreflive and circular Motion to the Liquids, tending to atte~ 
nuate them, while the Liquids, on their part, have a Confiftence 
and Softnefs proper to comply with the Motion of the Veflels, 
and to act upon their Sides by their Elafticity and Re-a¢tion, 


without Irritation. 


A hot or fanguineous Temperament requires ftrong robuft Fibres, 
regular in their Syftoles and Ofcillations, with a red, foft, bal- 
famic Blood, and full of Spirits; the Perfons are neither too 
fat nor too lean, but have ‘a freth, florid Complexion, a ftrong 
regular Pulfe, an eafy Refpiration, fweet Sleep, are gay, fincere, 


» polite, modeft, and amorous. 


The woif? or phlegmatic Temperament confifts in foft, moift, 
lax Fibres, whofe Syftoles and Ofcillations are weak’ and’ Jan- 
guid; the Fluids too aqueous, infipid, raw, indigefted and co- 
pious; the Pulfe foft, flow, fluggifh, and deep; the Skin, 
the Flefh, and the Fat are palé and foft; the Hair is lank and 
ef a light Colour; the Perfon is heavy, indolent, timid, and 
fearful ; void of Vivacity of the Senfes and Actions. 

The dry and bilious Temperament confitts of flender, fliff, dry, 
hard, tenfive and too elaftic Fibres, which move and agitate the 
Fluids with too much Impetuofity. The Bile predominates in 
the Fluids, which are thin, acrid, faline and fulphureous, and 
irritate the Solids in their Syftoles. The'Heat of the Body is con~ 
fiderable, the aqueous Parts are diffipated, the fulphureous at- 
tenuated, infenfible Perfpiration is too copious, and the Spirits 
fubtile and active. The Perfon is lean and dry, the Skin yellow, 
the Hair red and curled, the Pulfe quick and hard, the’ Shae 

f i ot ively, 
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lively, the Sleep fhort and-difturbed, the Mind ready, light, in- 


conftant and choleric ; the Paffions for Pleafure are ftrong. ra 
_ The cold, melancholy, or atrabilious Temperament proceeds from 
thick, compact, dry, ftiff Fibres ; and fixed grofs, acid, auftere, 
faline Humours; whence the fyftolic Motions of the Solids are 
ftrong,' fteady, and flow. The animal Spirits are grofs and 
elaftic. Thefe Perfons are ftrong, robuft, laborious, and a little 
lean; their Complexion brown and blackifh, the Hair black, 
the Pulfe flow and ftrong, and the Looks ftern; they are apt 
to be abfent, filent, grave, laborious, folitary, inflexible, and 
void of Compaffion; are amorous without Politenefs, but ob- 
ftinate in Love or Hatred, and extravagant in Opinion. The 
Sleep is difturbed, the Dreams difmal, they fpeak little, and 
are fond of their own Notions. 

~ But none of thefe Temperaments are to be met with pure 
and fimple. “They are all mixed, and border upon each other, 
with as great a Variety as there are Faces in the World. ve 
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Of th FuncTions. 
TU HE Funétions are generally divided into three Kinds, the 
L wital, natural and animal. 

That mechanical Difpofition of the Organs, which difpofes 
them to act, is called a Faculty, and the Functions depend on 
the Faculties, as the Effets on their Caufes, of which the An- 
cients had a great Number; as the dige/five, the nutritive, the 
attractive, the alterative, the affimulating, the retentive, the 
éxpulfue, and the like. ae 

- The vital Funétions are, the Circulation of the Blood, the Ac- 
tion of the Brain, and Refpsration. 

The Circulation of the Blood is a Motion, by which it is car- 
ried from the Heart into all Parts of the Body, from whence it 
is brought back to the Heart again. This Motion jis chiefly 
caufed by the Dilatation and Contration of this Organ, and is the 
Principle on which Life depends; for wherever it is difconti- 
nued, the Part mortifies ;. when it is diminifhed, the Operations 
are weak ; and when it ceafes totally, Life is extinguifhed. > 

The 4étion of the Brain is to feparate a very fubtle Fluid from 
the Blood, called the animal Spirits, which, as before noticed, 
are diftributed by the Nerves into all Parts of the Body, and 
whofe Motion is fo rapid, as to pafs from the Brajn to the Ex- 
tremities of the Body in an Inftant, at the Command of the 
Will, and return back with the fame Rapidity. The Brain is 
the Refervoir of this Fluid, by which the Soul has Perception 
of Objects, and all corporeal Actions are performed. | 

. Refpiration » * 
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Refpiration is an AGtion by Means of which the Air enters 
into the Breaft, and returns back ; it is compofed of two Moti- 
ons, the one is called Infpiration, and the other Exfpiration. By 
Infpiration the Air enters into the Lungs, by Ex{fpiration it is 
expelled from thence. - a | 

Phyficians are not agreed about ‘the Effects of Re/piration ; 
fome think the Air is infinuated into the Veflels of the Lungs, 
to give greater Fluidity and Motion to the Blood: Others, that 
it conveys very fubtle nitrous Corpufcles thereinto, which gives 
it the red Colour: Others, again, believe the Air ferves to con- 
denfe the Blood, which has been heated by Circulation. This 
is certain, that by the Air entering into the Lungs, .and all the 
{mall Ramifications which furround its Veficles, the Blood is 
broke, comminuted, and rendered more fluid; and that it is de- 
prived of a Serofity, which proceeds from the Lungs by Perfpi- 
ration, in the Form of a Vapour, is vilible in cold Weather. 

It may be added, that{the Voice, Laughter, Coughing, Sneez~ 
ing, Yawning and Sucking, depend upon Refpiration. 

The natural Funétions are Digeftion, Nutrition, Growth, Ge- 


-neration, Evacuation of the Excrements, and the Secretions. 


Digeftion is the Change of the Aliments into Chyle, by the 
Means of Ma/ftication, Deglutition, the Warmth, Aétion and “fuices 
of the Stomach, the Mixture of the Aliments with the Bile and 
pancreatic Juice, and the Aion of the Inteftines. 

| Nutrition is a repairing the continual Lofs, which the diffe- 
rent Parts of the Body undergo. . ia 

The Motion of the Parts of the Body, the Friction of thefe 


Parts with each other, and efpecially the AGtion of the Air, 


would deftroy the Body entirely, if the Lofs were not repaired by 
Particles of the fame ae as thofe detached from the Body. 

In young Perfons the nutritive Fuices not only ferve to repair 
the Parts that are damaged, but ferve to increafe them, which 
is called Growth; and confifts in a diftenfion and lengthening 
of the Fibres by nutritious Juices. | 

‘The Ejection of the Excrements is the Evacuation by Stool, 
Urine, Spittle, &c. wien 4 
~The Excrements, properly fo called, are the fibrous Parts of 
the Aliment, mixed with the Bile, Salva, and other Fluids, 
The Urine is difcharged from the Blood by the Kidneys, 
through the Ureters into the Bladder, where: it irritates the 
Sphincter by its-Salts, and provokes the total Excretion. 
The Spittle is a Mixture of the Salva, the Mucus of the 
Nofe, a Fluid filtred by the bronchial Glands, and thofe of the 
Trachea Arteria, and Ocfophagus. i etre | 

Excretion or Secretion, is a Separation of fome Fluid, mixed 
with the Blood, by the Means of the Glands. nah 
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The animal Funétions perform the Motion of the Body by the 
A@ion of the Mufcles, and this Action confifts chiefly in the 
‘fhortening the es Fibres, which is called Contraétion. ‘This, 
“by drawing the Tendons or the Aponeurofes, to which the 

moveable Bos are connected, caufes the Motion of the folid. 
Parts, and by leflening the Cavities of certain hollow Mutcles, 
{uch as the Heart, the Inteftines, the Veffels, @c. caufes the 
Motion of the Liquors contained therein. 

The principal Agents of this Contra&tion are the Arteries 
and Nerves, which are diftributed in the flefhy Fibres. For if 
you tie the Nerves, the Action ceafes; and, if you make a Li- 
gature on the Arteries, the Motion not only is at an End, but 
the Part foon mortifies. . wi 

The Motions are divided into voluntary and involuntary, the 
latter being fuch as the Motion of the Heart, Arteries, Inteftines, 
Stomach, &c. and the mixed, which are partly voluntary, and 
partly involuntary, fuch as the Refpiration, which, however, 
cannot entirely ceafe, without Lofs of Life. Meat, 

The Senfations are the Manner of knowing and perceiving 
external Objects. ‘They are divided into internal and external. 
The Internal are the Imagination, the Memory, the Judgment, 
the Paffions of the Mind; to which fome add Hunger and Thir/i. 
The External are Sight, Hearing, Smelling, Tafting and. Touching. 

It may be remarked, that Bodies make a lefs Impreffion upon 
the Organs in Sleep, than in Watching; for in the latter they 
are readily affefted by external ObjeCts, but the contrary in 
Sleep. The firft of thefe depends on the good Diipofition of 
the Solids, and the Plenty of animal Spirits, which increafe all 
the Springs of the Body; whereas a Paucity of thefe Spirits — 
fuffers every Part tobe relaxed. | 
_ Life confifts in the Exercife of the Functions of the Body. 
However, fome may be out of Order, and even totally abolifhed, 
without caufing Death. . : 

Health confifts in the free and ready Exercife of all thefe 
Functions. 7 


Of tbe Non-NATURALS. 


HE Non-naturals are fix; the 4ir; Meats and Drinks; 
Sleep and Watching ; Motion and Refi; the Paffions of the 
Mind ; the Retentions and Excretions. 

The 4r is a fluid elaftic Subftance, which furrounds us on all 
Sides, and penetrates our Bodies, yet fo fine, that it efcapes 
our Sight. Its Properties are Fluzdity, Ela/ticity, and Weight ; 
it is rarified by Heat, and condenfed by Cold. : 

It 
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tis fo neceflary, that an Animal cannot live a Moment with- 
out it, and it ferves for Refpiration and to tran{mit Smells, Co- 
lours, and Sounds. By its Fluidity, it infinuates into the Veficles 
of the Lungs, and into the Blood, along with the Aliments. By 
its Elafticity, the {mall Quantity of it contained in the Blood, 
keeps up the Equilibrium with itsWeight prefling externally upon 


our Bodies: 


The Air is fufceptible of different Qualities. It may be hot, 


_moift, cold, dry, ferene, pure, and temperate. It is fubje&t to 
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Variations, more or lefs fudden, and to be mixed with impure, 
corrupted, contagious, metallic, fulphureous Exhalations, which 
are all prejudicial to Health. ‘The beft Quality of the Air is to 
be pure and f{weet, void of all bad Exhalations, neither too hot, 
nor cold, nor dry, nor moift. 
The fudden Changes of the Air are inevitable and dangerous, 
whence proceed a great Number of Difeafes, which reign in the _ 


Spring and the Autumn, towards the Approach of Winter. Hof- 


pitals; Camps, Places where Lead is melted, and the Earth juft 
thrown up, are generally unhealthy, an Account of the bad 
Exhalations. Lighted Charcoal in a clofe Place fills the Air with 
fulphureous Particles, which are unwholefome, and fometimes 
kill the ftrongeft Perfons. | 

Too hot an Air difpofes to malignant Fevers; if it be with- 
out Moifture, it produces diary and putrid Fevers. Agues are 


- endemic in the Fens of Cambridgefbire, the Hundreds of Effex, 


and in fome Parts of Kent, on account of the Vapours, which 


‘weaken the Fibres of the Body, and obftruct the Pores of the 


Skin; befides a cold and moift Conftitution of the Air produces 


Coughs, Catarrhs, Pleurifies, rheumatic Pains, as alfo Agues 


and Fevers of the like Kind. . 

Heetic and confumptive People are in great Danger in very 
hot and in very cold Weather. When the Paflages through the 
Pores of the Skin are ftopt by Cold, the Patient is apt to fall into 
a Loofenefs, otherwife the Legs commonly fwell, and afthmatic 
Symptoms increafe. : | 

The Lofs which we fuftain daily, makes it neceffary that it 
fhould be repaired by Subftances analagous to thofe of our Body, 
fuch as Aliment and Drink, the Stimulus to which is Hunger and 
Thirft ; wherefore it is neceflary to know in general their Kinds 


. and principal Qualities, in order to make a proper Choice. 


Solid Aliments are taken from Seeds, Fruits, Leaves, Stalks, 
and Roots; of all which Seeds are the moft laboured, contain- 
ing a mealy and milky Subftance, from whence a foft Oil may 
be drawn, friendly to human Bodies. ; 

The principal and moft general Aliment is Bread, which is 
made of Wheat, Rye, Barley, or Turky Corn. ‘That of Wheat 
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is moft nourifhing. Barley is dry, and Ryeis laxative. The Crutt 
js moft eafy of Digeftion ; the Crumb is more oily and heavy. 

The other farinaceous Subftances are Beans, Peafe, and Len- 
tils, which nourifh much, but are heavy, windy, and vifcous, 
and confequently, by conftant Ufe, are apt to caufe Obftructions. 

Rice, Barley, and Oats, properly prepared, are moiftening, 

emollient, and reftorative. Nuts, Almonds, and Chefnuts, are 
full of a nourifhing Oil, but cf hard Digeftion. _ 
- Fruits which are pulpous and tart, abound with Water, and 
‘are refrefhing, moiftening, and fedative, appeafing the too rapid 
Motion of the Blood, quenching Thirft, and digefting eafily 5 
fuch as Strawberries, Goofeberries, Currants, Apricots, and 
Figs; as alfo Peaches, Pears, and Apples. “Thefe fhould be 
eaten ripe, and in a fmall Quantity; but they are windy, and 
therefore are beft boiled, or baked, and made into Sweatmeats. 

Pot-herbs and Roots are lefs nourifhing than the mealy Sub- 
ftances.  Lettuce,, Succory,, Sorrel, Purflain, refrefh, moiften, 
loofen the Belly, and appeafe the Orgafm of Blood. Artichokes, 
Cellery, Creffes, Afparagus, Parfley, are a little heating. “Trru- 
fles, Champignions, Garlic, Shallots, Pepper, Cloves, Nutmegs, 
‘Muttard, &c. heat very much. 

Animals are, terreftrial, volatile, aquatic, or amphibious. 

Thefe differ greatly with regard to their Kind, Age, Manner 

of living, and Subftance. | ACTA | 

( Fi/b ngurith the leaft of all Animals, becaufe they abound with “= 
Phlegm.) Young Animals have a Plenty of a foft and nourifh- “=~¥ 
ing Juice, but that of the older is more nourifhing. The Juices 
of the old are fpirituous, gelatinous, and agreeable to the Tafte; 
but the Flefh is hard and difficult of Digeition. : 

Wild Animals are more light and digeftible than the tame. : 
Their white Parts contain a very fucculent Subftance of tender e 
Fibres, and yield a foft Aliment, and are eafy of Digeftion. 

Liquid Aliments are Milk, Eges, Chocolate, Soops, and Broths. 

Milk is properly nothing but Chyle, and confequently does 
not need any, great Preparation in the Stomach. It is a good 
Aliment for. weak Perfons whofe Stomachs are languid, and for 
Children. . 

New-laid Eggs yield very good Nourifhment, are eafy of Di- 
geftion, and agree with Perfons of an exhaufted Body, and thofe 
that are in Years. ...., : 

_. Chocolate is a very agreeable Liquor, and nourifhing ; ftrength- 
ens the Stomach, reftores the Body, helps Digeition, and fof- 
tens {harp Humours. It is proper for Perfons of .weak Stomachs, 
_ Drinks reftore the fluid Parts of the Body; they are a Vehicle 
- for other Aliments, and render Digeftion ecaly. , Water is the 

principal, moft falutary, and moft neceflary for Life, of "ae 
Ole weeds 
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foft Water is the beft, fuch as Jathers readily with Soap. It is 
the greateft Diffolvent that we know. Water alone has cured 
many Indifpofitions, but too much relaxes and weakens the So- 
lids, and caufes many Infirmities. . 

Wine taken too freely is prejudicial to Health ; but mode- 
rately, ftrengthens the Solids, and facilitates Digeftion ; its Ex- 
cefs, as well as of all other fpirituous Liquors, hardens the Fi- 
bres, affects the Nerves, diminifhes the Secretions, deftroys the 
Appetite, and induces chronical Difeafes. 

hat Malt Liquor is accounted beft that is fpecifically lighteft, 
and not faturated with too grofs a Subftance, for then it does not 
offend the Stomach, but paffes readily through the Emun@ories 
of the Body, and particularly by Urine. The beft Kind of Beer 
does not render the Head heavy, nor grow four upon the Sto- 
mach, nor inflate the Hypochondria.

All thick, muddy, heavy, ftale Beer, not fufficiently boiled, 
offends the Head, generates Wind, Obftructions, the Strangury, 
Afthma, and the Cholic. | 3 

Tea promotes Perfpiration, ftrengthens and clears the Stomach, 


- and helps Digeftion. 
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Coffee is taken in the Morning, to allay the Fumes of Wine, 
and after Dinner to haften Digeftion. Moderately ufed, it fub- 
tilizes the Humours, but agitates the Blood, caufes Watching, 
and promotes Haemorrhages, = , 


Broth or Soup abounds with a foft, moiftening, and nourifhing 
Jelly, whence it is a good. Reftorative. Meat that is roafted 


‘contains an excellent nourifhing Juice, the moift Parts being 


diffipated by the Fire. 

Things that are fried, are only proper for ftrong Stomachs. 

Spice, Vinegar, &c. in a fmall Quantity may correct the 
Faults of the Aliment, but are pernicious when ufed to create 
an Appetite; whence your made Difhes are commonly bad. 
The Appetite, excited by the Quality and Diverfity of the Vi- 
ands, provokes Perfons to’eat more than they ought; which 
caufes Indigeftions, frequent Indifpofitions, and fometimes dan- 

erous Difeafes. Therefore the Skill of the Cooks of thefe 
Times contributes greatly to fhorten their Mafters Lives. 

The Method of preferving Health is to live upon plain fimple 
Aliment, lightly feafoned, and in a Quantity agreeable to the 
Age, Strength of the Stomach, Seafon of the Year, Sex, Con- 
ftitution, and chiefly to what Nature has found by Experience | 
to digeft well. It is as great a Fault to take too much as too 
little. Perfeét Digeftion is the beft Rule for regulating a Meal, 
efpecially if the Perfon is more brifk and lively, after a Repaft 
than before. may a We 
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We have Examples of many Perfons, who by their Tempe- 
rance have lived to a very advanced Age; wherefore thofe that 
are fond of Life and Health fhould imitate their Regimen. Ex- 
cefles in Eating and Drinking are extremely pernicious. | 
Perfons of a delicate Conftitution, or who are juft recovered 
from a Difeafe, flaould ufe foft light Aliments, agreeable to the 
Stomach, for they make the beft Chyle. 
* — Acrid, tenacious, vifcous Aliment, Pies of all Kinds, Things 
that are fat, and of a blackifh Subftance, are generally unfit for 
Chylification, or render the Chyle bad. A 
Strong, robuft, young Perfons, whe ufe much Exercife, ought 
to eat more than others ; and may be more free with the grofler 


Kinds of Aliment. For their Stomachs being ftrong, the lighter 


Foods would digeft too eafily, and be diffipated too foon. 

Children, whofe Stomachs are weak and Veflels fine, ought to 
ufe a light, flender, thin, foft Aliment, eafy of Digeftion. .Where- 
fore Infants fhould be fed with fluid Milk, to avoid caufing Ob- 
ftruétions in their fine and delicate Veffels. Confequently the 
Milk of a Nurfe newly brought to Bed is more agreeable to 
Infants, than that of one who has been delivered five or fix 
“Months, and whofe Milk begins to have too great a Confiftence. 
Nurfes fhould obferve an exact Regirnen, and: fhun all Sorts of 
violent Paffions ; for they difturb Digeftion, and communicate 
their bad Effects to Children. When Infants are weaned, they 
fhould not. be accuftomed to fpirituous Liquors and ftrong Food, 
‘efpecially the falt and fmoke-dried, which are hard of Digef- 
tion, and yield bad Nourifhment. The beft Method is to 
eat little at a Time, and often. 

In old Age the Fluids are more thick, the Secretions flow, and 
the Solids more ftiff than in Youth; wherefore they require lefs 
Food, and of a more foft, nourifhing, moiftening Kind, eafy of Di- 
geftion, and not too much ata Time; efpecial y in the Evening. 

At all Times of Life, but efpecially in old Age, the conftant 
and immoderate Ufe of Salt and fmoke-dried Meat, acid and 
aromatic Vegetables, as well as fpirituous Liquors, tend to 
harden and to ftiffen the Parts of the Body, inftead of affording 
good Nourifhment. Befides, the Digeftion of thefe Aliments is 

_ difficult, and they render the Blood fo acrid, as to hurt the capil- 
dary Veffels. : 
dsteaves, (ai acquired Habit is hard to be left off, and we find 
_ many Perfons enjoy a good State of Health when their Meat and 
Drink are very indifferent, becaufe they are become cuftomary, 
and they are apt to fall fick when they attempt to change their 
Manner of Life; for Cuftom is a fecond Nature. ( All great 
Changes ought to be brought about infenfibly. j 
‘ Vou, i. k For 
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For this Reafon it is not good to contract a Habit of any Kind ; 


on thecontrary,Perfons of good Conftitutions fhould live in a va- 


rious Manner, and refufe no Kind of Aliment ; fhould fometimes 
be in Town, and fometimes in the Country; fhould ufe much 


_ Exercife, and may even now and then exceed the exa& Bounds 


of Moderation, and fometimes omit a Meal. 

Hunger fhews the beft Time of Eating, but Cuftom confines _ 
us to certain Hours. Perfons who find no Inconvenience from | 
dining and fupping every Day, need not change their Manner of 
Life. In Youth, wherein there is a great Diffipation, and in Age 


where Strength is wanting, and when much is not eaten ata — 


Time, fomething taken between Meals is not amifs. However, 
it is neceflary to obferve, that when the Stomach is bad, Perfons 
fhould not begin to eat again till the laft Meal is digefted. . 

When a Perfon is greatly fatigued, and his Spirits diffipated, 
it will be neceflary to reft before eating. In Cafes of Diftrefs and 
Sorrow the Aliment fhould be very light, and in {mall Quantity, — 
becaufe the Stomach is weak at thofe Times. 

In. the Summer, when the Spirits and fluid Parts are apt to 
evaporate, the Aliment fhould be light, moift, fluid, and eafy of 
Digeftion, to repair the Lofs with greater Speed; whereas in | 
Winter the Stomach “will admit of grofler Food. | 

As Digeftion depends in Part on the due Preparation of the — 
Aliments, it is neceflary to chew them well, efpecially if they 
are hard, that they may be more intimately mixed with the Sa- 


. iva. For thofe who eat in a Hurry, without much chewing, 


& 


are yery fubject to Indigeftions. For this Reafon Infants fhould 
have little folid Aliment, alfo old Perfons, and thofe who have . 
loft their Teeth ; for Maftication is of excellent Ufe to promote 
Digeftion ; and lightFood is beft for thofe who cannot perform it. _ 

It ts not pofliblé for Perfons to preferve their Health, who do 
not go. to fleep in a regular Manner ; for Sleep repairs the Spirits, 
which are diffipated by watching ; and. confequently it reftores 
the Strength of thofe who are weak, indifpofed, or labour much; _ 
it likewife promotes Perfpiration, contributes greatly to Digef~ 
tion, and more to Nutrition. . 

The Night, when all Nature is in a profound Tranquillity, is _— 
the moft proper Time for Sleep; for the Vigour of the Body and — 
Mind are better reftored in the Night than in the Day. On the. 
contrary, noéturnal Labour and Lucubrations impair the Health. 

A found undifturbed Sleep is much the beft. Unquiet inter- 
rupted Sleep contributes little to reftore the Strength, and hin- 


. ders Perfpiration and Digeftion. 


Exercife and Cuftom ought to regulate the Duration of Sleep, 
fix or feven Hours at a Time is generally thought to be fufficient 5 
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for too much Sleep makes a Perfon fluegifh, heavy, dulls the * 


Faculties, and renders them unfit for Bufinefs. 
Immoderate Watching is as prejudicial to Health, as Sleep i 
beneficial. It may occafion great Difondets in the animal Oeco- 
nomy by wafting the Spirits and fluid Parts of the Blood.’ The 
beft Place for Sleep is in a dry fpacious Room, where the Air is 
good ; for clofe, little moift Places, too much heated, are bad. 
‘The beft Pofture is to lie on the Right-Side at Night, and on the 
Left in the Morning, with the Head raifed, and the Body bent: 
Motion and Ref contribute no lefs to Health than Sleep. Mos 
tion or Exercife increafes the Circulation of the Blood, attenuates 
and divides the Fluids, and promotes a regular Perfpiration, as 
well as a due Secretion of all the Humours ; for it accelerates 
the animal Spirits, and facilitates their Diftribution into all the 
Fibres of the Body, which ftrengthens the Parts, creates an 
Appetite, and. helps Digeftion. Whence it happens, that thofe 
who accuftom themfelves to Exercife are generally very robuft, 
and feldom fubjeét to Difeafes. But immoderate Exercife dif 
fipates the Spirits, weakens the Body, deftroys the Elafticity 
of the Fibres, and exhaufts the fluid Parts of the Blood. 
Exercife may. be faid to be either Active or Paffive; the Active 
is Walking, Hunting, Dancing, Playing at Bowls, and the like 
‘as alfo Speaking, and other Labour of the Body and Mind. The 
Paffive is riding in a Cart, Coach, on Horfeback, or in any 
other Manner. Exercife may be continued to a Beginning of 
Wearinefs, and ought to be ufed before Dinner, in a pure light 
Air, For this Reafon Journeys, and going into the Country, 
contribute greatly to preferve. and re-eftablifh Health. 
Moderate Reft, in Proportion to the Exercife, is likewile fa 
‘lutary; but a fedentary, idle Life brings on many Indifpofitions. 
Excretions, 1 mean thofe which evacuate fuperfuous and he- 
terogeneous Humours, purify the Mafs of Blood. The Hu- 
mours which are generated in the Blood, are excreted by the 
Glands, and replaced by a fufficient Quantity of Aliment. This, 
in Adults, keeps the Body of an equal Weight, and confequent- 
dy preferves Life and Health. Therefore the Secretions fhould 
neither be difturbed nor diminifhed, fupprefied nor increafed. But 
thefe have been particularly mentioned elfewhere; I fhall only 
obferve, that Per/piration may be promoted by dry Fritions, 


with a coarfe Linen Cloth, or a Fleth-Brufh, and by cleaning — 


the Skin, from Time to Time, by warm Baths, wafhing the 
Hands, Feet, Head, and other Parts, which perfpire much. 

It is well known that Cold ftops the Pores, and diminifhes both 
Sweat and Perfpiration. To fhun this Inconvenience it will be nes 
ceflary to put on Winter say, pretty early, and to leave them 
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* off late, and not to pafs too fuddenly from hot into a cold Air, 
and to avoid drinking any thing cold when the Body is hot, or 

«awhen a Perfon has been {peaking publickly for fome Time. 
The Paffions and Affections of the Adind produce very fenfible Ef- 
fe&s ; “foy, Anger, and Fear, are the principal. In the firft the 
Spirits are hurried with too great Vivacity, and in Fear or Dread 
they are, as it were, curbed and concentrated. . Whence we may 
conclude, that they have bad Effe&t upon Health ; and therefore 
it will be beft to keep them within Bounds as much as poffible, 

and to preferve an inward Serenity, Calmnefs, and ‘Tranquillity. 
® Continual Sorrow and Anguifh of Mind render the Fluids of the 
Body thick, and generate vifcid and acid Crudities in the Stomach, 

and at length render the Blood unapt for a due Circulation 5 
whence proceed Obftructions of the Vi/cera, and many chronical 
Diforders. Anger conftringes the bilious Veffels in particular, 
and caufes too great an Evacuation of the Bile; produces Stric- — 
tures in the Stomach and Duodenum, whence the bilious Humours 
are amafled and corrupted, laying a Foundation for vomiting, 
bilious Fevers, and Cardialgie. Paffions of the Mind in general 
chiefly affe&t the Stomach, invert its Motion, hinder Digeftion 
and Chylification, whence many Crudities arife, fruitful of va- 
rious Difeafes; and it is very dangerous after violent Commo- 
tions of the Mind, to fit down to a Meal, or during that ‘Time 

» «to be greatly affected with any Accident that may happen. 
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ey pHat ofcillatory Motion, or Beating of the Arteries, which 
we commonly call the Pulfe, is occafioned by the Blood’s 
‘being firft thrown into them by a'quick, ftrong effort of the left 
Ventricle of the Heart, and then moving on from larger into more 
contracted Veflels, whereby the Refiftance is more and more in- 
creafed, till in their capillary Terminations it becomes greateft of _ 
vt atl. In Confequence of this Refiftance, the Arteries are diftended, 
® and this Diftenfion, or Diaftole, as foon as the diftending Caufe 
ceafes, that is, when the Flux of Blood into them is fufpended, 
muft be fucceeded by a Contraction, or Syftole, becaufe the Ar- 
teries, chiefly through their Elafticity, but partly by their muf- 
cular Contraction, reftore themfelves ; whereby the Blood is urged . 
into the venous Syftem, the femilunar Valves at the Mouth of 
«¢ the Aorta hindering its Reflux into the Heart. __

Pulfe in both Arms is not alike, which is very common in a Fe- 
miplexy.) (Add to thefe, a convulfive Pulfe, which does not pro- 
ceed from the Blood, but from the State of the Artery, and is 
known by a tremulous fubfultory Motion, and the Artery feems 
to be drawn upwards; this, in acute Fevers, is a Sign of Death, 
and is properly faid to be the Pulfe of dying Perfons, which is 
likewife generally wnegual and intermitting. whe 
A great Pulfe fhews a more copious Afflux of Blood to the Heart, 
and from thence into the Arteries.

In Children the Pulfe is 
quick and foft. In Adults greater and more violent. In the old 
it is commonly great, hard, and flow. Labour, Motion, and 
Exercife of the Body increafe the Circulation of the Blood, the 
Excretions, and particularly Perfpiration ; Re/? renders the Cir- 
culation flow and weak ; intenfe fpeaking increafes the Circula-" 
tion, and confequently renders the Pullfe large and quick. In 
Watching the Pulfe is more evident, in S/eep more flow and lan- 
guid. After drinking hot Things, fuch as Coffee and Tea, or hot 
Bath Waters, as well as after Meals, the Pulfe vibrates more 
quick.

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With regard to the Air, when after the Predominancy of alW¥eff 
or South Wind, it becomes North or Laft, the Pulfe is ftronger 
and larger; and when the Quickfilver rifes in the Barometer. 
But when the /tmofphere is denfe, humid, rainy, with a long 
South Wind ; as alfo, when the Life is fedentary, the Sleep long, and 


the Seafon autumnal, the Pulfe is languid and fmall, and the Per- 
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fpiration decreafed. In AZay it is great, and fometimes violent 5 
in the Middle of the Summer quick, but weak; in the 4utumn 
flow, foft, and weak; in the Winter hard and great. | 

A draftic Purge, and an Emetic render the Pulfe hard, quick, 
and weak, with Lofs of Strength; Chalybeates and the Bark 
render it great and robuft, and the Complexion lively. Volatiles 
amplify and increafe the Pulfe. Acid and nitrous Remedies refrige- 
rate the Body, and appeafe the Pulfe. Opsates, and the like, ren- _ 
der it {mall and weak, and decreafe the Elafticity of the Solids, 
whereas Things abounding with a friendly Sulphur, increafe the 
Pulfe and abe Strength; but Poz/ons render it fmall, contracted, 
and hard. | When the Quantity of the Blood is too great, bleed- 
jng raifes the Pulfe; which is alfo rendered violent by Baths, 
efpecially if they are too hot, whence a Palpitation of the Heart, 
and a Pain in the Head. Likewife Pediluvia ufed at Bed-time, 
increafes the Motion of the Blood and Arteries. 

An intermitting Pulfe, is, for the moft Part, full of Danger, and 
often fatal, though fometimes it happens otherwife, efpecially in 
_byfteric Cafes, and the Colic; fometimes it proceeds from /orms, 

or a Palypus in the Heart. Sometimes it attends /corbutical Cafes, 
without any great Inconvenience, and young Women whofe 
Menfes are irregular, 
Though in all Fevers there is a frequent Pulfe, yet it is not always 
a Sign of a Fever; for in Children and bilious Conftitutions it is 
moftly fo, as alfo after Bathing and Sudorifics, and in Paffions of the 
Mind; likewife after an Epilep fy and Drunkenne/s, the Pulfeis always 
more frequent, even without aF ever. Therefore Enquiry fhould ever 
be made, whether the Frequency of the Pulfe arifes from any exter- 
nal Caufe, and whether there are any other eflential Signs of a Fe- 
ver, as Horror, and a Refrigeration of the Extremities? But, which 
is feldom taken notice of,{the Pulfe is not guwick in all Fevers, 
but more renitent and hard than the natural; and there are few 
Fevers in which the Pulfe is not harder than common, malig- 
nant {weating Fevers excepted, fuch, as the Sweating Sicknefs, 
wherein it is xndulous, with the greateft Lofs of Strength. Fe- 
vers in genera] are attended with an uwaiverfal Spafm of the ner- 
vous and vafcular Syftem, including the Tunics of the arterzal 
Veffels, which confift. of nervous and mufcular Fibres.) ‘This 
Spaftic Stridiure of the Fibres, contracting the capillary Veflels, 
| rendes3 
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renders the Pulfe more quick, and heats the Blood by Attrition» 
whence proceeds a Heat of the Body. 

_ In the Beginning of a continual Fever, or Fit of an Intermittent, 
the Pulfe is generally tenfe, fmall, and frequent, which increafes 
in Proportion as it proceeds to the State, when it is ftrong and 


violent ;\ but in the Decline the Tenfion and Quicknefs remit, — 
and Per/piration and Sweat begin to fucceed. ( {f, on the critical » 


Days, that is, on the 7th, oth and rrth, the Pulfe is fmall and 
quick, with Horror and Coldnefs of the Extremities, or quick 
and violent, with a thick, watry, and thin Urine, it fhews the 
Spa/ms of the Extremities are increafed, and the Blood forced 


with Impetuofity to the Head, whence a fatal Phrenfy. The 


worft Pulfe is little, frequent and weak, as it fhews the greateft 
Lofs of Strength, and that the internal Infammation is tending 
to a Mortification, and, if it is unequal and intermitting withal 
it fhews commonly that Death is at hand. 

in the Beginning of a Quartan the Pulle is fmall, hard, fre- 
quent and unequal: In the State of a tertian and burning Fever, 
violent. In a continual Fever it is great and quick, and indicates 
_ bleeding. Before the Eruption of the Small-pox and its fecondary 
Fever, and in the Adcafles, it is quick, which feems to mend till 
the Time of Suppuration. In malignant and /potted Fevers it is 
fmall, weak, and contraéted, with great Lofs of Strength; but

becoming foft and undulous, with a copious Sweat, and feem- — 


ingly good Urine, without a Remiffion of the Symptoms, por- 
tends Death. In inflammatory Fevers with Pain, it is hard, and 
frequent, and fometimes great. In catarrhal and flow Fevers 
the Pulfe increafes in the Evening, and becomes more quick. 

In Madnefs, Phrenfy, and Melancholy, it varies greatly, and is 
quick, flow, languid, robuft, or unequal; but the Pulfe in the 
Head generally beats ftrongly, with a diftenfive and lancinating 
Pain. In an Epilep/y, Apoplexy, and Hemiplexy, it is hard, and 
frequent, and fometimes large; but, if in the Pal/y, Lethargy, 
Coma, and Difpofition to the Syzcope, it is foft, rare, and languid, 
and at laft becomes fo flender as to be hardly perceived, with a 
cold Sweat, it is fatal. When the Pulfe is quick, languid, and 
unequal, as alfo intermittent, it fhews a Palpitation of the Heart, 
and a convulfive Afthma. ~ 

Before a Hemorrhage the Pulfe is quick, fmall, and fomewhat 
hard, but when that breaks out, the Quicknefs and Largenefs are 
_ increafed. Spa/modic, bypochondriac, and hyfteric Affections,Colsc, and 
Gravel Pains, Pains in the Head and external Parts, have a quick 
hard Pulfe, which, when it begins to grow foft and large, fhews 
the Spafms are a little appeafed, and the Motion of the Blood be- 
come natural. In a Dyfentery the Pulfe is generally frequent and 

, i ay flow ; 
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flow ; if, with a Fever, it is large. { In the Lues Venerea, Scurvy, 


«» Cachexy, and Drop/y, the Pulfe is languid and weak.’ 


That excellent Phyfician Celfus, calls the Pulfe res fallaciffima ; 
and from all that has been faid above it may be obferved, that the 
fureft Conclufions are, for the moft Part, to be drawn from the 
Pulfe, not confidered abfolutely, but relatively ; that is from a 
morbid Pulfe compared with itfelf in a found State, or with itfelf 
at different Times in the fame Difeafe ; the Phyfician ought ever 
to make Allowance for Diverfity of Circumftances ; and not lofe 
Sight altogether of other Signs about the Patient, befides the Pulfe. 

J ought not to quit this Subject, without giving fome Account 
of a very confiderable Improvement and Enlargement of the 
Doétrine of Pulfes made not many Years fince by Francis Solano, 
an eminent Phyfician of Antiqguera in Spain, publifhed in a Work 
of his, entitled, Lapis Lydius Apollonis. His Difcoveries are 
chiefly thefe : een 

1. The double ftriking, or rebounding Pulfe, often prefages 
critical Hemorrhages by the Nofe in acute Difeafes, and that fuch 
Difcharges are the fooner to be expected, the oftener the double 
Stroke recurs, and that the Effufion of Blood will be the. greater, 
the more the Vigour of the fecond Beat of the double Pulfe ex- 
ceeds that of the firft. 

2. That the intermitting Pulfe, in like Manner, forefhews a 
critical Diarrhoea, which will be the more copious the greater and 
more frequent the Intermiffion is. | 

3. That the Pulfe which he calls Pul/us inciduus, and explains 
to be an unequally rifing Pulfe, portends critical Sweats. In this - 
Kind of Pulfe, there are fometimes two, fometimes» three, and 
fometimes four Strokes, joined together. Its Peculiarity is, that 
every fucceeding Stroke rifes above that immediately preceding, 
both in Strength and Fulnefs: So that, if there be four fuch 
joined together, the fecond rifes above the firft, the third above 
the fecond, and the fourth above the third. The critical Sweats 


_ always come on the more plentifully, the greater Number of fuch 


Strokes is joined together, and the moré each following Stroke 


. exceeds that immediately preceding in Strength and Fulnefs..

Dr. Solana adds, that he always finds this Species of Pulfe ta 
be foft, except in one Inftance, in which it being hard, he taking

-eated a critical Jaundice, which came on as he had foretold. 


_ Repeated Obfervation and Experience here in England, as 
well as -in other Countries, have abundantly confirmed the 
Truth of thefe. Difcoveries concerning Prognoftics from ‘the 
Pulfe, and they.are accordingly to be regarded as a moft noble, 
Addition to the general Doctrine of Signs in acute Difeafes. 
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"THE Harmony and Sympathy of the nervous Parts, is of very ® 

great Ufe in Phyfic, for without an accurate Knowledge of 
thefe, many Symptoms of Difeafes can fcarcely be explained, 
though it has not hitherto been fufficiently attended to. 

It is to be obferved, that the nervofo-membranaceous Parts are 
firft the Membranes of the Brain and fpinal Marrow, then the 
nervous Membranes, which inveft the Organs of the Senfes; the 
Eyes, Ears, Noftrils, Mouth, and Fauces; add to thefe, thofe 
which cover the Bones, Head, Teeth, Joints, and Mufcles. Like- 
wife the Ozfophagus, Stomach, and the whole Volume of the 
Inteftines, which is entirely nervous and membranaceous, 

The fame Confent obtains alfo in the whole Syitem of the d/~ 
lious and urinary Duéts, the Bladder, Glands, and Skin, which 
laft is a Web of tendinous and nervous Fibres. In all thefe Parts . 
there is a wonderful Conneétion, Confent, Sympathy, and Com- | 
munication of Motions as well as Hurts, when they are affected | 
by any violent Caufe; all which is by the Intermediation of the |/ 
Nerves. wi? 

When the Nerves are molefted, there arifes a Senfe of Pain, - 
with a Stri@ture of the adjacent Parts, e{pecially of the Veflels ; 
whence the Motions of the Blood and Humours become irregular. 

The irregular Motions of the Mind act directly on the nervous 
Parts, and produce great Difturbance in the whole Oeconomy of 
the vital and animal Motions, fuch as a violent StriCture and Con- 
traction of the Parts, and again Refolution and Relaxation ; to re- 
medy which, Emollients, Lenients, and Sedatives are neceflary. 

A grievous Concuffion of the Brain, without hurting the Tex- » 
ture of the Parts, will caufe an Abolition of the Senfes, a Falling, 

a Naufea, Vomiting, and Convulfions. Sailing in a Ship, or turne 
ing round fwiftly, will produce a Vertigo, Nausea, enormous V omite 
ing, with great Anxiety, Palenefs, Languor, Lofs of Appetite, Sc. 

Thefe Symptoms may be produced by an exceeding {mall 
Portion of Matter. For the Smoke of Tobacco in Beginners will 
 eaufe great Anxieties, with cold Sweats, Palerfefs, Vomiting, and ,, 

Naufea’s. The Effuvia of Mufk, and the like, will produce in @ 
fome a Syncope and Oppreffions of thé Breaft, which is cured by 
applying fetid Things to the Nofe,) Cauftic poifonous Matter, ‘s* 
conveyed to the nervous Pubrilla of the wounded Skin, by the 
Bite of a Viper, Scorpion, mad Dog, or by an Inftrument moiitened 
with the Juice of white Hellebore, Oil of Tobacco, or an arfenical 
Liniment, will throw the nervous Syftem into Commotions. and 
fpaftic StriQures. Hence a Feyer, Syncope, cold Sweat, Palenefs,

* . Solid, rigid Bodies @lfo} produce in the Nerves grievous Symp- 
toms: Thus a Needle, or Lancet, hurting a Tendon, produces a 
hard ‘Tumor, an Inflammation with Shivering, a Fever, and 
Watching, and at length a Mortification and Death ; the cer- 
tain Remedies for which are Amollients. ‘The cutting of Corns, 
when Perfons are old and fcorbutic, is often attended with ter- 
rible Confequences. A Thorn under the Nail will produce Pain, 
Tumor, Rednefs, a Pulfation of the Part, and a Fever. The 
Caufes of a Mortification in extreme old Age, and’a {corbutic 
Body, confift not only in the wounding the Nerves, but in the 
Conftriftion of the nervous Membranes, whence’a Stagnation of 
the Blood, and fphacelous Corruption. » ‘99 
The Sting of a Wafp, in fome membraneous Part, will fome- 
times produce terrible Symptoms, as will Hurts in the inward 
ey Parts, by the {wallowing of a Needle, and the like. | 
5 But(the Stomach has the moft intimate Sympathy with all the 
reft of the Parts; for, let the Nerves be hurt where they will, the 
Stomach always fuffers. Even a {trong Blow on the Pit of the 
Stomach has been fatal. Nothing makes this more evident than 
the taking Arfente and corrofive Preparations of Mercury and An- 
timony ; Cicuta Aquatica, and Fungi of various Kinds, as alfo 
draftic Purges, which alone caufe the ftrongeft {paftic Contra@i- 
ons of the whole nervous Syftem. Hence a Cardialgia; reaching 
to vomit, Hiccup, Anxiety of the Pracordia, Difficulty of Breath- 
ing, Conftriction of the Diaphragm, Drynefs of the Tongue and 
Fauces, unquenchable Thirft, Coftivenefs, Retention of Wind, 
Griping, Loofenefs, a perpetual Stimu/us to Urine, Coldnefs. of 
the Extremities, cold Sweats, an hippocraticCountenance, a trem- 
bling of theLimbs, an intermittingPulfe, aDelirium,Fainting,Con- 
vulfions, an Epilepfy; which are the general Symptoms of Poi- 
fon, and arife from the Erofion of the Coats of the Stomach. 
‘This is confirmed by the Symptoms of hypachondriac and hyfteric 
Perfons. For, if the Stomach is diftended with Wind, and its 
Orifices contraéted by a Spafm, the Nerves are vellicated or 
drawn, and there is a Tenfion in various Parts. The Nerves of 
the Lungs being thus affected, produce the higheft conftrictive 
Anxieties ; Tremblings and Palpitations of the Heart, a frequent, 
hard, and contracted Pulfe. If in the Nerves of the Necé, there is 
a dificult Swallowing, and the Aliment regurgitates. If thofe of 
», the Head, there is a Vertigo, and a Scotemia, a Pain in the Head, 
: a Senfe 
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a Senfe of Coldriefs, anxious Thoughts, a Hemictania, Fear,Ter- » 
ror, and Defpair.. Likewife becaufe the Plexus of the mefenteric 
and intercoftal Nerves.may be drawn into Confent, there are 
Pains of the Back, Gripes, a copious Flux of the Hamorrhoids, - 
Pain of the)Joints, aqueous Urine, Coftivenefs, or a Diarrhea, 
as well.as Coldnefs of the Extremities ; all which may be alle- 
viated, if the Stomach and Inteftines are cleared from Wind, and 
the Spafms appeafed by Clyfters, Baths, and Antifpafmodics, and 
the acid, vifcid, and bilious Col/wuzes carried off by gentle Laxa- 
tives, joined with bitter Balfamics. vig 
This Confent of the Stomach, with the nervous Parts, may be * 
likewife proved from the Paroxyfms of intermitting Fevers, for 
they begin with Spafms in the prime Vie, which being propaga- 
ed, occafion all the Symptoms. It is not uncommon for Sadnefs 
and Melancholy to render a Perfon hypochondriac, the Seat of which 
is chiefly in the Stomach ; likewife dager will produce a Cardi- 
algia, a Propenfity to vomit; a /frong Defire of returning to one’s 
own Country has been obferved to hurt the Caufes of Digeftion, 
produce a Cardialgia with Languor, whence the whole Body was - 
emaciated. In a Vertigo, proceeding fromthe Confent of Parts, 
if a Perfon is fafting, it may be mutigated by Eating, and cured by 
~~ cleanfing the Prime Vie, and taking Stomachics. | If the Sto- 
| mach is well, the whole Body is light, and the Sleep fweet; but, 
if it be loaded with incongruous Aliment at Night, the Sleep is 
| little and difturbed. Pains in the Head produce Wind and Lofs of 
' Appetite; a Fit of an Apoplexy caufes Vomiting, as well as 
| Wounds in the Head. Difficult Dentition caufes Fevers, Afth- 
_ mas, Epilepfies, and other Symptoms. If you irritate the Oc/opha- 
| gus with a Feather, it caufes Vomiting; and the Heart-burn will 
bring Water into the Mouth. Likewife Vomiting is a common 
_ Attendant on the Colic. The Diaphragm and Lungs thus af- 

_ fected, produce Hiccups and the hooping Cough ; and Pains from, . 
~;the Gravel, caufe Vomiting.) The Stomach likewife correfponds + 
with the Feet, whence the Epi/ep/y fometimes begins in the great

Be a it isa FF EvER; becaufe it difturbs the whole 
ee Mo nervous Syfiem, and perverts all the Fundctions of 
ps I x “ae the Body; infomuch, that the Motion of ‘the 
ve Sos eeealts Bape and Solids ceafe to be equal and 
te ge 4, % 2+ juft, the Circulation of the Blood and other 
MEOEER Fluids to be free and natural, and the falutary 
Secretions and Excretions to be regular; even the Mind itfelf, 
~ when ruffled by the febrile Onfet, is affe&ted with a Delirium. 
Befides, this Difeafe attacks all Mankind, of whatever Con- 
ftitution, Sex, or Age, in all Climates, let their Diet and Way of 
Living be what they will. Sometimes it is epidemsc, and feizes 
many at-a Time, creating great Trouble and Labour to the Sons 
of #fculapius. Nor is it always a primary Difeafe, entering the 
Lifts fingly, but is often the Symptom of other Maladies, as a 
Cachexy, Scurvy, Phthifis, Lues Venerea, Dropfy, and renders 
_ them more cruel and dangerous. 


However{ it is not always pernicious to the Human Race, but ° 


fometimes vanquifhes its own Caufe, and fupervening to other 
Difeafes, expels them out of the Body: Thus, Palfies, Epilepfies, 


Convulfions, fpafmodic and hypochondriac Affections have been | 
cured by Fevers. And many Valetudinarians have, by a Fever, / 


been reftored to a healthful and vigorous Conftitution. 


But medicinal Writers have given fuch various and inconfiftent 


_ Definitions of a-Fever, that it is no eafy Tafk to determine by 
what Laws thefe feemingly contrary Effects are brought about:

The formal or fundamental Caufe of a Fever, confifts in the 
Spafmodic Affection of the whole nervous and fibrous Genus, 
This plainly appears from the ufual Paffons and Phenomena 
of a Fever, wiz. a Pain in the Back, more particularly 
about the Loins, a Coldnefs, efpecially of the extreme 
Parts; a Shivering, Shaking, Trembling, a livid Colour of 
the Nails, a Subfidence of the Veflels of the Hands and 


Feet, a fhrunk, dry Skin, a Yawning, a Stretching, a pale, 


livid Countenance, ‘a trembling and palpitating Motion of the 
Heart, an Anxiety of the Precordia, difficult Breathing,* In- 
quietude, Reftleffnefs, a Senfation of an Ebullition of the Bloo 
about the Heart, a contracted, weak, fmall Pulfe, a Naujfea and 
an Inclination to vomit, a Suppreffion of Perfpiration, Coftive- 
nefs, with thin, watry Urine, 


Fence it naturally follows, that whatever has a Power to irri- 


tate and follicit the nervous and vafcular Syftem to Spafms, Jis- 


moft likely to generate a Fever. To this Clafs belong violent 


_ Peffions of the Mind, efpecially Terror and Anger; a poifonous, 


fubtle, cauftic Matter, either bred within the Body, or received 
by Infe&tion ; a Stoppage of Perfpiration; a Suppreffion of cri- 
tical Sweats; Eruptions driven back 3 an Abundance of puru- 
lent ulcerous Matter adhering to various Parts ; Aliments over 
and above acrid and fharp; corrupt and bilious Crudities lodged 


in the Prime Vie; exceffive Watching; a violent Pain and 


‘Fenfion, of the nervous Parts; Inflammations, Tumours and 


Abjcefles ; hurting the nervous Parts by fharp Inftruments, acrid — 


and corrofive Drugs; Cold Baths, and, on the contrary, thofe 

that are too hot or aftringent. . | 
According to the different Nature of thefe Caufes, and the 
various Manner of affecting the Nerves, arife-Fevers of divers 
Kinds; fome are benign, others malignant; fome are intermit- 
ting, others continual; fome are fimple, others compound ; 
others regular or anomalous ; eruptive, f{potted, putrid, hectic 
or 
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or flow. Some admit of an eafy Cure, others a difficult; fome 
foon terminate, others are protracted a long Time ; and many 
hurry the Patient out of the World. 
Yetfevery frequent Sy/to/e of the Heart and Arteries difcover- 
Pulfe, ought not to be called a Fever. For thefe may 
often arife from violent bodily Exercife; or, from a Commotion 
in the Blood caufed by hot and fpirituous Liquors. ‘That only 
which arifes from internal Caufes, and is preceded by Shivering, 
Shaking and Coldnefs of the extreme Parts, is properly a Fe- 
ver: For, there is always, as it were, a double Motion in a Fever, 
the one from the Circumference to the Centre, or from the external 
Parts to the internal, the Heart and Lungs; the other from the 
Centre to the Circumference. ‘The firft Motion is attended with 
a {mall, contracted weak Pulfe, with an Anxiety of the Pracordia 
and Difficulty of Breathing ; the fecond with an increafed Mo- 
tion of the Arteries, a large Pulfe, and Heat extended even to the 
extreme Parts. 
Thefe two Motions are evidently of a different Nature and 


Efficacy; the fir/t, from the Circumference to the Centre, is not 


only lefs falutary, but morbid, xal’ tZoxnv, nay, often fatal. For 
thofe who die of a Fever, whether continual or intermitting, 


' acute or chronical, die under the Spafm, Cold, Chilnefs, Shi- 
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vering and Shaking, with Convulfions of the external Parts; be- 
caufe the Heart, Lungs and Brain are at that Time more op- 
prefled with the internal Congeftion of Blood, which by reafon 
of Weaknefs they are not able to repel. The other Motion from 
the internal Parts, from the Centre to the Circumference and 
minute Veffels, is even medicinal, prefervatory, falutary, and vi- 
tal; for, under this, and by this, the morbid Matter exciting the 
febrile Spafm, is corrected, difcufled, and expelled, and fo the 
Fever terminates. , 

In reality, the Cau/e of the febrile Motion is an univerfal 
Spafm ; and, that Motion never ceafes till the Spafm is refolved. 
The Signs of its being refolved are, a free Perfpiration, and a 
breathing Sweat; the Pulfe, which before was hard, impetuous 
and quick, becomes foft, moderate and flow; the Urine lets fal! 
a Sediment, and the Strength gradually returns. When thefe 
appear all together, they declare the Solution of the Difeafe, and 
are called the Crifis; becaufe the Phyfician is enabled by them 
to pronounce of the Difeafe: The Ancients faid, a Fever was a 
Struggle with the Difeafe; becaufe, if the Spafm, which forces the 
Fluids to the inward Parts, is ftronger than the Heart and Ar- 
teries, driving them outwardly, the Difeafe is Victor, and Death 
enfues. But, if the retrogade Motion, caufed by the Spafin, is 
overcome by the vital Syftole of the Heart and Arteries, thruft- 
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® ing the Blood outwardly, the Difeafe is expelled, and the Healtfi 
returns ; which Victory happens, after this Struggle, on certain 
Days, generally relative to’ the /eptenary Number; which are 
hence, called critical Days, on which the Phyfician can judge 
a» what will be the Event of the Difeafe. : | 
« ° So that,{to {peak in plain ‘Terms, a Fever is a real Effort of 
Nature to rid itfelf of fomething noxious. When there is any 
how fuch a Quality or Condition introduced into the Habit of 
the Body, as would terminate in the Deftru@tion of the Animal, 
if the Caufe werg not removed; in‘that Cafe, Nature, that is the 
vital Principle, raifes a Fever, by which the peccant Matter may 
be attenuated, comminuted, or otherwife changed, and affimilated 
to the found Juices; or, if that cannot be, that it may be fitted 
for Expulfion, whether by Sweat, which is moft frequent; or b 
Urine, Stool, Vomiting, Hemorrhage, or, perhaps, by infenfible 
Perfpiration. : € | 
A Fever, then, is to be confidered as good in its own Nature; 
and though they often are fatal, yet it is more than probable, that if 
our Bodies were not affifted with a Power of exciting them on 
proper Exigencies of the Conftitution, very few of the Human 
Species would furvive the State of Infancy. 
_ The ineffable Wifdom of divine Providence, therefore, cannot } 
fufficiently be admired, which has endowed the animalMachine of / 
our Bodies with fuch wonderful Power and Faculties, that a Dif- | 


eafe, which feldom happens, without Detriment to the Functions : | 
and Danger of Life and Health, fhould have fuch a Terdency to § / 
deftroy itfelf, and be its own Remedy. ‘Then, fince Nature ds y 
the Phyfician, it i» a pernicious Practice imprudently to fufpend, 
fupprefs or deftroy the febrile Motions which have a ‘Tendency to 
Health. Her Intention ought rather to be promoted, which is 
by an increafed, progreftive Motion of the Fluids, to correct, re- 
folve, and, at length, to expel the morbific Matter. And, this 
is beft performed by diluting, moiftening, attemperating, aperient, 
corroborating and nitrous Medicines; as alfo, by thofe, which, 
in the Time of the Intermiffion, efpecially tend to promote the 
» proper Excretions. 
But, it is neceflary to obferve, that Boerhaave, and other Phyfi- 
cians of the firft Clafs, will not allow Spa/ms to be the Caufe of this 
febrile Struggle; but a Lentor of the Blood, which ftagnating in 
the capillary Veffels, occafions, by the Refiftance, a quicker Con- 
traction of the Heart, a natural vital Effort; excited to prevent 
the Deftru€tion of the animal Machine, by removing the Ob- 
ftacle to the Circulation. ‘This quicker Contra€tion of the Heart 
will caufe a greater Influx of the nervous Fluid into the Mufcles, 


Blood Veflels and Cavities of the Heart, and produce Heat; fo 
: that 
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that Heat is rather the Effe@t, or Confequence, of the Fever al- 
ready formed, than its Caufe or Nature: And the Quicknefs of 
the Pulfe is the pathognomonic Sign of a Fever. | 

Huxham, on the other hand, fuppofes that a fimple Fever may 
be generated by whatever greatly rarifies the Blood, or incteafes 
the Quantity of the Fluids, fuch as laborious Exercife, fupprefled 
Perfpiration, or a Debauch. He fuppofes, likewife, that by la+ 
borious Exercife, the Blood may be fo violently agitated and rari- 
_ fied, that, through its great Jmperus, and Dilatation of the Veflels, 
fome of the red Globules may be forced into the ferous Arteries, 
and fo form an inflammatory Obftruction. And, likewife, that 
if the Velocity and Heat of the Blood fhould be fo great, as ta 


diffipate much of its thinneft Part, the Remainder would.be left - 


grofs and thick, and lefs fit for Circulation through the minute 
Capillaries ; and, that the very Serum would be turned into a 
Kind of Jelly. Thus, by the more accelerated Motion of the | 
Blood, an inflammatory Fever may be produced, which, feizing — 
on the Lungs, is a Peripneumony; on the Pleura, a Pleurify 3 
on the Brain and its Membranes, a Phrenfy. 

If the Suppreffion of Per/piration be confiderable, and the Fin 
bres ftrong and tenfe, the Blood much in Quantity, and very 
thick, Fevers of the fame Kind enfue. 

If, to tenfe Fibres, and much vifcid, denfe Bloed, a great 
Quantity of Wine or other ftimulating Liquors be added, both 
the Quantity and Velocity of the Blood may be fo greatly in- 
creafed, as to bring on a dangerous acute Fever, which too often 
follows drunken Debauches. From the Concurrence of two, 
or all thefe Caufes, a more violent one, ceteris paribus, may 
arife. Hence the Neceffity of early Bleeding, cooling Emolli+ 
. ents, and laxative Clyfters in the Beginning, and gentle, lenient 
Purges to cleanfe the inteftinal Canal of the putrid Saburra ; then 
plentiful Diluents, a few nitrous Medicines, and the acid, fa~ 
ponaceous Juices of - Vegetables. : 

Boerhaave, indeed, allows, that violent Motion will occafion 
an Inflammation, though not by rarifying the Blood, but by 
rendering it more denfe; and, that whatever deptives the Blood 
of its thin Parts, will do the fame. 
_ For my own part, I can hardly conceive how any Fever, but 
an Ephemera, can be raifed without fome Degree of Acrimony ; 
and, whenever there is Acrimony, there will be alfo /pa/fic. Stric- 
tures; and Huxham acknowledges, that Acrimony may contri- 
bute thereto; for, he fays, that a large Ufe of very falt and fpiced 

eats will raife a feverifh Heat, even in the moft healthy: And ~ 
farther, that a Con/friétion arifing from Cold-bathing, will bring 
on Palenefs, Coldnefs, Shivering, a Stoppage of the Blood in 
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the cutaneous Arteries, and Repulfion towards the Heart, which 
is followed by a univerfal Glow or Heat. | 
As to Intermittents, his Opinion is much the fame as Boer- 


haave’s ; and, even in nervous Fevers he fuppofes a Kind of Len- 


tor, or Ropinefs in the Humours, as the proximate Caufe of 
that Difeafe, which. fubfifts chiefly in the ferous and lymphatic 
Veffels, whence few animal Spirits are generated, and thofe too 
irregularly fecreted and diftributed. As this State of the Fluids 
will occafion Obitructions, the /fagnant Lymph will grow more 
and more acrimonious, and fo produce a Fever; for all Humours 
of the Body grow more and more corrofive the longer they ftag- 
nate. Hence he concludes, the Seat of thefe Fevers is in the 
ultima Vafcula, or the ferous and lymphatic Arteries; and, per- 
haps, in the very Origin of the Nerves. 

Gilchriff, in Med. Effays, accounts for Intermittents from a 
Lentor, and Acrimony ; for he fuppofes Acrimony to be fufficient 
to bring on a Fever of this Kind, by giving a univerfal Stimulus, 
And from this Caufe, though the Veflels are in a collapfed State, 
through a Defeét of the Fluids, yet he thinks, there may be an 
univerfal Spafm or Stri€ture of the nervous Parts; and, that this 
is not inconfiftent with a great mufcular Relaxation. . . 

The highly putrid, malignant, and petechtal or {potted Fevers, 
Huxham fuppofes, many ‘Times proceed from an antecedent Acri- 
mony in the Blood, agitated by the fupervening Fever; yet ge- 
nerally, the peftilential and petechial Fevers have their Origin 
from Contagion. foffman afferts, that the poifonous Vapour 
from whence thefe Fevers have their Rife, inftantly pervades the 
inward and nervous Parts of the Brain, and there corrupts the 
animal Spirits; which is evident from the natural, vital, and 
animal Powers immediately becoming languid, while the Cra/s 
of the Blood and Humours, as yet, continue unhurt, though a pu- 
trid Fermentation is afterwatds fucceffively induced into them all. 

But, in order to gain a more diftinét Notion of the feveral 
Kinds of Fevers, it will be convenient to give fome Account of 
each, and their Difference from each other. , , 

The moit fimple Kind of Fever is the Ephemera, which ge-- 
neraliy terminates by an increafed Perfpiration, in twenty-four 
Hours. . Another Kind is the Synochus or continual Fever; it be- — 
gins with a flight Chilnefs and Shivering, and the Symptoms 
have little or no Remiffion. It ufually comes on early in the Morn- 
ing, and terminates on the fourtd or feventh Day, by bleeding 
at the Nofe or profufe Sweats. A Caufus, or burning Fever, is 
attended with a Burning ; and, as it were, an igneous Heat of the 
whole Body, as alfo unquenchable Thirft, and a dry, chapped, 
black Tongue, which are the pathognomonic Signs of this Difeafe. 
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- An inflammatory Fever has a natural Tendency to a Sphacelus , 


or Mortification. A malignant or [potted Fever owes its Rife to 
Infection. It particularly affe@ts the Lympha and nervous Fluid; 
and is attended with fudden Lofs of Strength, fucceeded by per- 
petual Watching, which is the Forerunner of a Perturbation of 
' Mind. ‘There are likewife red, purple, and fometimes. white, 
Spots, which have a threatening Afpeét. A catarrhal Fever is 
free from all thefe, and is caufed by a faline, eroding Quality of 
the Serum, accompanied with a Defluxion, a Running at the 
Nofe, a Hoarfenefs, a Senfe of Fulnefs in the Breaft, and a 
_ Sort of an eryfipelatous Heat in the Pauces and Windpipe ; tho’ 
fometimes an epidemic, malignant, catarrhal Fever may happen 
to rage.

There is another. which Hoffman calls a Mefenteric Fever, ° 


generally miftaken for the former, but is neither epidemic, 
nor contagious, nor petechial, nor fuddenly fatal, and gene- 
rally continues longer than twenty-one Days; it is attended 
with Coldnefs of the Extremities, thin Urine with little Sedi- 
ment; frequent Coughing, and a fmall Excretion of crude 
Matter; a Rednefs and Pain in the Fauces ; a Loathing of Food ; 
a Want of Thirft, with uncertain Exacerbations. This feems 
to be a-kin to the nervous Fever, ine which the Patients at firft 
feem languid and uneafy, without any Marks of an evident Dif- 
eafe: They have Wearinefs and fying Pains; a Drynefs of the 
Lips and Tongue, but little Thirft; rather a Diflike than De- 
fire of much Diink; they often in a Day find themfelves giddy, 
make pale Urine, are greatly difpirited and anxious, without 
being able to affign any Reafon for it. ‘They have often tranfient 
Chilnefles, the Pulfe at the fame time being low, quick and 
unequal ; they have fometimes cold, clammy Sweats, Rifings 
in the Throat, and the like.

As for miliary, variolous, morbillous and. petechial Fevers, they 


may be. eafily diftinguifhed from each other. In a petechial or 
Jpetted Fever the Spots do not rife up, nor render the Skin’rough, 
nor break out with Chilnefs, flying Heat, Itching and Heat in the 


Skin, and a great Oppreffion in the Breaft, as in the miliary Fe- © 


ver both purple and white, which likewife are evident both to 
the Sight and Touch. The Spots of the Smal/-pox appear on 
the fourth Day, in the petechial Fever not till the feventh, and 
then without rifing and Suppuration. The Afeaffes are larger, 


witha fmall Elevation. The Small-Pox and Meafles on the: 
firft Day are bardly diftinguifhable, but eafily on the fecond, be-\ 


caufe then the Small-Pox begins to rife. The Chicken-Pox thews 

itfelf in Jarge Veficles, and the other Symptoms are mild. 

.. With regard to intermitting Fevers, a Quotidian differs from 
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a continual Quotidian, fuch as catarrhal Fevers generally are, 
becaufe in the latter there is only an Exacerbation and Remiffion 
every Day, but not a complete Intermiffion; the Exacerbations 
of catarrhal Fevers are towards the Evening; and in this they 
differ from the flow and hedtic, in which they commonly hap- 
pen in aMorning. Ina double Tertian the Fits come on every | 
Day, but at different Times of the Day; that is, if on the fill 
Day, the Acceffion is at Five in the Afternoon ; on the Third, 
it will obferve the fame Hour ; and if on the fecond Day the Fit 
begins at Nine in the Morning, on the fourth it will do the fame. 

A fimple Tertian happens every other Day ; this is divided into 
the /egitimate and fpurious. In the firft, the Shaking is fucceeded 
by Heat, Thirft, and a Pain in the Head, and ends in about 
ten Hours: The Urine is of a flame Colour; in the fecond, the 
Heat is not fo remarkable ; it continues twenty Hours and lon- 
ger; the Urine is turbid, but not high-coloured; when the Fit 
is ended there remains a great Languor and Laffitude of the 
Joints, with Want of Appetite. | 

The Tertians, by fome, are diftinguifhed into choleric and pi- 
tuitous ; regular and irregular; vernal and autumnal ; epidemic and 
endemic. hs 

The Quartan has two Fits in four Days; it is /purtous if it 
does not obferve the ufual Times of Invafion, which are in the 
Afternoon and Evening. It is faid to be continual, if there is 
not a perfect Intermifiion between the Fits, with a Languor of 
‘the Body, a gentle but preternatural Heat, and a quick Pulfe. 
A heétic Fever fupervenes to a Dropfy, Confumption, Atrophy, 
and feorbutic Cachexy: If it has its Rife from Apoftems of the 
Vifcera or Lefentery, or from the Corruption, Putrefaction, or 
TInduration of the mefenteric Glands, it is incurable.’ 

But flow Fevers generally fucceed Quotidians and Tertians, in- 
judicioufly treated, enormous Hzemorrhages, and tedious Dif- 
eafes. Likewife, if through the Weaknefs of the Stomach a 
great Quantity of Crudities are generated, a flow Fever will 
arife. in a Hectic, the Pulfe is always quick, but remarkably fo 
in the Morning ; whence the Cheeks are obferved to be tintured 
with Rednefs at all Times of the Day, with great Weaknefs. 
Whereas the Pulfe in a flow Fever is more naturak in a Mornin 
and before Meals; after Eating it is more quick, with a Fluth- 
ing in the Cheeks, and the Weaknefs 1s not fo great. 

‘Of. inflammatory Fevers, the Peripneumony and Pleurify are 
moft common. <A true Pleurify has its Seat in the Pleura, a 
Membrane which invefts the [nfide of the Thorax; a baftard 
Pleuri/y. is’ confined to the intercoffal Membranes and Mufcles, 
and is a Kind of Rheumatifm. ‘The Pain is external, and may 


be exafperated by , touching it, being rather vague than fixed : 


Sometimes — 
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Sometimes it extends itfelf to the Scapula. ‘The Cough ’is rather , 


dry than moift, without Blood, and the Fever is fmall. It is 


moft troublefome in the Evening, and is generally foon cured 
without Bleeding. In a true Pleurify, the Pain is more acute 
and fixed; the Fever more intenfe, and the Breathing more diffi- 
cult. In the Peripneumony, or Inflammation of the Lungs, all 
the Symptoms concur, but the Pain is not fo great, tho’ it is ex- 
tended to the Back and Scapula; but there is a greater Oppreffion 
of the Breaft, and Difficulty of Breathing, likewife the Spittle is 
tinctured with dark-coloured Blood. 4 
_An Inflammation of the Stomach may be diftinguifhed from a 
Cardialgia; for though in both there is an Anxiety, Inquietude, 
with a preffing burning Pain about the Precordia, yet in the 
former there is a Senfe of the moft intenfe Heat, and the Sto- 
mach will hardly bear either Food or Medicines ; befides, there 


is a Fever with a quick, unequal, depreffled and weak Pulfe, 


none of which occurs in the Cardialgia. It is diftinguifhed from 
an Inflammation of the Liver, efpecially of the hollow Part next 
the Stomach, in having a moft violent, fxed Pain at the Pit of the 
Stomach ; in the other it inclines more to the Right, towards the 
fpurious Ribs, nor does the Pain and Anxiety increafe from ad- 
mitting Things into the Stomach. 

Quinfies are of various Kinds: Sometimes the Inflammation 
befets the interior and mufculous Parts of the Larynx, and then 
there is neither Rednefs nor Tumor externally, but a great Dif- 
ficulty of Breathing, even to Suffocation, attended with an ex- 
quifite acute Fever, and it often kills intwenty-four Hours : This 
is called a Kynanche. Another Kind chiefly affects the inward 
Mufcles of the Pharynx, and the Difficulty of Swallowing is 
greater than that of Breathing. ‘This is alfo without any re- 
markable external Rednefs or Swelling, and is termed a Synanche. 
When a Rednefs and Swelling appear outwardly, and chiefly af- 
fect the Wind-pipe or Larynx, it is called, Parakynanche ; but if 
the Gullet or Pharynx, Parafynanche. 

A Quinfey is diftinguifhed into the true and fpurious ; the for- 
mer proceeds from an inflammatory Congeftion of the Blood, is a 
moft acute Difeafe, and generally more inward. In the /pu- 
rious, there is a Congeftion of Lympha in the glandulous Parts of 
the Mouth, Fauces, and Neck; it is attended with a lefs dan~ 


_ gerous but more, tedious Fever, When the Tongue and Region 


of the Fauces are befet and covered with a copious Mucus, it is 


_ complicated with a catarrhal Fever ; nor is it lefs familiar to the 


Scorbutic and Cacheétic ; the Fever is of longer Duration and a 
fetid Smell proceeds from the Mouth. 
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| The dry, internal Quinfey or Kynanche, fhould not be con- 
founded with the Spa/m which conftringes the Fauces of hyfteric 
Women, and renders their Breathing and Swallowing difficult, 
and comes and goes without Danger; for the true, jnternal, 
fanguineous Quinfey is known by a burning, pricking pai within 
the Fauces; the Tongue is red,. tumid and turgid with Blood, 
nay fometimes black ; the Face looks red and inflated ; the tem- 
poral Arteries have a ftrong Pulfation; fome have a Head-ach 
others are fleepy, and others faint away. 
The Phren/y, or Inflammation of the Membranes of the Brain, 


> 


is manifeft from a furious Delirium, fhining Eyes, which are fet, . 


as it were, in the Head, a burning Fever, continual Watching, a 
violent Pulfation of the Arteries about the Head and Temples. It 


_ differs from AZadne/s in being acute, and is generally a dangerous 
Symptom of a Fever; froma Delirium in the Degree, which is 


milder and fooner removed. Melancholy and Madnefs are chro- 
nic Difeafes. In the Hydrophobia the Patient cannot drink any 


"ee Liquid, but often falls into Convulfions in attempting. it. 


An Inflammation of the Liver, is either in the concave or con- 
vex Part. The former is known by Hiccups, Vomiting, Heart- 
burn, a Heat and Pain at the Pit of the Stomach, towards the 
right Side; a Fever, a dry Cough, difficult Infpiration. affd 
Coftivenefs. In the-latter, the Liver is affected with an eryfipe- 
latous Inflammation, with a heavy, conftrictive, and pricking 
Pain in the fpurious Ribs, with a Cough, Fever, and difficult 
Breathing ; and in this it imitates the baftard Pleurify, but is 
known from it by a milder Fever, eafier Breathing, and the Pain 
being below the Diaphragm. Befides, a baffard Pleurify com- 
monly goes off on the feventh Day by Sweat or a Hamorrhage. 
On the contrary, in an Inflammation of the Liver, if the Cure 
is protracted, Convulfions fupervene, and by reafon of an Ab- 
{ces it is apt to turn to a Dropfy, a Cachexy, or a He@ic. © 

A funple Nepbritis is an Inflammation of the Kidneys, with a 
fixed Pain in the Loins, of the tenfive, preffing Kind, and con- 
tinues long; whereas the Pain in a Fit of the Gravel is much 
more violent and fharp, and not quite fo much confined to a 


Place, but extends “itfelf towards the Sides ; at length it is felt 


not in the Kidney but in the Beginning of the Ureter, and in 
the Ureter, from the Gravel or {mall Stones that pafs through 
them; which does not happen in a fimple Nephritis. — 

Of external Inflammations, the Ery/pelas is moft frequent, 
which only affe&ts the Superficies of the Skin with Rednefs, Tu- 
mour and Pain; and is eafily diftinguifhed from a Phlegmon, 
which reaches to the fubjacent Mufcles.. A Phlegmon is known 
from. a Gangrene, becaute this penetrates not only to the ey. 
: LOUSs 
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lous, but to the tendinous and nervous Parts. It has a greater _ 


Heat and Pain, enlarging itfelf with a hard Tumour and Red- 
nefs, which at length changes to livid and black.

Of InrermitrinG Fevers or AGUES. 


HERE is no Fever which difcovers the Nature and Ge- 
nius of the febrile Motion in general, and infefts the 
Veffels and nervous Parts, fo much as the TERTIAN. It {pares 
neither Age, nor Temperament, nor Sex, and makes its Onfet 
every other Day. 

If it is of the recular Kiad, it is attended with the following 
Symptoms: At firft, the Head achs, the Limbs feem weary ; 
there is a Pain in the Loins about the firft Vertebra of the Back, 
which afcends towards the Epiga/frium, with a painful Senfe of 
a Tenfion in the Hypochondria, and Coftivenefs ; then comes on 

‘a Coldnefs of the external Parts, efpecially of the Nofe and 
Ears, a Stretching, Yawning, a Shivering and Shaking, fome- 
times even to make the Bed-tremble under the Patient; 
the Pulfe is fmall, contracted, and weak; again the Patient 
is troubled with Thirft; then follows a Naufea, with a fruit- 
jJefs Reaching to vomit; again, a pituitous, bilious, or green 
Matter is brought up, commonly joined with a troublefome 
Cough, and an Expectoration of Phlegm derived from the acid 
clammy Crudities of the Stomach ;_ to thef¢ fucceeds an anxious, 
burning and dry Heat, which pervades the whole Body. ‘The 
Face, which was collapfed and pale, the contracted, rigid Skin, 
and the empty Veffels of the Hands and Feet, begin to rife, 
grow red and turgid; the Pulfe becomes more great, full and 
quick; the Reftleffnefs increafes, the Breathing is more difficult, 
and the Patient, with his Eyes almoft clofed, begins to talk a 
little wildly. | 
_ Afterwards, the Symptoms begin to abate, the Heat becomes 
mild, the Skin relaxes and grows’ moift; the Urine is of a 
flame Colour, but without a Sediment; the Pulfe is more mode- 
rate, and then a’Sweat breaking out, terminates the Paroxyfm. 
The Duration of the Fit is uncertain, fometimes it ends in ten 
or eleven Hours, and fometimes not till twenty-four. On the 
intercalary Day, the Body is ftill’feeble and coldifh, with a Dif 

pofition to fhiver, the Pulfe is flow and weak, the Urine is turbid 


and depofits a Sediment, or there!is a Nudecula, which fhews a

Difpofition thereto. } | 
In the Basrarp or Spurrous TERTIAN, the Symptoms 


are milder, the Heat is not fo burning, the Vomiting is not fo 


F 4 , frequent, 
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_.* frequent, and the Urine is not fo high-coloured ;_ but. then it is 
amore lingering Complaint, and on. the well Day there is a 
Laffitude and Want of Appetite. This attacks Men of an 
inactive Difpofition, and Women whofe Bodies are of a loofe 
Texture, in the autumnal Seafon, 

The Fit of the IRREGULAR TERTIAN obferves no particu- 
Jar Time, for it fometimes comes on in the Morning, fome- - 
times in the Afternoon, in the Evening, or at Midnight. The’ 
Paroxy{m is foretimes longer, fometimes fhorter ; the Urine lets 
fall no Sediment within the Time of Remiffion or Intermiffion 5 
the Sweating is either too jparing or too profufe. When the Fit 
is off, feveral unufual Symptoms may appear, as a Loofenefs, a 
Bleeding at the Nofe, Sicknefs at the Stomach, a violent Heart- 
burn, Pains in the Belly or the Gripes. Thefe Sort of Agues - 

are generally Eprprmic, and moft commonly appear in the 
** Summer and Autumn. ‘ae 

Sometimes a Tertian Ague is DouBLE, which may be diftin- 
guifhed from a Quotidian, by the Time of the F its, which is not 
the fame every Day, but every other Day. 

There is fometimes a ConTINUAL ‘TERTIAN, which begins 
with Shivering and Shaking, an Anxiety, Vomiting, Lofs of 
Strength, and then a violent Heat. The Fits do not intermit, 
but only remit. The Pulfe continues frequent with Heat and | 
Debility, and all the Symptoms return with freth Vigour every 

e* other Day; but at length admit a perfe@ Intermiffion. 

wees: EnpEmic TERTIAN is proper to certain Places; as a . 
low Situation, and full of Martfhes, producing a great Num- 
ber of Gnats and other Infe&ts, like fome Parts .of Kent, 
and the Hundreds of Ejfex. In fuch Places the Natives them- 
felves have a Spice of it every Year, and Strangers feldom or 
never efcape, without a Prefervative, which is only the Bark in- 
fufed in Brandy, with alittle Snake-Root, of which two Ounces 
Night and Morning are to be taken. This kept me in Health for 
a whole Year in the Hundreds of Lfjex, and not only preferyed , 


me from the Endemic Ague, but from a dangerous malignant a 


e¢ Fever which then raged in thofe Parts. 
* A QUARTAN AGUE has two Fits.in four Days, or two 
Days quite free from a Fit, : 
tt begins about four or five in the Afternoon, fometimes fooner 
and fometimes later, with a great Laffitude, Stretching, a blunt 
Pain in the Head, Back, Loins and Legs; the Feet and Hands 
are cold, the whole Body is pale; the Face and Nails livid, 
228° to which Shivering and Shaking fupervene. The Tongue and 
the Lips tremble, the Breathing is dificult, with Reftleffnefs 
4, 4nd*Tofing ; the Pulfe is contracted and hard, and fometimes -

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unequal ; and there is an Anxiety about the Precerdia. “Thefe * 


Symptoms continue about two or three Hours ; in fome the Body 
is coftive, in others there is a Stimulus to Stool and to make Wa- 
ter. In fome there is a Nau/ea or Vomiting, with Stools. Some 
advanced in Years have their Minds pretty much difturbed ; the 


Heat comes on gradually, not burning but dry ; the Pulfe be-, 


comes equal, quick and large, but'the dull Pain in the Head re- 


mains, with a vertiginous Affection; the Skin becomes only a. 


little moift, and in about four or fix Hours the Syinptoms vanith, 
except a dull Pain in the Bones, Joints and Feet. The Urine in 
the Fit is fometimes thin and watry, fometimes thick and with a 
_ Sediment. Pike | 

Sometimes a Quartan Ague is DOUBLE, that is, when the Fits 
come on every other Day at different Hours; and it is spuRtous 
when a Paroxyfm begins at any other Time of the Day but that 
abovementioned. It is faid to be CONTINUAL, when on the in- 
tercalary Days there are Shiverings and Pandiculations, with a 
greater Heat than ufual, a quicker Pulfe, a Want of Appetite, 

_a Debility, a Drynefs of the Mouth, a Lightnefs of the Head, a 
difturbed Sleep, and a reddifh Urine, with a thick rofe-coloured 
Sediment. .. 

A QUOTIDIAN AGUE or Fever returns every Day, and is 
not fo common as the Tertian or Quartan. 

The Acceffion of this Fever is about four or five in the Morn- 
ing, with Cold and Shivering; to which fucceeds a cardialgic 
Naufea, and Inflation of the Belly ; in fome a Pain in the Head, 
in others fainting Fits; in moft, Vomiting or Stools, or both. 
‘Then comes on a moderate Heat, with Thirft, but not very In- 
tenfe. ‘The Pulfe, which was before irregular and weak, be- 


ard 


comes more quick, but not very hard. The Urine is not of a _ 


Flame but rather of a Citron Colour, and turbid. Some are ex- 
ceeding fleepy. At length a moderate Sweat fupervenes; and in 
about ten Hours or longer, the Fit goes off, leaving the Body 
dull and heavy. . | 

When the Difeafe varies from this Type, it is called 
fpurious or anomalous. | 

From thefe Symptoms it appears, that the whole nervous Syf- 
tem is exagitated and fuffers greatly by fpaftic Conftritions, 
which proceeding chiefly from the Adedulla Spinalis, affe& pre- 
ternaturally not only the Coats of the Veffels, but all the Fibres 
throughout the Body, thereby greatly difturbing the Motion both 
of the Solids and Fluids. 

The material Caufe of this, and all other Fevers, is a Fluid 
of an active Nature endued with a cau/fic Acrimony, which feli- 


cits the internal and exquifitely fenfible Parts to /pa/fic Contracti- 
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ons. It is generated chiefly in the biliary Duffs and Flexures of 
the Duodenum, where the vitiated, bilious, falival and pancreatic 
Juices meeting with the Crudities of a bad Digeftion, ferment 
together, and not being timely expelled, become virulent. This 
Matter paffing through the Laéteals, into the Blood, and thence 
into the nervous Parts of the Head, Medulla Spinalis, Inteftines 
and Stomach, as alfo to the nervous Coats of the excretory and 
Jecretory Duéts, excite an univerfal Spafm, which firtt forces the 
Blood to the interior and greater Veflels; and afterwards the /yffaltic 
/Viotion of the Heart and Arteries being increafed, the Motion of 
the whole Mafs of Blood and Humours is accelerated, and the Ob- 
é ftruGtions of the {mall Veffels of the nervous Parts are opened 3 
upon which the Spa/m ceafing, the excretory Duéts are relaxed, 
the febrile Matter pafles off through the Pores of the Skin by Per- 
{piration or Sweat, and the Fit ceafes, till by the Generation of 
frefh Matter a new Paroxy{m is brought on. Horr. 

It appears from the Experiment of Langrifhy that the Blood 
in Quotidians is more denfe and tenacious than in Tertians; in- 
Zertians than in Quartans ; fo that in Quatidians, ceteris paribus, 
it comes neareft to an inflammatory State; and it is commonly 
obferved, that if the Fever, from a regular Tertian, runs into a 
Semitertian or Quotidian, or greatly anticipates the Time of the 
regular Parsxyfm, a remitting or continual Fever is forthwith the 
Confequence. ! 

it is neceflary to be known, that from February to Augu/t, 
Agues are faid to be vernal; and from Augu/? to February, au- 
tumnal; and that in the Beginning of Autumn, they often re- 

« efemble continual Fevers, and require a different Manner of Cure. 

No Fever emaciates. a Patient fooner than a Tertian, if at- 
tended with a more intenfe and lafting Heat. The autumnal and 
winter Agues are obftinate and hard to cure, efpecially if there is 
any Fault in the Yz/cera: On the contrary, the vernal and fum- 

ve mer Agues, if rightly treated, are eafily vanquifhed. ry 

* — Agues injudicioufly managed, terminate in cruel and incurable. 
~  Difeates, as a flow or hedfic Fever, a fudden Swelling of the Feet, 
a Dropfy, cedematous Tumors, the Jaundice, fcorbutic Ca- 
chexy, the dry Afthma,.the hypochondriac Paffion; and in In- 
fants, a fatal Epilepfy. Sydenham obferves, that a Swelling of the 
Abdomen in Children, and of the Legs in Adults, denotes a So- 
lution of the Difeaie; and that a Pain in the Zon/ils, Hoarfenefs, 
,, hollow Eyes, and a ghaftly Countenance, portend Death.

but the Urine is {mall in Quantity; a Weaknefs of the Head, an: 
-univerfal Languor of the whole Body: a falle Appetite, Thirft, 
Difficulty of Swallowing, a Stimulus in the Larynx, a Heat in the 
Noftrils and Fauces, attended with Sneezing; a Weight in the 
Breaft. “Towards Night, Heat, anda quicker, fuller Pulfe; with 
a Defluxion of Rheum, a Heat in the Fauces, unquiet Sleep, a 
Sweating in the Morning, 2 Heavinefs and Dulnefs of the whole 
Body, and a Lofs of Appetite.

and from throwing off Winter-Garments too foon. Sometimes 
it is epidemical and contagious. : 

This Difeafe is not dangerous in itfelf, if rightly managed, and 
terminates in /even or fourteen Days at fartheft, for the Laffitude 
of the Body then difappears: And the other Complaints, efpe- 
cially the Head-ach and Hemicrania are appeafed, when the 

_ Catarrh appears, and there is a plentiful Difcharge from the 
Noftrils. | 

It often goes off, in fome, in the Beginning, with an increafed 
Perfpiration, or by Sweat; in others, after afew Days, by hawking

If the Heat is intenfe and the Conftitution bilious, a few Grains 
of Nitre may be added to the diaphoretic Powders, and the 
Emulfions may be taken more freely. 

If the Body is co/five, befides, Water- Gruel, Manna, Prunes, 
and Raifins, nothing is better than an emollient Chfter. Or the 
Patient may take at Night, going to Bed, half a Dram of the 
Aromatic Pills, with four Grains of Storax Pills; which will 
open the Body, and appeafe the Cough. 

In the Decline of the Difeafe, when the Cough is too moift, 
the Defluxion great and obftinate, it will be proper to take a large 
Dofe of AZanna to two or three Ounces in Fennel-water, to carry 
the Humours downward.

Of the SEMITERTIAN FEVER. 


: [ HIS is an epidemic Fever, compounded of an intermitting 
Tertian and a continual Quotidian. It is called by the 
Greeks [AST EVT CLOG» 
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Of the SEMITERTIAN -Fever. 83 
__ it generally makes .its Onfet before Noon, with Coldnefs, 
Shaking, and a contracted -Pulfe ; to which fucceeds 4 frequent 
Pulfe, with Heat which continues fome Hours, till a warm : 
Sweat appears, without a compleat Intermiffion. "The Heat, after 
a flight Chillnefs, increafes towards Night, with a quick Pulfe, 
which is more moderate the next Day without Thirft, till the 
Evening, when a flight Shivering comes on, and the Symptoms 
return. On the third Day the fhaking Fit appears again with 
more intenfe Heat, and proceeds in the fame Track as before; fo 
that the Fever is never quite off, but has an Exacerbation inthe 
Evening: However, the Shaking Fit is mott con{picuous every 
third Day in the Morning. 

Befides the foregoing Symptoms, the Strength fails, the Appe- 
tite is languid, Sleep is wanting, the Urine is thin and crude; 
but after the Fit on the third Day it is thick -nd coloured, and a 
imall Quantity of crude Matter is brought up with Coughing. 
It is fometimes attended with a Pain in the Back and the 4hdp- 
men, together with a Swelling in the latter. Some at the Accefs 
of the Fit of the Tertian, are affecied with a Naufea and Car= 
dialgia. Some vomit, others faint, and others again are delirious. 

Some have called it a continual Tertian, though improperly, for 
that grows worfe on the third Day, but not in the Evening of 
other Days; it likewife grows more moderate after the third 
Day, and turns to a true intermitting Tertian. Nor is it to be 
confounded with the double Tertian; for though it comes on 
every Day, the Times of the Fits correfpond with each other 
alternately, and the Fever perfe@tly intermits..  _ | 

| This Fever is generated by all Things that render the Humours 
thick and impure, efpecially thofe that fill the Prime Vie, .and 
the Veflels of the Mefentery, with Impurities. Thofe are moft 
liable to it who live upon fweet, acid, and fermentable Ali- 
ment, that live an idle fedentary Life, that drink lefs than they 
ought, or love fweet Wines; as.alfo thofe that give way to Sad- 
nefs and Melancholy. Thofe are eafily affected with this Difeafe 
who are coftive after Recovery from a Difeafe, or often ufe

Gilchrift formerly thought, from the Difeafes he had'then ob- 
ferved, that the Caufe confifted in a Lentor chiefly; but he is 
now of Opinion they have plain Signs of Acrimony; and that 
Acrimony is a Caufe fufficient to bring on a Fever of this Kind, 
by-giving a univerfal Stimulus.

HESE Fevers are continual but not violent: They are at- 
tended with a Proftration of Strength, Watching, Lofs of 
Appetite, and are fometimes joined with an Eruption of Spots on 
the Skin, arifing from the Plenty and inteftine Diffolution of an 
excrementitious Serum, not without Contagion and Danger of Life. 
Thefe Fevers were called by the Ancients, continual, quotidian, 
ferous Fevers; and by fome of the Moderns, malignant catarrhal 
Fevers, becaufe they are mild at firft, and attended with a Run- 
ning at the Nofe, a Catarrh, an Infarétion of the Breaft, and a 
Cough on the firft Days, with Exacerbations at Night. _ 
At the Beginning of this Difeafe the Face of the Patient has 
a morbid Afpect, and he is out of Order three or four Days be- 
fore he takes to his Bed. He complains of a fpontaneous Wea- 
rinefs, a grievous Pain of his Body and Joints, ‘as if his Bones 
were bruifed and broken; his Strength is languid, his Appetite 
is loft, he has a flight fainting Fit, a cardialgic Naufea, a Pain 
in the Head, an unquiet Sleep, with Coftivenefs. In the Even- 
ing there is a Coldnefs and Shivering followed by Heat, the 
Symptoms increafe, there is a greater Lofs of Strength, info- 
much that he can fcarce ftand upright. "The Pain in the Head 
grows worfe with a Giddinefs and Inquietude. Some have a vi- 
olent Pain in the Back, others in the Side: They have an Anxi- 
ety about the Precordia, the internal Parts are hot, the Fauces 
dry, the Pulfe contracted, quick and weak, the Urine is pale 
without a Sediment, and the Breathing difficult, 6 
JK 
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On the fourth or eleventh Day, Spots appear in fome, chiefly 
on the Back, Breaft, and Arms, with or without Relief. Some 
have more, fome lefs, of various Colours, as purple, a brownifh 
livid, or a pale Rofe. Thefe are fometimes broad, fometimes 
fall ; and in many like Flea-bites. “Chefe different Spots ferve 
to diftinguifh the Fever by feveral Names, fuch as miliary, 
punGicular, baftard petechial, and the like. 

When this Difeafe is at its State, or Vigor, all the Symptoms 
‘are worfe ; the Inquietude runs very high, as well as the Tofl- 
ing of the Body with unufual Poftures. The Mind is difturbed, 
the Speech incoherent, Sleep wanting, the Sweat is coldifh, with 
a more intenfe Difficulty of Breathing, and a contracted, unequal, 
quick and frequent Pulfe, as in the nervous Fever. 

When a /ubfultus Tendinum, Want of Thirft, Rumbling in 
“the Belly, Hiccup, an Inflammation of the Fauces from Aphthes 
Convulfions, a Syncope, with Coldnefs of the Extremities, and a | 
moft plentiful Sweat fupervene to thefe Symptoms, they are cer-_ 
tain Forerunners of Death. On the other hand, when a Sweat 
breaks out about or on the critical Days, that is the /eventh, 
eleventh, or fourteenth Day, and continues feveral Days, though 
Want of Strength remains; or if there is a Loofenefs for fome 
Days, it is a Sign of Health: And this the more certain, if the 
contracted Pulfe enlarges, the hard grows foft and becomes more 
equal; if the Patient is more chearful, and his lying in Bed 
more fedate, with a Hardnefs of Hearing, and a turbid Urine, 
depofiting 'a Sediment. If this happens about the critical Days 
it is a certain Sign of a happy Event. After this the Sleep, 
Appetite, and Strength gradually return; but this is feldom the 
Cafe before the fourteenth Day. ; ; 

Patients of a ftrong Conftitution, the common People, and 
Ruftics, with a good Regimen alone, generally fucceed better than 
the weak, timorous, the fad, the thoughtful, the luxurious, the 
flothful and the ftudious. All Excretions by Urine, Stool or 
Sweat, are bad in the Beginning, and on other Days except the 
critical. Thofe that die are carried off by a Phrenfy, or an In- 
flammation of the Meninges, or of the Oefophagus and Fauces 
fronr Aphthe, of the Stomach itfelf. If Blood is taken away in 
thefe Difeafes, it is either of a bright red, very fuid and ferous, 
wr too thick and blackith. 

In the Cure of this Difeafe, the Phyfician fhould take Care 
not to difturb the falutary Excretions, but proceed cautioufly, 
and abftain from ftrong Medicines of every Kind, watching and — 
affifting the Motions of Nature as much as poffible. The In- 
dications are, 1. To reftrain and prevent the entire Diffolution 
ef the Blood and Humours. 2. To temperate and dilute the

To raife the Spirits and reflere the Strength, a little Wine will 
not be improper, with Havrts-horn Jellies, China Orange, or 
Seville Orange Juice with Sugar. yas 

A coggrucus Regimen in thefe Difeafesis of very great Confe- 
quence ; for if the Patient is kept too hot, the Diflolution of the 
Blood will be promoted, a Coftivenefs will be induced, the 
Anxiety will be increafed, the impure falt, acrid Humours will 
be actuated, the Strength will be exhaufted, the Sweating will 
be too {peedy and profufe, and Spots will appear on the Skin. 


On the other hand, if Cold is incautioufly admitted, efpecially to — 


the Feet, Perfpiration will be checked, the Eruptions and Spots 
will be driven back: ‘There will be griping Pains, a Loofenefs, 
and the critical Evacuations will be difturbed. All. fudden 
Ckanges from hot to cold; or cold to hot, are equally bad. A 
ten perate Regimen ts befi. Towever, Care fhould be taken that 
the 

wt 
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the Patient does not breathe his own Atmofphere full of morbid 
Exhalations, fo very prejudicial to Health; but the Air fhould 
be drawn ‘out of the Room, and frefh admitted. 

The Perfpiration fhould conftantly be kept up, and the Linen 
of any kind fhould not rafhly be changed, nor fhould the Patient 
be removed from one Bed to another. He fhould be enjoined not 
to rife frequently, nor fhould the Bed be made on critical Days, 
when the Spots are likely to appear. And if the Bed-clothes 
are wet and muit needs be changed, let them be well aired and 
pretty much worn. A Night or Bed-gown will be alfo very 
proper to keep on conftantly ; for it will be a Defence againft 
cold Air. 

An éredét Pofture of the Head and Body is to be fhunned either 
in or out of Bed, efpecially if the Pulfe is very weak and-the 
Streneth little ; as alfo when the Difeafe is near the State. For 
in thefe Cafes, the Heart will not be able to fend a fufficient 
Quantity of Blood perpendicularly to the Head, and confe- 
quently Fainting, fometimes Death will enfue; or the Motion of 
the Blood and Arteries will be ftopt; all the Motions will be 
’, turned inwards ; ‘the fibrous and tubulous Subftance of the Skin 
will be contracted ; the eruptive Matter, now more depraved, 
will be repelled, and carried to the nervous Parts; whence 
Convulfions, Deliriums, and foon after fatal Mortifications will 
fucceed.. 7 hoi 

‘The Mind foould be kept as chearful as poffible, and all Occa- 
fions fhunned of exciting Anger, Fear, Terror, or Pufillani- 
mity in the Patient. His Hope of Recovery fhould be kept u 
as much as*poflible, inftead of being terrified with the Predic- 
tion of Death. [have known Patients who have laboured under 
this Difeafe, and would in all Probability have recovered, if fome 
Prieft or over-wife Phyfician had not foretold and inculcated a 
{peedy Death ; which has fo affected the fick Perfon with Dread 
"and Horror, that there has been an immediate Change manifeitly 
for the worfe. : ‘ 

The Patient muft abjtain from fat Things, Flefb and Eggs, 
during the Courfe of this Diteafe, for they only tend to increafe 
the Impurity of the Humours, the morbific Matter, and to 
haften Death. : Wea te 

Tt is an undoubted Axiom, that all firong Medicines are hurt» 
ful in this Difeafe; {ach as Emetics, Purgatives, and Diuretics ; 
as alfo Sudorifics of too fpirituous a Nature: But temperate and 
moderate Things are very ufeful. ) 
_ It muft be remembered likewife, that the/e Fevers have cer- 
tain Types and Periods, and Exacerbations and Remiffions at cer- 
fain ‘Times; which a Phyfician fhould always carefully obferve. 

In 
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In the febrile Heat, and when the Symptoms are moft intenfe, - 
Humeétants, Diluents, and the abforbent nitrous Powders above- 
mentioned will be moft proper, with a very moderate external 
Regimen. When. the Paroxyfm is ended, the Skin lax, more. 
_ foft and difpofed for Excretions; then Analeptics, Medicines 
that ftimulate ; and if there is Occafion Bezoardics, and Things 
that promote Perfpiration ; as alfo the Infufion of Veronica, Scor- - 
dium and Liquorice, drank as Tea, are likely to do the greateft 
Service. And becaufe a Diarrhea frequently carries off the 
Difeafe, it is never to be ftopt, efpecially about the critical 
‘Times, neither with Aftringents, Sedatives or Opiates: But if 
Nature tends to this Excretion, and is too fluggifh, fhe is to be 
affifted by the laxative Hau/fus above defcribed, with the Addi- 
tion of ‘Tamarinds. 

When there is too great an internal and external Heat, with - 
Drynefs of the Mouth, Thirft and Watching, then nitrous Me- 
dicines will be neceflary, with a moderate Quantity of diluting, 
Liquors often repeated. .On the other hand, when the Difpo- 
fition is fluggifh, phlegmatic and timorous, the Heat very mild, 
no Thirft, the Pulfe weak and languid, with a Proftration of 
Streneth, Sleepinefs and Yorpor of the Mind, cooling Things 
miuft be avoided, and Analeptics, together with bezoardic Tinc- - 
tures, muft be given a little at a Time, and often. When the 
Eruptions are of the miliary Kind, and red, fixt bezoardic Pow- 
ders, as alfo Diluents, Demulcents and Emulfions, will be moft 
ferviceable. 

When there is ‘a Pain in the Head with a Delirium, cut open 
alive Chicken or Pigeon, and apply it to the Head when the 
Hair is fhaved off. In Fainting, Vomiting, the Cardialgia or 
extreme Lownefs, apply a Plaifter of Venice Treacle, exprefled — 
Oil ‘of Nutmegs, Camphire, Balfam of Peru, Saffron, Oil of © 
Juniper, and a little Spirit of Wine to the Region of the Pra- 
cordia; as alfo in a Hiccup, (but more efpecially a mu/k Bolus.) 
In Drynefs and Heat of the Fauces, direct Harts-horn Jellies 
with Juice of Lemons and Sugar-Candy, or Syrup of Mulber- 
ries. Likewife, let the Mouth be wafhed with a Decoétion of 
Figs, Syrup of Mulberries, and Nitre. When the Patient is very 
fleepy, let the Legs and Soles of the Feet be wafhed with Vine- 
gar of Rue, or apply a mild Blitter to the Calves of the Legs. 
{f the firiking in of miliary Eruptions caufes Inquietudes and 
Anxieties, fuccinated Spirit of Harts-horn will be proper, with 
dulcified Spirit of Nitre. In a Cough give Oil of fweet Almonds, . 
and Extract of Saftron, : 

‘There is no Evacuation fo dangerous as bleeding at the Nofe; for | 
then there is a Congeftion of Blood in the Head from the Spa 
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of the lower Parts. However, if the Flux of Blood is mode- 
rate, and the Body abounds with it, inftead of being hurtful, it 
will relieve the Head, though this feldom happens. When 
‘there are a few Drops only without Alleviation, they portend a 
Delirium and an Inflammation of the Fauces: But when the 
Flux is copious the Strength will diminifh, and the Eruptions re- 
_ turn inwards not without Danger. Therefore to prevent a Con- 
flux of Blood to the Head, the Feet muft be always kept in a 
‘moderate Heat and Moifture; mild Blifters fhould be laid to 
the Calves of the Legs, and the Body fhould be opened with 
Clyfters or Solutions of Manna. hefe will alfo be fervice-« 
able when the Hemorrhage is too large. But when it is too 
little, and the Eyes look red and wild, with a {trong Pulfation 
. of the temporal Arteries, befides the former, it will be proper to 
_ 2paly Cupping Glaffes to the Nape of the Neck, or to thruft a 
Straw up the Nofe to caufe it to bleed, or to ufe a {carifying 
Inftrument. When the Stools are too frequent’ ule bezoardic 
Powders with a few Grains of the Cortex Eleutheria ; or, which’ 
is better, anoint the Abdomen with a Mixture of expreffed Oil 
of Nutmegs, effential Oil of Mint, and Balfam of Peru. When 
the Sweats are too profufe, too many Bed-cloaths muft be 
avoided, and no hot Infufions muft be drank. 

Bleeding in thefe Fevers muft be ufed with great Circum- 
fpeftion; for it is much more proper as a Prefervative than a 
Cure. But when the Difeafe has made its Onfet with great 
Lofs of Strength, complicated with catarrhal Diforders, and 
when putrid and malignant Fevers are rife, it muft be always 
omitted. If the Stomach has lately been furfeited -with incon- 
gruous Aliment, a Grain or two of Tartar Emetic in a Solu- 
tion of Manna wili be neceflary, becaufe it will diminith the 
Fomes of the Difeafe. Blifers wil be of great Ufe when a Re- 
troceflion of the Eruptions is apprehended, when the Excre- 
tions are flow, and when there is a Sleepinefs and Torpor.. In 
which Cafes they may be laid to the Arms and Calves of the 
Legs. HorrMan. Confult the following Seétion.

THE true fpotted Fevers are very malignant, contagious, and 
“detrimental to the Head and Strength, attended with Spots 
ef various Colours, arifing from a Corruption of the vital Fluids, 
and a putrid Diffolution confequent thereupon. - i 

Thefe petechial Fevers are defervedly called malignant, or poi- 


@nous, as they generally proceed from a moft fubtile, active, vi- 
# Vou I. i li H  rulent 
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rulent Vapour, or Mia/ma, which is infectious, from a noxious 
Steam arifing from the Body of the Patient. At firft they often 
feem’ mild and gentle, and have the Appearance of catarrhal Fe- 
vers; but. they foon exert their virulent Effects in a moft fatal — 
Manner. wal ie ¢ 
At firft the Patient complains of great Weaknefs and Lofs of 
Strength, that he can fcarce walk or ftand upright, and is apt 
to faint away. | | 
The Head achs, and from the very Beginning is hot, dull, 
attended with a DejeGtion of Mind and a Kind of Defperation. 
There is a conftant Watchfulnefs, or, if there is any Sleep, it is 
not refrefhing; the Appetite is loft; the Countenance is deject-. 
ed; the Pulfe is languid, fmall, and unequal; the very lying in 
Bed is diforderly and unufual; there is an Oppreffion of the 
Breaft, fometimes a dry Cough, an undulatory and tremulous 
Twitching of the mufcular and tendinous Fibres, with a Sub- 
fultus Tendinum. Many neither complain of Heat, nor Pain, — 
nor Anxiety, and affert that they feel nothing bad, but Weak- — 
nefs and Want of Sleep. The Urine is generally thin at firft, 
and like that of found People. On the fourth, fifth, or the 
feventh Day, the Spots appear principally on the Back and Loins, 
of various Colours, generally without Relief; wherefore they: — 
are rather fymptomatical than critical. Horr. Mi 
Huxham fays, thefe Fevers attack with much more Violence 
than the flow and nervous; the Rzgors, if any, are greater, the 
Heats fharper and more lafting, yet at firft fudden, tranfient, and 
remittent; thé Pulfe more tenfe or hard, but commonly quick — 
and f{mall, though fometimes flow and feemingly regular for a _ 
‘Time, and then fluttering and unequal.. The Head-ach, Gid- — 
dinefs, Naufea, and # STUDS are much more confiderable even — 
from the very Beginning. Sometimes a fevere fixed Pain is felt 
in one or both Temples, or over one or both Eye-brows, fre- 
quently in the Bottom of the Orbit of the Eyes. ‘Ihe Eyes al+ / 
ways appear very full, heavy, yellowifh, and often a little iny — 
flamed. "The Countenance feems bloated, and more dead co+ — 
loured than ufual. Commonly the Temporal Arteries throb ~ 
much, and a Tinnitus Aurium is very troublefome; a ftrong 
Vibration alfo of the carotid Arteries comes on frequently in the 
Advance of the Fever, though the Pulfe at the Wrift may be 
fmall, nay, even low: This is a certain Sign of an impending — 
Delirium. | 12 ek ts of 
The Proftration of Spirits, Weaknefs and Faintnefs are often 
furprizingly great-and fudden ; fometimes when the Pulfe feems 
tolerably ftrong, the Refpiration is very laborious, and inter- 
rupted with a Kind of Sighing or Sobbing, and the Breath ts, 
hot, and offenfive. « . Phere 
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There is generally a Sort of Lumbago, or Pain in the Back and 
Loins, a Wearinefs, Sorenefs, and Pain in the Limbs. Some- 
times a great Heat, Load, and Pain at the Pit of the Stomach, 
‘with a perpetual vomiting of porraceous or black Bile, of a 
naufeous Smell, with a troublefome Hiccup. : , 

The Tongue at the ree is white, but grows daily more 
dark and dry, or of a fhining, livid Colour, with a’ Kind of - 
Bubble at the Top; fometimes exceeding black for many Days: 
At the Height, it is generally dry, ftiff, and black, and the Speech 
fcarcely intelligible. i) 

- The Thirft, in the Increafe of the Fever, is commonly very 
great, fometimes unquenchable; and all the Drinks feem bitter | 
and maukifh; at other Times there is no Thirft, though the 
Mouth and Tongue are exceedingly foul and dry; this is ‘a dan- 
gerous Symptom, and ends in a Phrenzy or Coma. The Lips 
and Teeth, near the State, are furred with a vety black,’ tena- 
cious Sordes. 

At the Onfet of the Fever the Urine is often crude, pale and 
vapid, but grows to fo high a Colour as to refemble a {trong 
Lixivium, or Citron Urine, tinged with a very {mall Quantity 
of Blood ; ithas no Sediment, or Cloud, for many Days together, 
but by Degrees grows darker, like dead ftrong Beer, and finells 
offentive. | ; ie 
_ The Stools, efpecially near the Szate, or in the Decline’ of the 
Fever, are for the moft Part very offenfive, green, livid or black, 
frequently with fevere Gripes or Blood. “When they are more 
yellow or brown, the lefs is the Danger; but the Danger is 
greateft of all when they come away infenfibly. If the Belly be 
hard, fwelled and tenfe, it is a very bad Symptom. A gentle 
Diarrhea is often very beneficial, by which Nature carries off 
the morbific Matter. 

The more florid the Spots are, the lefs is the Danger; and it 
isa good Sign, if the black or violet bécome of a brighter Co- 
Jour. The large, black or livid Spots are almoft always at= 
tended with protufe Bleedings. The fmall, dufky, brown Spots, 
like Freckles, are almoft as bad as the livid and black. Some- 
times they are attended with profufe, cold, clammy Sweats ; at 
which Time the Spots vanifh without any Advantage. 

The Eruption of the Spots is uncertain; fometimes they ap- 
pear on the fourth or fifth Day; fometimes not till the eleventh, 
or later. The Vzbices, or large livid, or’ dark greenifh Marks, 
feldom appear till very near the fatal Period. Sometimes about ° 
the eleventh or fourteenth Day, wlien the Sweats are profufe, 
the Spots difappear, and vaft Quantitiés of {mall, white, thiliary 
Puftules break out. If there yon Itching, Smarting, red Rafh, 
| : 1 2 ! it 
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-it commonly greatly relieves the Sick, as-well as large; fretting, 
watry Bladders, on the Back, Breaft, and Shoulders. A fcabby 
Eruption about the Lips and Nofe is a falutary Symptom; the 
more hot and angry the better. Brown, dark A¢phthe are more 
“uncertain and dangerous, as well as thofe exceeding white and 
thick like Lard. They are followed with Difficulty of Swal- 
lowing, Pain and Ulceration of the Fauees and Ocfophagus, with — 
inceflant Hiccup; the whole Prime Vie are at length affected, 
a bloody Dyfentery comes on, and a Mortification of the In- 
teftines. WATE | Lae) 

Pringle obferves, that in Ho/pital, Goal, or Camp Fevers, the 
firft Complaints are gentle Horrors, and little feverifh Heats, al- 
ternately fucceeding each other, with Lofs of Appetite; the™ 
Diforder being greateft at Night, the Body is hot, the Sleep in- 
terrupted and not refrefhing. They have conftantly fome Pain | 
and Confufion in the Head, chiefly about their Forehead; the 
Pulfe is at firft butsTittle quicker than the natural, and the © 
Drought, if any, is inconfiderable. ‘They are too ill to mind 
Bufinefs, and too well to be confined. In this State, a Change 
of Air, with a Vomit, and Sweat, will perform'a Cure; yeta_ 
Jarge Bleeding at this Time will fink the Pulfe, and bring on a _ 
Delirium. : 
_ When the Symptoms come on quick and violent, the Fever 
feems to’be inflammatory, and'can only be diftinguifhed by a 
Knowledge of the Circumftances and Bleeding yields no Re- 
licf, but exafperates the Complaints. “The aforefaid Symptoms 
are now more high, with great Laffitude, Naufea, and Pains in — 
the Back, with Pain and Confufion in the Head, and great De- 
jection of Spirits. " : 

The Pulfe at this Time is generally quick and full; now a 
moderate Bleeding affets the Bulte but little; if large, it will 
fink and bring on a Delirium...'The worft Kind of Blood is 
when the Craffamentum is diffolved, which is a Sign of high 
Putrefaction. i , 

The Urine is fometimes at firft of a reddifh, or Flame-colour, 
which it preferves throughout; at other Times it is pale and 
varies from Day to Day, being fometimes clear, fometimes cloud- 
‘ed ; but towards the End, if the, Diftemper takes a favourable 
‘Turn, it becomes thick, and at laft depofits a Sediment: Yet 
many have recovered without any Sediment at all, if the Water 
has been thick about the Crifis. | ; } 

If the Patient lies warm, the Body is generally coftive ; if cold, 
there is a Diarrhea. If they have bilious Stools when they are _ 
warm, they are critical, and'not to be checked unlefs immoderate. 
In the worft Kind of thefe Fevers, in the laft Stage, a Diarrhea 
: " ii commonly 
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commonly carries the Patient off; but then the Stools are invo- 
duntary, colliquative, ichorous or blackifh, and of a cadave- 
tous Smell, which are the.

The Heat of the Body at firft is not confiderable; but if 
the Pulfe is felt: for a while, there is an uncommon Heat, which 
remains upon the Fingers fome Minutes afterwards. A Day or 
two.before Death, the Extremities feel quite cold, and then te

efcape are not freed by a cutaneous Excretion, but by large 
Sweats, breathing a ftinking Acor; or by critical,Fluxes of the 
Belly ; which happen by the Benefit of Nature, when the Cor- 
suption of the Fluids is not great.

All the Prognoftics, fays he, taken fingly, are uncertain. 
The following Signs are good; to have no Delirium, to have 
the Pulfe neither very low nor quick, or, if funk, to have itti'e 
by Wine or Cordials, with an Abatement of the Delirium; and 
to have the Tongue moift and of a natural Colour. It feems 
peculiar to this Fever, that Deafnefs is generally a: good Sign, 
The natural and beft Crifis is by Sweat, when the Pulfe rifes, 
and the Symptoms abate; next to that is an infenfible Perfpira- 
tion, which is known by the Softnefs of the Skin, Moifture of 
the Tongue, and a Remiffion of the other Symptoms. Bili- 
ous Stools, with turbid Urine, and a moift Tongue, may be 
confidered as Signs of a favourable Crifis.

Nutmegs, Camphire, Oil of Cloves, and Balfam of Peru, mixt 
together, to the Region of the Stomach. If a Diarrhea ex- 
haufts the Patient too much, I-give a nitrous bezoardic Powder, 
with a little Camphire, and Theriaca Ceeleftis.

*| Nature many Times fttives in vain to difcharge the irritating 
Matter, by Vomit, without the Affiftance of Art, and therefore 
fomething to promote it will render it much eafier,’ which may 
Be done by an Infufion or Deco@tion of Ipecacuanha, or Oxymel 
Scilliticum, witha flight Infufion of Camomile Flowers. If af- 
tet this the Vomiting continues, pive a little Venice’ Treacle in 
a Mixture’ of Salt of Wormwood, Juice of Lemons, Mint- 
Water,’ &. and apply a Cataplafm of Species Aromatiece with 
Thertaca, which generally fucceeds.

Between the feventh and fourteenth Day, Nature endeavours 
to relieve herfelf by Vomit, or more frequently by loofe Stools ;

Drink and Medicines; when Nature over-aéts her Part, and 
runs into a profufe Diarrhaa or Dyfentery, it ought to be re- 
ftrained by proper aftringent Alexipharmics, fuch as Theriaca An= 
dromacht, rie Fracaftor, "Tin&ture of Rofes, red Wine 
mulled with Cinnamon, &c. but above all, if the Cafe be very 
urgent, by an aftringent Clyfter of Confec?. Fracaft. or Theriaca 
Andromachi, with a {mall Quantity of Decoétion of Tormentil, 
red Rofes, or ‘fapan Earth. But it is always of dangerous Con- 
fequence to fupprefs a critical Dzarrhaa too foon, and therefore 
it will be necefflary to give a fimall Dofe or two of Rhubarb firft 
of all, A Diarrhea, at the firft, is prejudicial, if profufe, but 
at the State falutary ; and it is certainly fo when attended with a 
gentle breathing Sweat, or warm Morfture of .the Skin. 

But the conftant and grand Effort of Nature, is to throw off 
the putrid Malignancy through the Pores of the Skin ; for I never 
faw any of thefe Fevers carried off till more or lefs of a Sweat — 
appeared. If it be a breathing Sweat at the State of the Difeafe, 
and the Pulfe grows more open, foft and calm a little before, and 
during its Continuance, it is always falutary ; but if it be pro= 
fufe, cold, clammy, or partial, about the Head and Breaft only, 
the Sign is not good.

But Pringle is of a contrary Opinion, nor is he ignorant that 
the volatile Salts have been objected to, as a {trong Alkali, and 
that they cenfequently difpofe a ae to Putrefaction; for we ~ 
muft confider, adds he, that Alkalis and putrid Subftances are.

- Huxham obferves, that Blifters haftily and improperly applied,

I ufe Campbire as a Corrector of the Acrimony of Cantha- 
rides, for it blunts the Spicul@ of the Salts by an exceeding fine 
volatile, vegetable Sulphur. But it is of greater Ufe in promot- 
“ing a Diaphorefis, or an eafy Sweat, and brings on a Compofure 
of the Spirits, and an eafy Sleep, when Opiates fail; when

As Acids and Subaftringents are given to’ preferve the Crafis 
of the Blood, the Tone of the Veflels, and to prevent the farther 
Putrefaction of the Humours, Diaphoretics, efpecially Camphire, 
fhould be joined with them. | : 

I have ufed the following Prefcription of the Bark for many 
Years with Succefs, not only in intermittent and flow nervous Fe- 
vers, but alfo in the putrid, peftilential and petechial, in the

Pringle fays, in the Cure of the Camp and Goal Fevers, it 


will be beft to diftinguith it into three Periods : The firft is when 
the Perfon is able to go about; the fecond begins with his Con- 


finement, when the Fever is apparent, the Pulfé full and quick, 


and the Head much affeéted; and the third; when the Pulfe 
finks, and a Stupor comes on, with other Symptoms. 7 
In the fir? Period it is beft to remove the Patient out of the 


foul Air, and if that cannot be done, it is to be purified by Fires, — 


by opening Doors and Windows, burning Incenfe, or the like. 
The Curtains fhould be undrawn, and a free Ventilation procured. 


After this I give a Vomit of /pecacuanha, and after that a mo=_

In the fecond Stage, when the Fever is manifeft, with a full — 


Pulfe, it will be always proper to begin with a fmall or moderate 


Bleeding. When the Symptoms are high, a plentiful Evacua- — 
tion feems requifite; yet large Bleedings have been generally fatal, _ 


by finking the Pulfe and bringing on a Stupor or Delirium. The. 


Patient is generally worfe from a fecond Bleeding, unlefs the —

If the Head only fuffers, it is beft to bleed by Leeches at the : 
‘Temples ; but in a Delirium, with a funk Pulfe, Leeches do no. ~ 


good, and Bleeding is pernicious; many have recovered with- 
out it, but very few who have loft much Blood. wae gg 
Vomits are to be cautioufly ufed; if the Stomach be foul,

When the Fever is fixed, and a Vomiting fupervenes, which is 
always a bad Symptom, an Emetic will be dangerous ; Draughts 
of Camomile ‘Tea are the moft that can be given; and then 


Medicines that quiet the Spafms; to which fhould be added a a 


Clyfter, to determine the Humours downward. 


The next Care is to promote a Diaphorefis, which mut be — 


attempted by the milder Sudorifics. The Contrayerva Powders, 
with Nitre, are {afe, but {carce efficacious; much Dilution ope 
prefies the Stomach, and Volatiles alone heat too much, neither 
will Acids do alone, but the two combined are powerful, and 
therefore when a Sweat is to be moved, the beft Medicine I 
know of is Spiritus Mindereri. s : ‘4

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If the Patient can be brought to a thorough Sweat, with a 
‘rifing Pulfe, it may prove critical, though it muft never be forced; 
but if fpontaneous and profufe in the Beginning, with a low 
Pulfe, it muft:be checked. ‘Throughout the fecond Stage, Acids 
are neceflary., Coftivenefs is to be prevented by emollient Clyf- 
ters. Blifters at this Time are always without Succefs. Opiates 
are dangerous, for. if they do not fweat, they fx the Delirium. 
When the Pulfe finks, with a Diarrhea, they are neceflary, 
and fome Drops of Tiné?ura Thebaica may be added to the Me- 
dicines of the third Stage. . 

The third Period is the longeft, in which the Pulfe finks, the 
Stupor increafes, and the Spots often appear. This happens 
about three or four Days after the Fever is formed. If the Pa- 
tient has been once or twice largely blooded at firft, the Difeafe 
ufually paffes over the fecond State, infomuch that his Pulfe finks’ 
at once, and he becomes delirious. . 

Our moft general Remedies have been an alexipharmic Decoc- 
tion, and a cordial Mixture of Wine given alternately ; the Pa- 
tient fhould be never above two Hours without taking fome of 
them; a Rule abfolutely neceflary to be obferved. 

The Alexipharmic was three Drams of the Barf, and alfo of 
the Radix Serpentaria, in a Pint of Water, boiled down to half, 
with the Addition of an Ounce and a half of {trong Water, 
and the whole Quantity was to be taken in thirty-fix Hours, or 
two Days at moft, which fupports the Strength, and promotes a 
Diaphorefis; and when the Fever is gone, it is a Prefervative 
againft a Relapfe.. ) 

‘The Cordial confifts of a moderate Quantity of a fpirituous 
Water, with a larger Dofe than ordinary of the Salt of Harts- 
horn, from one Scruple to half a Dram in a Day. But out of 
the Hofpital there was no Reftriction as to the Quantity of 
Wine, and I either omitted the Volatile, or ufed it fparingly. 
It is good in great Sinkings, after unfeafonable Bleedings, or lone 
Want of Nourifhment. I have fometimes added the Spiritus 
Mindereri. | , 

_ As for the Cordial, there is nothing to be compared to Wine, 
in the low State of the Fever, The common Men had half a 
_Pint a Day, of the ftrong Kind. Thofe out of the Hofpital had 
French Wine, of which they have drank @ Quatt in a ys, 
half of which has been undiluted. The Hofpital Wine wag _ 

fometimes given in Whey, but commonly in Panada, which was 
their only Fr ood. I have known feveral recaver from the lowest 
State, by the Ufe of Wine, when they have refufed the Decoc- 
tion on Account of .its.

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A. Stupor is infeparable from this Fever, in its low State; which 
in an Evening is apt to turn to’a flight Delirium: If the Deliri- ~ 
um is great, with a Subfultus Tendinum, and a Rednefs of the 
Eyes, there is a Prefumption of a true Phrenitis; then Wine 
and other hot Medicines -aggravate the Symptoms; at which 
Time Blifters do the greateft Service. But in the ordinary Stu- _ 
por, and funk Pulle, they are not fo efficacious as Sinapifms ap- 
plied to the Soles of the Feet.

When the Diftemper is over, or changes its Shape,and the parotid 
Glands are fuppurated, they are to be opened as foon as they con- 
tain Matter;.without waiting for an apparent Flu€tuations or even 
Softnefs of the ‘T'umour;- for before the Incifion, the Pus is fo vil- 
cid, as to feel as hard as if there was no Suppuration begun. 

When the Fever is over, the common Complaint is a Want 
of Reft, a Vertigo, a Deafnefs, and other nervous Symptoms, 
the Confequence of great Lownefs..

After all, there is a more compendious Method of treating~ 
Fevers of this Kind, which I am. furprized Phyficians have not 
been more frequent in the Ufe of, | mean antimonial Remedies,. 
whofe Effluvia are of fuch prodigious Efficacy, that a fingle - 
Scruple of Crocus Metallorum will vomit Thoufands of Perfons; 
I know, that great Danger has been objected, efpecially as to the 
Dofe, but in defperate Cafes, this ought to be of no Weight ;. and 
there are Preparations of Antimony, which may be managed 
with as great Certainty as any other Medicine whatever. I have 
been led to this Way of Thinking, from the Advantage of Dr. 
pom: Powders in Fevers of this Kind; the Virtue of which, 

am fully perfuaded, does not confift in the Evacuations alone,. 
but in changing the Acrimony into a Tertium quid, and thereby 
rendering it fit to be expelled from the Body. I have had the 
ftrongeft Proof of its Succefs upon thefe Occafions. . Befides, it 
is well known, that the learned Body of Phyficians at Edia— 
éurgh have taken a Preparation of Antimony into their Difpen- 
fatory, whofe admirable Certainty in the Cure of bloody Fluxes 
is now fuficiently known. And if Phyficians would make Ex — 
periments of this Kind, in a cautious Manner, it would ferve to 
wreft the Practice of Phylic out of the Hands of Quacks, with 
~ whom this opulent City is over-run. ve. 69

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Upon the whole, it will be proper to add what Hoffinan af- 
ferts, that he has been a Practitioner forty-fix Years, and has 
obferved this Fever to go off feldom by a’Sweat or Hemorrhage, 
but frequently by a Diwrrheea, on the feventh, ninth, or eleventh 
Day, and that there is nothing more pernicious than for a 
Patient to be troubled with 2 Diarrhea about the Beginning, 
or to ftop a Flux of the Belly, when it is critical; therefore 
the Flux is to be promoted on critical Days, from the feventh to 
the fourteenth, and not before; and that there is nothing worfe 
than Purges, which act by a cauftic Quality, even not excepting 
Senna. But Manna and Cream of Tartar are beneficial, given 
in a fufficient Dofe.

Of the PESTILENTIAL FEVER. 


A Pefileniial Fever is a moft acute one, arifing from a poifon- 

ous Mia/ma, brought from eaftern Countries; and unlefs it 
is immediately expelled out of the Body, by the Strength of the 
vital Motions, by Buboes and Carbuncles, it is fatal. 

It differs from other contagious, malignant, and eruptive Fe~ 
vers, becaufe it is the moft acute, for it fometimes kills on the 
firft, and fometimes on the fecond Day. Befides, in our Cli- 
mate, it is not epidemic or fporadic, from a bad Way of Living, 
or unhealthful Air, but happens when it is moft falutary, from 
Contagion alone, There is fomething very fingular in this in- 
fectious Miafma, for though it is apt to fpread at a ftrange rate, 
yet it will abate by intenfe Cold, and be plainly extinguifhed ; 
wherefore in a cold Seafon, and very cold Countries, it either 
does not appear at all, or ina very mild degree; whereas if the 
Climate is hot, it is not only moit vehement, but moft common. 

In this, as in all other contagious Difeafes, the venomous 
Miafma is {wallowed in with the Air, and infinuates itfelf into the 
falival Juice, where its Tragedy is firft ated. Whence it af- 
faults the Head, Brain, Nerves, and Animal Spirits, producing 
a Torpor in the Head, a Heavinefs, a Sleepinefs, a violent Pain, 
a Stupor of the Senies, a Forgetfulnefs, Inquietude, Watch- 
ing, and Lofs of Strength. From the Fauces it proceeds to the 
Stomach, creating Loathing of Food, Naufea, Anxiety of the 
Precordia, a Cardialgia, attended with Fainting, reaching to 
vomit, and vomiting itfelf. Hence it proceeds to the Membranes 
of the ipinal Marrow, the Coats of the Arteries, producing Hor- 
rors, a languid, finall, contracted, quick Pulfe, and even Faint- 
ing. All which are generally Signs and Symptoms of the Plague, 
which are of a more violent and quick Operation, in proportion 
to the Virulence of the peftilential AZia/ma. 98

If it reached. the Heart, it quite opprefled it; the Stools were” 


bilious, with great Weaknefs. “To many there happened a Hic=- — 
cup, and violent Convulfions, which lafted with fome a long’ — 


while. Fhe Body outwardly was not very hot to the Touch, 
nor pale, but reddifh, livid, abounding with Puftules-and Ulcers. 
The internal Parts were fo exceeding hot, that they could not 
bear even a Sheet upon them; fome threw themfelves into cold 
Water, or into Wells, and had an inexhauftible Thirft; fome 
had a perpetual Watchfulnefs, yet the Body did not waite 
away. Some died on the feventh and ninth Days of internal 
Heat, while there was fome Strength yet.remaining ; but if they 


efcaped, the Difeafe removed into the Belly, with Ulcerationsy 


and an immoderate Diarrhaa ; many died of mere Weaknefs. 
Though in the Beginning the Seat of the Difeafe was chiefly in 
the Head, yet it pervaded the whole Body; if they efcaped the 
former, great Diforders would happen in the extreme Parts. 


Many of thefe efcaped, and fome with lofing their Eyes. Some - 


likewife were feized with a Forgetfulnefs of all Things, and 
~ neither knew themfelves nor their Friends. Manyvperifhed out 
of mere Negligence, but fome were cured. Yet there was no 
Remedy found out which was conftantly ufeful. It was a mife- 
rable Thing to fee the Dejeétion of Mind which Patients fell 
into as foon as they were'taken ill, for they often ran into De- 
{pair. +s : 
_ All Plagues are not of the fame Nature, but vary according 
to different Conftitutions: and Circumftances. Thofe whovhave 
written of the Plague univerfally agree, that fpungy and: porous 
Bodies, of an obefe Habit, of a fanguine and phlegmatico-fan- 
guine Conftitutions, Women, young Perfons and Childrens 
Perfons of a:timid Difpofition, that are poor, live hard, or are 


given to Luxury, and fit up late at Nights, are more apt to be 


afflicted with this Difeafe, than the ftrong and intrepid, leans 
nervous, indued with large Veffels, Men, old Perfons, obnoxious 
to the hamcrrhoidal Flux, and who have Iflues and open Ulcers. 
Nothing ‘brings: on this Diftemper more than Fear, Dread of 
Death, and a Confternation of the Mind. Horr. 
i weigh tle A Peftilential 
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Peftilential Fevers are fo called, when the Patient falls into 


_-fudden Weaknefs, for it isa Kind of malignant Fever, attended 


_with more grievous Symptoms ; the Patients die in a fhort Time, 
‘that is, in two, three, or four Days, and fometimes fooner. If 
Malignant Fevers arife in War-time among the Soldiers, they 


are called Camp-Fevers; in Hungary, an Hungaric Fever. But 
the Plague or Peftilence, is known when Buboes and Carbuncles 
arife in various Parts of the Body. The Sweating Sicknefs had 
its Rife in Hagland, in which the Patient fell into a violent Sweat, 
of which many died in a Day’s Time. sth 

The Hungaric Fever is of a peculiar, malignant Kind, and 
happens in Time of War, with a fudden Lofs of Strength, a 


' moft violent Pain in the Head, an Inflammation, Burning, Black- 


nefs and Drynefs. of the Tongue and Fauces.. HEISTER.. 
. The peftilential Poifon difturbs all the Funétions of the Bodys 
for unlefs it be expelled to the external Parts, it is certai nly fatal. 
Nor is this to be done as in other Fevers, by large Sweats, by 
Stools; by a Flux of Urine, by customary Evacuations of Blood, 
or by bleeding at the Nofe, either natural or artificial, for they 
rather haften DeftruGtion. ‘The falutary and critical Excretion 
which perfectly folves the peftilential Difeafe, is by Tumours in 
the Surface of the Body, not otherwife than the Ery/ipelas, be~ 
tween the third and fourth Day, and the fooner the better, for 
then the Symptoms are mitigated. That there is Poifon con- 
tained in thefe Tumours appears from hence; that if the Sur- 
geon opens any of the Tumours with his Lancet, and then bleedg 


_ a found Man, he will be immediately feized with the Plagues 


The peftilential Tumours are of two Kinds; the firft arifes in — 
glandulous Places, moft commonly in the Groin and Armpits, | 
fometimes in the parotid and mammary Glands, as alfo the lower 
Maxillary, under the Chia, and in thofe near the Apera Arteria. 
It is a hard, painful, tenfive Swelling of the Glands, with great 
Heat, and if they are falutary, being iwolen, they grow foft, and 
fuppurate. The other Sort is the Zuthrax or Carbuncle. Celfus 


_ defcribes it in this Manner. It is a Swelling on which there are 


Puftules, which rife but little; they are black, fometimes fubli- 
vid or pale. In this there feems to be a Sanies ; itis black un- 
derneath. ‘The Body itfelf is more dry and harder than ufual. 
There is as it. were a Cruft about it, furrounded with an Infam- 
mation; nor can the Skin be raifed up in the Part, but is joined 
to the Flefh underneath. A/4indererus, who was prefent at the 
Plague, fays, that a Carbuncle is of the Size of a Grain of 
Muittard-feed, and about its Edge, there is a Circle, or burning 
flalo, of a: large Size. The Fiefh which it feizes is like an E/- 
shar, ot putrid Flefh, and falls of as if torn out bya Moth 

ee No. 
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No Part of the Body is free from thefe Carbuncles, but they ge-- 
nerally lay hold of the Membranes of the Mufcles, and the ner- — 
vous and fibrous Subftance of the Skin, efpecially in the Back, 

Arms and Thighs. At firft there is an exquifite Itching in the — 
Part, which when feratched, Puftules arife; they are of a red, livid, — 
or whitifh purple Colour, or fometimes black. When the Puftules 
are prefled, they feem to be full of Pus, under which there is an 
Afh-coloured Cruft, which being taken away, the Flefh appears 
corrupted and fpungy with intolerable Pain and burning of the 
Sa acent Flefh, which is followed by a Mortification of the. 

art. , 

When the Plague is fatal, fome die of a Fainting the firft or 
fecond Day, doubtlefs of a panic Dread. But in many, when 
the Poifon is not expelled, or if expelled, returns back, it brings — 
on. a Mortification of the nervous Coats of the noble Parts, of 
the Pleura, Oefophagus, Stomach, and Inteftines, or the Meninges 
of the Brain, which creeps fpeedily to all the Vifcera, and the 
Blood itfelf; whence the Carcafes fwell, and have a moft into- 
lerable Stench. Sometimes, when the peftilentia! ‘Tumours are too 
plentiful, they die of a fymptomatic Fever, from the Inflam-_ 
mation, Pain, and intolerable Heat, not otherwife than in the — 
omall-pox. : 

It has been before remarked, that the Plague is not a Native 
of our Country, but is brought from remote Places; whence the’ 
beft Prefervative is to fly to a diftant Country; for the fame 
Reafon, thofe Princes beft confult the Welfare of their Sybjecis, 
who in the Time of the Plague endeavour to prevent the Spread- 
ing of the Infection; and when a Family is afflicted, feparate 
- the Well from the Sick, and burn all their Moveables. While 
this Difeafe reigns, all Perfons fhould live temperately, avoid an 
Excefs in the Ufe of the Non-naturals, and abftain particularly 
from violent Affections of the Mind, and every thing elfe that 
dejecis the Strength, difturbs Perfpiration, and, generates Crudi- 
tics in the Prime Vie; the Mind is efpecially to be fupported, 
and Fear, Dread, and Pufillanimity are to be banifhed; for more 
die of Terror, than of the Plague itfelf. Horrman. | 

Mead is rightly of Opinion, that the Poifon of the Plague is 
of foreign Original; though am not ignorant, that Attempts have 
lately been made to prove the contrary ; Attempts which clafh 
with all Experience, and contradict the Hiftories of this Difeafe, 
both ancient and modern. Acad thinks that the Plague has a. 
great Similitude with the Small-Pox, they being both contagious 
Fevers from Africa, and both attended with certain Eruptions. 
he critical Tumors in the Plague are very different ; in the moft 
favourable Cafe, the morbific Matter is thrown upon fome a 
hee. the 
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the fofteft Glands near the Surface of the Body, as upon the Jn- 
_ guinal, axillary, parotid or maxillary Glands; the firft Appear- 
ance of which is a fmall Induration, great Heat, Rednefs and 
fharp Pain near thofe Glands. Thofe Tumours, if the Patient 
recover, like the Puftules of the diftin@ Small-pox, come toa 
juft Suppuration, and thereby difcharge the Difeafe. 

In worfe Cafes of the Diftemper, either inftead of thefe Tu- 
mors, or together with them, Carbuncles are raifed. The firft 
Appearance of them is a very fmall, indurated Tumour, not fitu- 
ate near any of the forementioned Glands, with a dufky Red- 
nefs, violent Heat, vaft Pain, and a blackifh Spot in the Middle 
of the Tumour; this Spot is the Beginning of a Gangrene, 
which fpreads itfelf more and more, as the Tumour increafes. 

Thefe Diftempers have yet a more manifeft Likenefs; for 
thofe livid and black Spots which are frequent in the Plague, are 
the, Signs of {peedy Death, and the fame are fometimes found to 
attend the Small-pox, with as fatal a Confequence; nay, I have 
feen Cafes, when almoft every Puftule has taken this Appear- 
ance. In both Difeafes, when eminently malignant, Blood is 
fometimes voided by the Mouth, by Urine, or the like. And 
we may farther add, that in both, Death is ufually caufed by 
Mertifications in the Vifeera. This has conftantly been found 
an the Plague, by the Phyficians in France. 

As in the Small-pox, the Management confifts in clearing the 
~ Prime Viz in the Beginning, in regulating the Fever, and in 
promoting the natural Difcharges ; fo in the Plague, the fame 
{ndications will take place. In the Plague, indeed, the Fever is 

often much more acute; the Stomach and Bowels are fometirnes 
inflamed, and the ances require external Applications, which 
to the Puftules of the Small-pox are not neceflary. 

When the Fever is very acute, a cool Regimen is neceflary, 
but when the Pulfe is languid, and the Heat not exceffive, mo- 
derate Cordials muft be ufed. The moft gentle Emetics may be 
given; the beft is /pecacuanha, if the Stomach or Bowels are not 
inflamed, for then certain Death muft be expected ; therefore it 
is fafeft to confider, if any Inflammation has feized thefe Parts, 
for then Vomits muft be omitted. 

As for the Eruptions they muft be brought to a Suppuration as 
foon as poffible ; and as foon as they appear fix a Cuppine-Glafs 
thereon, without Scarification; and when that is removed, ap- 
ply a fuppurating Cataplafm, or Plafter of warm Gums. 

If the Tumors will not fuppurate, as the Carbuncle feldom or 
never does ; yet if a thin Jchor or Matter exudes through the 
Pores, or if the Tumors feel foft to the Touch ; or, laftly, if it 
dias a black Cruft upon it, then it muft be opened by Incifion,

which Keafon People of the lower Clafs generally come off 
better than Perfons of Diftin@ion x and there is nothing worfe 
than to give Alexipharmics abounding with a hot, volatile Oil;

Nitre, and I have been well informed, that a Mixture of Carduus 
Lenedigius Water, and Wine Vinegar, if given to four Spoon- 
fuls, with a Dram of Crabs Eyes and Theriaca, and repeated, 


were very ufeful in the Plague at Hall, in 1682. In the 


Plague’ likewife in Lombardy, 1526, many recovered with the 
Juice of Goats-Ruec, Vinegar, Water of Carduus Benediéus, and 
a little Therzac. given to make the Patient fweat.

cbferves, that nothing was of any Advantage in the Plague ex= — 


cept Theriacal Vinegar given in the Beginning to promote a _ 


Sweat. And in the Year 1544, when a malignant Fever raged 
among the Soldiers; a whole Regiment was faved, to whom this 
Vinegar was given in due Time, except a very few, as I have 
been well informed. And in the Plague at Rome, Vinegar with 
Rue, Pimpernel Root, Betony, Garlick, and Juniper-Berries, 
with a little Camphire added to the Infufion, caufed many to 
efcape. Likewife the Prefervative Water of Sylvius has been 
greatly efteemed, becaufe of the Vinegar, And Mindererus af- 
ferts, that unlefs Alexiterials be given within twenty-four Hours, 
all Medicines are yain, : tae 

All Phyficians who have wrote on the Plague, recommend 
Acids, and earthy Medicines, Fracaforius prefcribes thus ;

It will be always beft to expel the Poifon as quick as poffible, 
which may be done by Vomit, as foon as the Patient is infected 
and feels a Faintnefs, with a Cardialgia, to which, if a Sweat 
be fubjoined, it will, as it were, deftroy the Difeafe in the Bud, in _ 
this as well as other Difeafes. \Riverius, as foon as the Perfon 
was infected, put a Feather in the Patient’s Throat, caufed him 
to vomit, then put him to Bed, and threw him into a Sweat with 
Broth. Riverius likewife afirms, that he was ill of the Plague 
himfelf, and caufed to be taken away fome Ounces of Blood, 
which being repeated, had cured many. However, it is not to 
be adminiftered immediately after the Invafion, but on the third 
Day, if there is a Plethora, and the Strength permits. 

As to nitrous Medicines, if the Body is plethoric, the Tem- 
perament choleric, or fanguineo-choleric, the Heat great, the F e- 
ver intenfe, with Thirft, and Pain of the Head, Nitre may be 
given in a fall Dofe, with bezoardic Powders: But when there 
is a Torpor, and Sleepinefs, a weak Pullfe, Coldnefs of the Ex- 
tremities, and great Fear, Nétre is hurtful. It is always fafedt if 
given with Camphire, and is not only an Alexipharmic, but re- 

‘fifts Inflammations. A Surgeon at London, who was at the 

Plague of Vienna, told me, that he ufed a Black Eletuary with 

Succefs, compounded of Rob of Elder, and Honey, of each half 

a Pound, Gunpowder an: Ounce, and Camphire a Dram; the 

Dofe was a Dram or two. It

Freind' obferves, that in the Sweating Sicknefs, the primary 
‘and principal Indication of Cure was to promote a free Sweat~ 
ing, and to maintain it with proper Supports, as long as the Dil- 
‘témper lafted ; for by whatever Means the Perfpiration was di-— 
ininifhed, interrupted, or fuppreffed, the certain Confequence was 
‘Death. The Sweats were promoted by fudorific Medicines, and 
the Addition of Bedcloaths, and the Strength was fupported with 
‘Wine and Cordials. But though this Diftemper rofe to its Height _ 


in fifteen Hours, yet the Danger was not over before full twenty- 


four Hours. In fome, the Sweating was repeated, otherwife

Catarrhal, and is” attended 
with a more’ intenfe Motion of the ‘vafcul lar and nervous 
“Syftem, whereby a corrupt lymphatic Matter of a peculiar “Na- 
ture is expelled from the ward, and more efpecially the nervous 
‘Parts, to the'Surface’ of the Suit: in the Form of finall, rough, 
“miliary Puftules; fometimes red, and'fometimes white. 

‘Thefe {mall Puftules are exceediiig numerous, caufing‘a Cor- 
rugation, Roughnefs and Drynefs of the Skin, and have a fetid 
Sinell peculiar to themfelves. “There’is no Eruption fo inconftant 
ie this, ‘for it will fometimes ftrike i in fuddenly, and as ‘fuddenly 
“appear again; ‘and is attended with an itching, pricking Senfation 
more than 2 any other Kind. Other Eruptions are’common to all 
‘Countries, and are equally vexatious to Men as well as Women; 
‘but’the AZiliary feems familiar and endemic to-fome Places a 
‘aiid more frequently attacks the female Sex, efpecially in Child- 
‘Bed. ‘It is neither epidemic nor contagious, and feems rather owing 
“to a Fault in the Vz ifcera 2 and F luids, ‘than the ntemperature of 
“the Air, PRA TO 

| The: miliary Hiaprions are either sat or white, and are both 
more or lefs acute, benign or malignant. “The red are lefs dan- 
gerous, are generally free from a Fever, and then are‘ chronical, 
appearing at {tated Seafons of the Year; but fometimes they are 
‘accompanied with an acute Fever: «The white feldom or never 
‘appear without a Fever, and therefore are more dangerous. In 
‘thefe the Lympha is affected with a Kind of an Acidity ; ; for the 
Patient difcharges Plenty of Scrum by Sweat, Urine, Stool or 
‘Salivation, which‘are the Effects of an Acid’ which coagulates 
the thicker Part of the Blood, and feparates the Serum from it, 
Befides, all Kinds of “ids and Refrigerants, not excepting Nitre 
freely taken, are’ moft hurtful in this'Difeafe. On the contrary, 
‘Abforbents and Anti- Acids, and. ‘Things which rénder the Blood 
fpirituous, are moft falutary. Women who eat much F ruit, is 
fuch like Trath,’ of the acefcent Kind, and live idle, ‘fedentar 
‘Lives, are moft: fubject to this Diteate s add’ to this, that tht 
who have died of it, have Had a great deal of grumous Blood 
‘fin the large Veffels, and in the Cavities of the’ Heart, 


. The. 
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The red Sort proceeds from a fharp, falino-fulphureous Serum, 
which is manifeft from the Heat and Itching of the Skin, in this 
more than the White. ‘Therefore thofe whofe Blood is impure, 
fuch as the Aged, the Scorbutic, Women labouring under a 
Suppreffion of the Menfes, or Men afflicted with a Stoppage of 
the periodical Bleeding Piles; or who are fond of falt Meats, 
grofs Malt Liquors, or fmoak much Tobacco, together witha 
lax Habit of Body, and who lead an idle, inactive Life, are moft 
fubjeCt to this Difeafe. It is found by Experience that temperate 
‘Remedies, which obtund the faiine Spicula, are mott efficacious 
againft this Sort. Whereas heating, volatile Medicines, which. 
induce a Commotion in the Blood, are known to increafe the 
Diforder.

Sometimes the miliary Eruptions are idiophatic, and fometimes — 
fymptomatic, and fupervene to other Fevers, efpecially the Con- 
_tinual, when on the Decline... They Jikewife appear very com- 
monly with the Meafles, Small-pox, putrid and {potted Fevers, — 
when drawing towards an End, and then they raife a new Fever, 
whofe Attack the debilitated Patient is not able to ftand. When 
they appear in the Beginning of acute Fevers, particularly the — 
Small-pox and Meafles, they forebode no happy Event. 

The /diopathic. begins. with a flight Shivering, fucceeded 
with Heat and Lofs of Strength, fometimes even to Fainting. 
‘There is a Straitnefs about the Breaft, attended with Anxiety and 
deep Sighs, Reftleffnefs and Watching ; at leaft the Sleep is very — 
unquiet and difturbed. ‘There is a pricking Kind of a Heat per- — 
ceived in the Back, with an alternate Succeflion of Cold, Shiver- 
ing, and Heat under the Skin, but moft fenfible in the Palms of 
the Hands. Women in Child-bed have the Flux. of the Lochia 
ftopped, and the Milk recedes from their Breafts. To thefe 
fucceeds a Roughnefs of the Skin like that of a Goofe, and a great 
Number of Puttules appear, fometimes white and fometimes red, 
or both together, of the Size of Adillet (or Aduflard) Seed. 
They firft befet the Neck, then the Breaft and Back, and after- 
wards the Arms and Hands. When thefe begin to rife on the 
Surface of the Skin, the more grievous Symptoms ceafe. The 
Pulfe, which before was hard, contracted, and quick, grows 
more foft, free, and flow; the Dejection of Mind goes off, the 
Skin becomes moift, and the Belly, which was bound fo much 
that the Patient could not break Wind, now fpontaneoufly admits 
him to go to Stool. Afterwards the Puftules ripen, and are full | 
of a ftinking Jchor. The Urine appears more faturated, and a 
fingular fetid Sweat, proper to this Difeafe, breaks forth; the 
Flux of the Lechia in Females returns, and within the-Space of 
feven or cight Days the Puftules difappear, with great Itching if 

the 
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the extreme Parts, drying up and falling off in Scales. Then 
the Patient recovers Strength, and regains. Health. 

-. Sometimes the Puftules appear on the third or fourth Day, 
fometimes on the feventh, and fometimes not till the fourteenth.

This Difeafe frequently attacks Childbed Women. At firft the 
Puftules are full of a limpid Serum, then it is a little yellowith, 
or of a Pearl Colour. ‘This Fever is /imple when the Puftules 
appear alone; and compound when there are red papillary ones 
mixt with the white ; thofe when they break out by themfelves 
are commonly called a Ra/h. i 

There are colic, nephritic, pleuritic, rheumatic, and falfe La- 
_ bour-Pains often attending this Fever; as alfo an Oppreffion of 
the Breaft, a Sinking of the Spirits.and a Hurry in the Head as 
often as the Patient compofes herfelf for Sleep, with a frequent 
weak Pulfe. : 

It is hard to determine the Day of the Eruption of the Put 
tules; but, as far as I have been able to obferve it is the tenth or 
eleventh Day from the Beginning, if the Fever makes a regular 
_Progrefs; fometimes on the eighteenth, and fometimes on the 
twenty-firft or twenty-fecond Day. 

If a Diarrhea attends this Fever in Childbed-Women, it is 
a dangerous Symptom, becaufe it prevents the Flux ef the Lo- 
shia.

Doubtful Signs are, when the Pulfe continues hard and full, 
after the Puftules are come out; when there is no Sleep, great 
Inguietude and Difficulty of Breathing ; when there is a profufe 
Sweat during the whole Progrefs of the Difeafe, or a continual 
Defire of making Water, or when the Urine being thick and 
coloured, fuddenly becomes limpid, thin, and pale; as alfo 
when there is Griping and Loofenefs, efpecially in Childbed- 
Women. . : 

Bad Signs are, when the miliary Puffules appear and vanith 
by Turns, and the Symptoms continue violent; but it is worfe 
if they quite difappear : Hence an Oppreffion of the Breaft with 
Sighs, a Straitnefs of the Fauces, Lofs of Strength, and great 
Anxiety. 

Fatal Signs are, when the morbific Matter not being thrown 
out again, there is an inward Heat, and the extreme Parts are 
affected with Cold and Shivering, and there is a cold, profufe 
Sweat; or, on the contrary, when the extreme Parts are hot, 
and a notable Senfe of Coldnefs is perceived in the bdomen, 
then the Patient dies in a fainting Fit, arifing from a Mortifica- 
tion of the Stomach, Inteftines, Brain or Womb.

Afterwards 
the Skin is. covered with:red Spots, which are larger, more florid, 
and not fo uniform as the Meafles. The Rednefs remains two 
or three Days, and then difappears; then the Cuticle falls off, 
and leaves behind it a Sort. of. mealy Scales, fcattered over the 
Body, which appear and difappear two or three Times.

THE MEastes are an eruptive Catarrhal Fever, generally 
“_. epidemic, which by the increafed vital Motion of the Heart . 
and Arteries throws on the Skin an acrid, cauttic, inflammatory 
Matter, chiefly from the inward nervous Parts, in the Form of 
red Spots. They begin with Chilnefs and Shivering, and Heat 
and Cold fucceed by Turns. The next Day the Fever comes 
On with great Sicknefs, Thirft,. and Lofs of Appetite; the 
Tongue is white, but not dry. There is a little Cough, a 
‘Fleavinefs of the Head and Eyes, and a continual Sleepinefs.. 
There is a Sneezing and a Swelling of the Eye-lids, a ferous 
Humour oft diftils from the Nofe and Eyes, which are certain 
Signs the Eruption is at hand. Inthe F ace the Spots are {mail, 
but on the Breaft broad and red, not rifing above the Surface 
a the Skin.

 Thefe Symptoms continue and increafe till the fourth, fome- 
times the fifth Day, at which Time Spots like Flea-bites appear, 
increafing in Number and Magnitude, and in-fome Places run 
together, rendering the Face varioufl fpotted.

Vomiting, Difficulty of Swallowing, and a Delirium. If pe- 
techial Spots, or miliary Eruptions fupervene, there is great Dan- 
ger. -A continual Cough, a Loofenefs, and great Inquietude 
are bad. Profufe Sweats are no good Sign. When the Difeafe 


is ended, if the Cough and Hoarfenefs remain, a Con/umption and . 


Heéic will follow, without fpeedy Affiftance.

As to the Remedies; to thofe cooling anes which are directed 
in the Small-Pox, muft be added, fuch/as abate the Cough, and 
help Expedtoration ; particularly the Oily Linétus and Peétoral 
Infufion, of which, with the Addition of a little Nitre, the Pa- 
tient may drink plentifully. 

Sydenham was not cautious enough, in giving Diacodium on 
the firft Days of the Hlnefs; becaule it thickens the Humours, 
ftraitens the Breaft and retards the Eruption of the Puftules.

Then there is Pain 
in the Fauces, which increafes as the Puftules grow turgid. 

On the eighth Day the Spaces between the Puftules which 
hitherto were white, begin to grow red and fwell, and to be af- 
fected with a tenfive Pain. ‘The Eyelids are puffed up, and clofe 
the Eyes; next to the Face, the Hands begin to {well, and the 
Fingers are diftended; the Puftules of the Face, before fmooth 
and red, begin to be rough, (the firft Sign of Maturation) and

Honey-Comb. — 

The Inflammation of the Face and Hands being now at the 
Height, the Interftices between the Puftules are of the Colour of 
Damafk Rofes; and the more mild the Difeafe is, the greater is 
the Likenefs. 

The Puftules about the Face, as they ripen, grow more rough 
and yellow. But on the Hands and the other Parts of the Body, 
they grow whiter and lefs rough. | 

On the eleventh Day the Swelling of the Face and Infamma- 
tion difappear, the Puftules being ripe and of the Size of a large 
Pea, grow dry and fall off. ig 


On the fourteenth ot fifteenth Day they perifh entirely; ex- 


cept fome obftinate Puftules on the Hands, which continue a 
Day or two longer, and then break.

~The Malignity appearing in various Forms, has given various 

Appellations to the Small-Pox ; but the Differences which have 
_ fallen under my’ Obfervation, are thefe that follow ; the Cry/fai- 
Tine, the arty, and the Bloody. ae Sid 
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The Puftules of the Cry/talline, inftead of thick, well-digefted 


Matter, contain nothing but a thin, pale Water, and are in fome 
meafure pellucid. And this Sort is fometimes obferved in the 
diftiné? as well as the confluent. Sometimes the Fluid flies off 
and leaves hollow Bladders. 

‘The warty Puftules contain no. Fluid, but grow hard and 
prominent above the Skin, like Warts: Thefe are peculiar to 
the di/finé? Sort. a 

The bloody Puftules are produced more Ways than one. Far, 
fometimes at the very Beginning of the Difeafe, the Puftules are 
{mall Tubercles full of blackifh Blood, as if the Skin were pinched 
with a Forceps. Then purple and livid Spots follow, fuch as are 
defcribed in the true Plague. But it more frequently happens, 
that the Puftules. coming out very thick, on the third or fourth 
Day, after, when they ought to fill, become vid and a Uitile 
bloody, with black Spots {pread over the whole Body; which 
forebode Death ina Day or two, being real Gangrenes, It very 
often falls out at this Time, that a thin Blood flows not only out 
of the Patient’s Mouth, Nofe, and Eyes, but alfo by every Out- 
Jet of the Body, more efpecially by the urinary Pailages, as it 
does fometimes. on the firft Days of the Diftemper. “Dhefe are 


‘manifeftly of : the. confluent Sort. 


In the Management ot the Patient inthe di/finé? Sort, Regard 
fhould be had to the Seafon of the Year, and the Strength of the 
Patient. Let this be.a general Rule, To keep the Patient in Bed 
during the firft Days of the Diftemper, taking care to defend 
him from the Inclemency of the Winter by proper Means; and 
te moderate the exceflive Heat in Summer by cool Air.. For the 
Patient ought not to be ftifled by Heat and Cloaths, nor fhould 
the Eruption and Perfpiration be checked by Cold. However, 
great Care ought to be taken in general to fupply. him with pure 
and cool Air; becaufe a hot Air caufes Difficulty of Breathing, 
checks the, Secretion of Urine; and:increafes.the Number of 
Puftules on the internal Organs of the Body; the Confequence 
whereof we may juftly apprehend to be Lxflammations, Suffocations, 
and towards the.End of the Difeafe Gangrenes. 


— With regard to Dirt, it ought tobe very flender, moiften- 
ing and cooling; fuch as Oatmeal or Barley-Gruel; and in the. 
Beginning, the beft Regimen is that which keeps the Body open, 
and promotes Urine. This End is obtained by boiling preferved 

Fruits with their Food, fuch as Figs, Damafcene Piums, and 
Lamarinds, and by giving them fubacid Liquors for Drink; as 
Small Becr actdulated with Orange cr Lemon Juice, Whey turned 
with Apples, boiled in Milk; Emulfions made with Barley Water 
end Almonds; Mofelle, or Rhenifh Wine plentifully diluted with 

Water; or any other Things ofthis Kind, When 
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When this Sort of Diet did not keep the Body open, the 
- Arabian Phyficians. preferibed Manna, but fparingly. For the 
keeping the Body ge in the Beginning is a moft important Advice, 
if the making of Urine alfo be promoted, fo as to difcharge it 
plentifully. EAD. | 

In the Cure, Sydenham directs Bleeding on any of the three 
firft Days to nine or ten Ounces; and then an Ounce, or an 
Ounce and an half of Emetic Wine. But fome Phyficians will not 
allow a Vomit by any Means, unlefs there is a Naufea, and the 
Head is much affected. Yet Hoffman judges it to be proper on 
the firft Day of the Invafion, and prefcribes two Grains of Zme- 
tic Tartar diflolved in Cinnamon Water, to Adults. 
_ Mead, in the firft place, advifes Bleeding even to Children,. 
and affirms, that when they are feized with Convulfions at the 
Onfet of this Difeafe, fome Evacuation ought to be made, which 
_ may be done fafely by Leeches applied to the Temples, or be- 
hind the Ears. Likewife, if Blood cannot be drawn from the 
Arm, in younger Subje@ts, either of the Jugulars may be open- 
ed without any Inconvenience. 

That Regard is to be had to the Patient’s Strength is allowed, 
but the Weaknefs is feldom fo great as not to allow fome Lofs of 
Blood. And when the Pulfe is low, becaufe the vital Fluid is 
not propelled from the Heart with due Force, ariling from a 
Thicknefs of the Blood; by removing the Oppreffion, the 
Patient’s Strength is obferved even to increafe with the Bleeding. 

_ In Youths and Adults, it is often neceflary to take away Blood 
two or three Times, only with an Intermiffion of two or three 
Days between each Time. Blood-letting is fo far from being 
an Obftacle to the Eruption to the Puftules, if the Patient is not 
too weak, that it forwards it confiderably. When the vaft Num- 
ber of {mall Puftules foreboded a Difeafe of the worft Kind, the 
Face of Affairs has been fo remarkably changed upon one or 
two Bleedings, that the Puftules increafed in Size, and diminifhed 
in Number. It alfo prevents a Delirium, Convulfionsy Difficulty 
of Breathing, and the like. Bleeding may be ufed at all Times. 
when the Violence of the Fever:requires it, and the Patient is 
able to bear it. | 

_ A Phrenfy coming on the fourth Day of the Eruption’has been 
juftly efteemed a fatal Omen; yet many have been faved by 
drawing Blood immediately, and then throwing in a Clhy/er. 

After BLEEDING, a Vomit fhould be given, if the Stomach 
abounds with Phiegm or Bile, or be loaded with Food unfeafonably 
taken. Otherwife a Purge may be prefcribed before the Eruption 
of the Puftules. Which may be the Infufion of Sena with 1Zgn- 
na, or Manna alone, efpecially for Children; for no Difturbance 
is to be raifed in the Body. Meap. [Hoffman

Dr. Cameron obferves, that in the milder Kind of the Small- 
Pox the Fever .is fepatated by two perfe& Intermiffions ; ‘and 
though in the malignant Sortithey run into each other, yet thé

miffon.. The Fir/? of thefe isthe Fever of De/pumation, caunfed 
by the circulating variolous Matter. The BufinefS of this is to 
protrude: the. Matter, tothe’ Surface of the ‘Body, and ‘the com- 
plete Eruption. is. its Crifis.. Now asno Patient ‘ever died for 
Want ofa fuficiént, Eruption, Nature at this Time needs a — 
Bridle,-and very feldom aSpur; becaufe the Danger is meafured 
cateris: paribus by the Number of the Puftules“ Therefore in 
this Fever,it will be proper to keep the Patient low, and to be 
very free in the Ufe of Nitre, or vegetable or mineral Acids, ac=

~ "The-next Fever is that of Maturation, caufed by the ftationary 
vatiolous Matter; the Intention of which is to ripen it into lau- — 

dable Pus. The Time of the complete Production of this is the 

fecond Crifis. Here Broths, Gellies, Jmall vinous Liquors, thé 

Lark, and Myrrh, are ufeful and neceflary. © But the Method of 

preventing bad Symptoms, which in the Courfe of twenty Years 
Experience [ have found to be of great Ufe, is as follows: On 
’ : | | the.o 
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the Day before the Face is expected to fink, the Arms and Legs 
muft be wrapt up lightly in a /uppurating Cerate, for Inftance, 
the Citrine, {pread on Linnen Rollers, and tacked together fo as 
to make one continuous Plafter. ‘This greatly facilitates the 
Tranflation of the acrid Serum from the Face and Head to the 


Limbs, promotes the Suppuration of it when tranflated, and - 


prefently removes the burning Pain, which is ufually fo mfup- 
portable in thofe Parts, at this Time,of the Difeafe.. In lefs than 
an Hour after the Application of thefe. Platters, adult Patients 
have cried out joyfully, they were in LHeaven. The Pu/ftules 
as far as the Plafter reached, have fometimes ripened and filled 
with laudable Pus even to burfting; and this dangerous Period 
has paffed over without an alarming Symptom. . 

The third Fever is that of Retraceffion. The Operation and 
-Crifis of this are various, both as to Time and the Manner of 
Termination; therefore the Medicines muft be varied accord- 
ingly. This is caufed by the Retroceffion of the morbid Matter 
from the Skin, and is commonly called the Secondary Fever. 
"There are two Kinds of this Matter, the Pus, and a cau/iic Se- 
rum; which laft colours the Bafis of the Puftules, and has been 
ftagnating and corrupting there ever fince the Eruption. ,, ‘The 
concoéted Pus is never reforbed, . nor could it excite fuch a dan- 
gerous Feyer if it were. But the very moment the Bafes of the 
‘Pujftules lofe their fiery Colour, this Fever kindles as with a Flafh 
of Lightning. Hence it is highly. probable, the.cauftic Acri- 
mony of the reforbed Serum is the Caufe of this Fever. Bleeding 
at this Juncture, tho’ recommended by high Authority,, is very 
improper; but it, will be convenient to. preferibe mitrous Abfor- 
hents, Ancleptics, and Plenty of diluting, abforbent Liquors. 
This Method, in feemingly defperate cafes, has fucceeded be- 
yond Expectation, The Hurricane on the eleventh Day, has 
gradually fubfided, and ended in a perfect Calm by the fifteenth, 
without Bliftering or Bleeding. CAMERON. e 
"When the Eruption of the Puftules is compleated, which ge- 
nerally happens on the fixth Day from the Attack, let the Patient 
take an Ounce of Diacodium every, Evening till the tenth Day 
‘after the Invafion. On that Night, . if the Small-Pox be of the 
confluent Kind, the Dofe muft be increafed to an Ounce and a 
half; and an Ounce in the Morning 5 and fo an Ounce and half 
every Night till the Patient is recovered. 

If the Diacodium fhould not agree with the Patient, he may 
take liquid Laudanum, viz. xviij. Drops for 3}. of the Syrup, and 
‘xxv Drops for Z ifs. But it is to be noted, that if the Paregoric 
taken twice in a Day is not fufficient to appeafe the Commotion, 
which often happens towards the End, in the Smal/-Pox which 

ta remarkably 
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remarkably run together, then it is to be given every cighth 
‘Hour, or oftner if there be Occafion. ' 
But in the di/finé? Sort, it will be fufficient to give a Paregoric — 
every Evening, and in a lefler Dofe, after the compleat Eruption © 
of the Puftules. | 
Yet whatever are the Sort, and at whatever Time of the — 
Difeafe a Phrenfy fhall happen, it is to be curbed by Paregoricks, 
given one after another till the End is obtained, only waiting to — 
fee the Effe& of one Dofe before another is ordered. SypENH. 
Medicines that procure Sleep, fays Mead, are not to be ufed 
over haftily ;° for all Anodynes in fome meafure obftru& the Sepa- 
ration of the morbific Matter from the Blood, unlefs the Pain 
happens to be exceffive: And moreover, if the Violence of the : 
Fever has raifed a Delirium, they generally make it worfe. 
‘Wherefore, it is not proper to employ them till the Eruption of 
the Puftules is compleated; and then; they may be adminiftered 
with Safety. T’hefe Medicines agree not fo well with Infants, 
but Adults may take a Dofe of Thebaic Tinéure every Evening,- 
and in Cafes of great Inguietude, the Dofe may be repeated in — 
the Morning. For the Suppuration of the Matter flagnating in 
the Puftules, is forwarded with Quiet and Sleep. But if towards _ 
the End of the Difeafe the Patient happens to be feized with 
| Shortnefs of Breath, or Danger of choaking from vifcid Slime, 
thefe Medicines are to be entirely prohibited. 
in the mean time, if the Patient is coffive, which is generally 
the Cafe, and the Fever continues, the Body is to be opened 
with a Clyfter every fecond or third Day, 
Lf this Methed'is proper in the Diftin Small-pox, it will ‘Be 
found mere neceffary in the Confluent, which is attended with greater 
Fear and Danger. | ee 
In. the Cry/falline Sort of the malignant Small-Pox the Water 
of the Puftules can never be brought to a laudable Suppuration. 
‘Therefore, while the thinner Parts are’ made to  tran{pire 
through the Skin, the grofler ought to be drawn off through 
the Urinary Paffages, by diuretic Medicines. To this Purpofe 
Nitre may be adminiftered three or four times a Day, from a 
Scruple to half a dramin {mall Wine, which is the only Sort that 
agrees with this Difeafe, till towards the End, and then the Pa- 
tient may be allowed a little Canary, or any other foft or gene= 
rous Wine, to fupport his Strength. While Nitre is thus taken, 
it will be right to interpofe’ Medicines which cherifh the Heart, 
and premote the Flux * of the Humour into the Puftules, fuch as 
Ralegh’s Cordial, or the Cordial Confection ; the Bezordic Powder, 
- fometimes with a little Saffron, and the plain Spirit of fHari’s-horn,

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Befides thefe, on the fifth or fixth Day of the Eruption, Bli/~ 
ters are to be applied between the Shoulders, and to the Arms 
and Legs. For which purpofe the dljering Epithem is mott 
convenient. By thus di/charging the Serofities, the Fever which 
increafes when there is no farther Derivation of Humours to the 
Skin, is feafonably prevented. 

The Warty Small-pox is more dangerous than the Cry/fal- 
line, becaufe the Matter of the Difeafe being too thick, can ncither 
fuppurate nor pafs off by Urine. Wherefore it is neceflary to 
ufe the utmoft Endeavours to take offthe Fever, and to provoke a@ 
Sweat, in order to digeft the morbid Humour, by the Cordial 
Medicines above mentioned, And Bliffers ought to be applied in 
this Cafe likewife. But the Arabian Phyficians pronounced this 
Sort of the Difeafe to be always fatal. 

The Bloody Small-pox requires peculiar Attention. Now in 
this Sort, if any good can arife from Phyfic, thofe Medicines bid 
faireft for Succefs, which by their Styptzczty in fome Meafure 
thicken the Blood, and fo check it, that it cannot break through 
even the fmalleft Arteries. The beft of this Kind are the Peru- 
- vian Bark, Alum, and Oil of Vitriel; which are beft ufed al- 
ternately in this Manner. A Dram of the Bark may be given every 
fixth Hour ; and three Hours after a proper Quantity of luz. 
It will be avery powerful Medicine if thus compounded; Melt 
three Parts of Alum with one Part of Dragon’s Blood, over the 
Fire, and when the Mafs is grown cold, reduce it to a Powder, 
a Scruple of which made into a Bolus with Conferve of Rofes, 
will be a proper Dofe. The moft convenient Manner of giving 
the Oil of Vitriol, is in the Tinéture of Rofes; of which Tindfure 
five or fix Spoonfuls may be taken feveral Times in a Day ; and 
the Patient’s common Drink may be acidulated with it, efpe- 

cially if Purple or Black Spots appear interfperfed among the 
Puftules. And this Medicine will be of great Service not only 
in the Blsedy, but in all other Sortslikewife, accompanied with : 
thefe Spots; Bliffers in this Cafe are fafe enough when a Delj- | 
rium requires their Application.

In every Sort of this Difeafe, it is proper to opex the Body on 
the Decline, that is, on the ninth or tenth Day from the Erup~ 
tion, becaufe a putrid Fever generally comes on about that time, 
while the Puftules are drying, or upon the Sublidence of the 
Swelling of the inflamed Skin where there is no Suppuration, 
which Fever cannot be taken of with equal Safety by anv othr:

‘This fometimes has run till the twenty-fourth Day of the Difeafe,

This Putrid Fever is by Sydenham called the fecondary Fever, 
which comes on with Heat, Inquietude, Toffing, &c. and, un- | 
lefs prevented, takes off the Patient in two or three Days.

“to her Time, the greater Rifque fhe runs. Yet there have been fre- 
‘quentInftances of both Mother and Child doing well. A good deal 
‘depends on the Time of the Difeafe when the Abortion happens;

of the Puftules; the more Danger it occafions. . Wherefore, if the 
Efflux be more than Nature ufually requires, the Medicines pro-- 
pofed in the bloody Smail-pox are to be given.

‘There is 
likewife a Vomiting, or a perpetual Reaching to vomit, with 
frequent bilious Stools, a Coldnefs of the Extremities, internal 
Heat, and cardialgic Anxiety. This Fever is either acute, or 
very acute. In this the Symptoms are more violent, the bilious 
Purging upwards and downwards is very plentiful, joined to a 
Cardialgia with Fainting. Tt generally kills before the feventh 
Day; with an Inflammation of the Stomach and Duodenum ; the 
Signs of which are, a fixed igneous Heat about the Precovdia, 
with a Coldnefs of the Extremities, high Inquietude and Anxi- : 
ety, a Hiccup, and a plentiful Eru@tation of Bile and falival 
Liquor, a Jaundice-Colour of the Countenance, anda Hippo- 
cratic Face. 

Some are not fo acute, but run a greater Length, with now 
and then a Remiffion, and perhaps an Tntermnithiorl: aiid have an 
Exacerbation, with Vomiting, Anxiety, and’ Coldnefs every other 
Day, or every third Day, and ought te be called continual Quo- | 
tidians or Tertians.

There were no critical Days, nor any certain Duration of the — 


‘Fever, which was longer or fhorter according to the Method of 
‘Cure. It commonly changed to an Intermittent, if proper Means 


were ufed: But if it became Continual, it was alway$ dangerous. — 


It attended every Campaign, but was moft frequent in the hot 
“Summers of 1743 and 1747. : 


The Brrrous Fevers of low, marfhy Countries, in the End 


of Fuly 1748, while the Days were {ultry, but the Nights cool — 


and foggy, feized feveral Men at once with a burning Heat and 


violent Head-ach, preceded in fome by a fhort and flight Chilli- 


nefs. ‘There was an intenfe Thirft, an Aching of the Bones, a 
Pain of the Back, great Laffitude and Inquietude, frequently a — 


 Naujfea, Sicknefs or Pain about the Pit of the Stomach ; fome- 


times vomiting a green or yellow Bile of an offenfive Smell. The — 
Pulfe at firft was generally depreffed, but full after Bleeding. — 


Some had their Heads fo fuddenly and violently affected, that 


“they ran about in a wild Manner like mad Men. But the Solu- — 
tion of the Fit by a Sweat difcovered the true Nature of their — 


Delirium. 


Two were feized at once by the violent Symptoms of an ~ 
ardent Fever, and tho’ they were fpeedily and plentifully blooded, _ 
they were both in a high Delirium in an Hour’s Time, whieh _ 


continued for fome’ Hours, and went off in profufe Sweats, 
under which all the other Symptoms either abated or vanifhed. 
The next Day about the fame Hour the Paroxyfm returned, and 
in fix or feven Hours run the fame Courfe. Some had not the 
“Paroxyfms fo diftinct; for the hot Fits were long and followed 


by imperfect Sweats, affording little Relief. Sometimes the Fever — 


had daily Intermiffions, but in general it only remitted, and the 


~ Remiffions were often very imperceptible. A few Returns of © 
thefe Paroxyfms reduced the ftrongeft Men fo low that they were — 


not able to rife. Some became quite delirious at once, and 
would have thrown themfelves out of the Windows, or into the 
Water, if not hindered. This continued fome Hours, after 
which the Patient falling into a profound Sleep, awaked quite 
fenfible; but with an intolerable Head-ach. The Fever in 
others appeared in’a continued or remitting Form, and had criti- 


cal Sweats about the ninth Day, after which it became a regular 


‘Intermittent. A few had a Cri/is by Stool or Urine; and there 


were fome who were ill about three Weeks, without any fenfible 


-Intermiffion; after which the Fever ended with a few quotidian 
Paroxy{ms; thefe had a continual Moifture over their Bodies. 
‘Some had bilious Vomitings at firft, and feveral voided round 
“Worms both Ways. . Profufe Sweats had always a putrid Smell, 


and the Difcharge from the Blifters was intolerably offenfive.

‘their End. All had a cadaverous Smell before they died, and 
Jivid Spots immediately after Death.

Hoffman; in the Cure of the Bilious Fevers mentioned by him, » 


would have'the cauttic Acrimony of the bilious Juices abated and 
fheathed by abforbent Powders and Nitre, which fhould be taken 
in\a fufficient Quantity of a Liquid, and often repeated. He 
likewife recommends Emulfions of Almonds, of the cold Seeds; 
Elder-Flower-W ater, Rofe-Water, ce. As alfo Jellies of Harts- 
horn, Milk and Water, Oil of Sweet Almonds, fweet Whey, 
Chicken-Broth ; becaufe they are very proper to drive away the

A Loofenefs is the leaft favourable Crifis; yet if there are 
Colic Pains, or a Tenfion of the Belly, attended with Drynefs 
of the Skin, it will be proper to procure Stools by a Clyfter, or 


a gentle Laxative, fuch as the Infufion of Rhubarb with Manna; 


which is to be repeated as the Patient can bear it. 

The Camp and Marsn Fevers have the Uke Cure as well 
as Symptoms. However, when the Mar/h Fever is of the ardent 
Kind it requires large Bleeding ; but in general, as the Humours 
in this have a very pu’ id Tendency, it will not bear fo much as 
that of the Camp. In moft Cafes it is neceflary to open a Vein 
on the firft Attack, or on the next Day, if there is no Inter- 
miffion. But repeated Bleedings, unlefs the Signs of an Inflam~ 
mation were evident, will be apt to render the Fever, more ma- 
lignant. Bleeding is not always neceflary upon a Relapfe, or 
after the Weather grows cool, when there is no Infammation 
er perfect Remiffions. :

Tt HE principal Symptoms of. a Canfus are, a Heat almoft 
| burning to the Touch, moft remarkable about the vital Parts; 
but more moderate towards the Extremities, which are even — 
fometimes cold: The Breath is-extremely hot ; there is'a Dry- — 
ne/s of the whole Skin, Noftrils, Mouth, and Tongue. The 
Refpiration is thick, difficult, and quick; the Tongue is dry, 
yellow, black, parched, and rough; the Thirft is unquenchable; 
there is loathing of Food, a Naufea and Vomiting ; an Anxiety, — 
Inquietude, and great Laffitude; a little Cough, a fhrill Voice, 
a Delirium, a Phrenfy, a continual Watching or a Coma, Con- 
vulfions; and on the odd Days an Exacerbation of the Fever. 
BoERHAAVE. : | 
In this temperate Climate thefe Sort of Fevers are very rare; 
thofe that are more common among us are the burning Sangui- 
neous, or the continual bilious Fevers without Remiffion. i 
This begins without any remarkable Coldnefs or Shivering, 
with great Heat, Thirft, Watching, Anxiety and Inquietude. 
In fanguineo-bilious Conftitutions, and in Bodies full of hot bi- 
lious Blood, they terminate on critical Days in Health or Death, 
being firft preceded with a si They terminate in a falu- 
tary Manner, with a Sweat ora leeding at the Nofe. 
On the third and fourth Day it often proves mortal; it feldom 
exceeds the /eventh, if violent. 

It is often terminated by an Hemorrhage, which, if fmall on the 
third and fourth Day, it is a fatal Sign. It is beft if it happens on 
a critical Day. 

A Solution of this Fever on a critical Day, may alfo be by Vo- 
miting, Stool, Sweat, Urine, or {pitting thick Phlegm. If. the 

. Exacerbation of this Difeafe happens on the /econd or fourth Day, 
it is a bad Sign; on the /ixth, not fo bad. 

_ The Urme black, fmall in Quantity, and thin, is fatal; fo 

“As [pitting or piffing of Blood. A Difficulty of fwallowing is a 
bad Sign; but the wor/# of all is Coldnets of the extreme Parts.

To appeafe Thirfi in this Difeafe, and to moi/ten the Tongue 
and parched Fauces, there is nothing better than fweet Whey, in 
a Quart of which half a Dram of pure Nitre has been diflolved.

thrown up, it is of the dz/zous Kind: Befides thefe, great Anxiety, 
Pain in the Back and Lois, and an uneafy Laffitude in all the 
Limbs. 
About twelve Hours after the Invafion, the Tongue is dry, 
harfh, rough, and difcoloured, with infatiable Thir/?, there is a 


~ Sorenefs all over the Body, great Re/fleffne/s and a Delirium. 


In the Jaf Stage the Patient labours under a great Coma, Op- 
preffion of the Pracordia, heaving of the Lungs, an interrupted 
Refpiration, Tremblings of the Tendons, Convulfions, and cold 
clammy Sweats. | | 

It ufually terminates in a favourable Crifis, or the Death of the. 
Patient about the fourth Day after the Attack. | 

The regular Crifis generally difcovers itfelf by a Suffujion of the 
Bile all over the Surface of the Body about the third Day. The

Hence it is reafonable to con- 
clude, that the Difeafes are of the fame Nature; add to thefe, that 
the Prognajtics and Cure of both Difeafes are the fame; as allo 
the Bodies of Pleuritics having been opened, the Lungs have al- 
ways been inflamed.

Generally the more violent the Rigor or Horror is at the At- — 
tack, the more violent the fucceeding Fever will be, which will 
in fome meafure guide us in drawing of Blood.

A ftrong, throbbing, thick Pulfe, always indicates farther 
Bleeding, at leaft till the Patient breathes more eafily, or a free 
Expectoration of laudable Matter is obtained. It often happens 
that the Pulfe at the very Beginning feems obfcure and opprefiéd, 
irregular, fluggifh, and fometimes iatermitting, with Weaknefs 
and Oppreflion. But this does not arife from-the Defect, but 
from the too great Quantity of Blood ; for the Blood Veffels be- 
ing over-loaded and dittended, cannot act with fuffcient Vigour, 
This is fucceeded with a dreadful Train of § ymptoms, and eyen 
Death itfelf, if not prevented with fufficient leeding. 
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In fome very violent Peripneumonies, an immediate and excef- 


- five Weaknefs comes on, with an inexpreffible Anxiety and Op-. 


preflion of the Breaft; a very fmall, weak, trembling Pulfe; 
Coldnefs of the Extremities, with clammy, coldifh, partial Sweats, 
the Eyes ftaring, fixed and inflamed, the Face bloated, and al- 
moft livid. This has foon been followed with a Stupor, Def- 
rium, and fometimes with a compleat Paraplegia. 

Some Kinds of Peripneumonies will not bear large Bleeding, 


_efpecially the Epidemic or Malignant. ‘The Pulfe and Strenoth 


of thefe Patients have*funk to a furprizing Degree, and the Dit- 
eafe has turned into a fort of a nervous Fever, with great Tre- 
mors, Subfultus Tendinum, profufe Sweats, or an atra-bilious 
Diarrheea, with a black Tongue, Coma or Delirium; though at the 
Beginning the Pulfe feemed to be full and throbbing, and the Pain, 
Cough, and Oppreffion fo very urgent as to indicate Bleeding 
pretty ftrongly. In thefe Cafes the Blood was feldom buffy to 
any confiderable Degree, butcommonly very florid, of a very 
loofe and foft Confiftence, or very dark-coloured, and coated with 
a thin and bluith or greenifh Film, under which was a foft, 


 greenith Gelly, and a dark, livid Cruor at the Bottom. Some- 
"times the Coat was much thicker and more tough, but of a pale 


red Colour, refembling the Cornelian Stone, or a dilute Gelly 
of red Currants. When the Blood is thus diffolyed, abftain

Whensthe Peripneumonic Symptoms continue for four or five. 
Days or more, we may juftly fear an Abfcefs or a Mortification, 
and little Advantage is to be expected from farther bleeding. But 


‘if the Pain returns with Violence after having ceafed a confidera- 


‘ble ‘Time, it is a Sign that a new Inflammation is forming, which 
indicates bleeding as much as the primary, but not in the fame 
Degree. The Strength ofthe Patient and Pulfe, the Violence 
of the Pain and Difficulty of Refpiration, are, in a great Meafure, 
to determine the Quantity. When the Pulfe and Strength feem to 
require ‘bleeding, Cupping on the Shoulders will relieve the 
Breaft and Head.

At the Clofe, the whole depends on a well-regulated Diet. A 
‘Toaft with diluted Red Port Wine, mulled with Seville Orange- 
Peel, Mace or Cinnamon, and well acidulated, may be very ufeful. 
Bijlers are feldom beneficial in this Cafe, but often mifchievous. 

A very thin yellow Spitting, either fhows that nothing but the 
thinneft Part of the Blood is ftrained through the Arteries of the 
Lungs; or that the whole Mafs of Blood begins to diflolve, 
its bilious Principles highly exalted, and that all tends to a 
general Putrefaction. It is commonly attended with a violent 
Cough, and Expedtoration is performed with exceeding great =

the Rupture of the Veflels; particularly when the Tongue ap- 
pears very red, dry, fmooth, and fhining, with a kind of Huid 
ladders at the Top. 

The concodted Matter of inflammatory Obftrufions of the 
Lungs is partly {pit off, and partly carried off by thick, turbid 
Urine in large Quantities, depofiting much reddith or yellow-co- 
foured Sediment ; and fometimes partly by bilious Stools. No- 
thing promotes this Urine, and thefe Stools, more effectually than 
laxative Clyfters. Sometimes the morbid Matter is critically 
tranflated to the Legs, to the great Relief of the Breaft; and 
therefore, in fevere Pulmonic Ditorders, a Derivation of the 
Humours to the Legs may be attempted by tepid Bathing and 
Blifers, ‘The Difcharge from the ulcerated Blifters muft not be

It difcovers itfelf firft by a Kind of Lame- — 


nefs, or an Inftability of one of the Legs, which they draw after 


them in a ridiculous Manner, nor can they hold the Arm of the © 


fame Side ftill for a Moment; for if they lay it on their Breaft, © 
or any other part of their Body, it is prefently forced away from 


thence by a Convulfive Motion, whether they will or not. If — 


they are defirous of drinking, before they can bring the Cup. to

their Mouth, they ufe a thoufand odd Gefticulations like a — 


Mountebank ; for they cannot bring their Hand in.a direct Jine 
to their Mouth, but it is forced this way and that, till at length 
af they have the good Fortune to hit the Mark, they throw the

In a convulfive Paroxyfm the Limbs are ftrangely agitated with — 


various different Poftures and Motions ; fometimes the Hands are | 


put behind them as if they defigned to fit upon them, and fooen 


after they feem to be beating the Air; then their Legs will be 


drawn hither and thither as ifthey were dancing fome antic 
Dance. Sometimes they will bend their Backs like a Bow, at the

_ After the Fit, fome are inexpreffibly weak; fome faint away» 
ethers fall into a deep Sleep; in others, again, the Pit is termi-. 
nated with EruCtations, Wind, Vomiting, and throwing out 
Plenty of Water. Very often a Mucus diftils from the Nofe, or 
~ Blood iffues from thence, or from the Uterus or hemarrhoidal 
Pein. Some, in coming to themfelves, make a great Clamour, 
and the Kes 

Thefe Perfons have generally unguiet Sleep, and full of Dread 
and Terror, an uncertain Appetite, their Bodies generally a little 
 coftive; they fweat with Difficulty, but are fubject to great 
- Paffions of the Mind. The Acceflions of the Fits £cep exace 
Pace with the Phafes of the Moon. I have known fome afflicted 
only certain Months of the Year. In Women they precede or 
accompany the Eruption of the Menfes. They are moft frequent 
and worft after Meals ; and are eafily excited by the Paifions of 
the Mind. 

The Fits are generally preceded with a Coldnefs of the Feet 
and Limbs, or a Kind of tingling Senfation; which alfo affe&s 
the Os Coceygis, and like cold Air afcends up the /pinal Marrow 5 
there is a diftended Aatulent Pain in the left Hypochondriumn, 
and fuch a Conftipation of the Body, that neither Wind nor 
Excrements can make their Exit, nor will the Avus admit 2

can be made, or at leaft, but little, and thin and white. In 
others, the Acceffion begins with Yawning, Stretching, Asxiety 
about the Heart; a hard, unequal contracted Pulfe, the Heart-" 
burn, Naufea, Vomiting, Palpitations of the Heart, Difficulty 
of Swallowing, Pains of the Head, Teeth, Noife in the Ears, 
‘Though this is a terrible Difeafe, it never kills fuddenly. When. 
-jtis recent, the Perfon young, and otherwife of a good Conftitu- 
tion, there is the greateft Hopes of afpeedy Cure. If the ufual 
Evacuations of. Blood by the Uterus or Hemorrhoids are fup~ 
preffed, their return will either mitigate, or cure the Difeafe. 
On the contrary, if the Humours are thick and impure, the 
Suppreffion obftinate, their Temperament inclining to great 
Senfibility, the Age advanced, or the Difeafe hereditary, or 
become habitual, the Cure is difficult. Sometimes, through ill 
Management, it degenerates into an Epilep/y or bypochondriac. 
Melancholy ; and thofe that die of it, go off apspleciic.

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Tt is moft commonly a flight Evil, and generally feizes weak 
Habits of Body; Girls more frequently than Boys, and feldom — 
Adults. Wherefore I never found it difficult to be cured by the — 
cold Bath and chalybeate. Medicines. Some Phyficians have tried 
in vain to cure thefe Diforders by Sydenham’s Method, for want: — 
of attending to their periodical Return, according to the Phajfes 
of the Moon. (I knew a lufty Girl, about five Years of Age, — 
whofe Convulfions were: fo flrong and frequent, that her Life 
was almoit defpaired of ; after Evacuations, and other Medicines, 
fhe continued well for a few Days, but was feized again at the, 
full Moon with a moft violent Fit: After this, the Difeafe kept 
Pace with the Tides; fhe lay fpeechlefs during the whole Time 
of Flood, and recovered upon the Ebb. This continued till the 
New Moon; then a dry Scab, the Confequence of a Blifter on 
the Crown of her Head broke, from whence ran a confiderable 
Quantity of limpid Serum, and this Running being encouraged, 
the Fits returned no more.

Stage of this Difeafe, when the Lungs, Trachea, 
and Glands, throughout the whole pulmonary Tube, are ftuffed with 
a pituitous Matter, feparated from the Mats of Blood, and the Pa- 
tient is affiGted with a continual Cough, efpecially in the Night- 
time, all proper Methods muft be ufed to ftop the Influx of this 
Catarrh, and to conco& the Humours already impacted. 

Firft, Blood muft be taken from the Arm, from fix to ten Oun-

Such are the Vomice or Abfceffes of the Lungs, proceeding from 
Inflammaticns, from {pitting of Blood, froma thick Matter which 
cannot be expeCtorated. Of the Pleura, from an’ inflammation, 
from a Wound therein, healed outwardly but open inwardly; 
from a Bruife, or'a concealed Rupture of ic, turning to Pus. Of 
the Diaphragm, when, after an Inflammation, it fuppurates, and 
_ breaks on its upper Part. Alfo of the Mdediaftinum and Pericar- 
dium affe@ted in the like Manner. HOME 
~ An Empyema may be forefeen from an Inflammation of any

Aliments which cannot be fufficiently changed by the’ digeftive 
and afimilating Faculties :. fuch are the farinaceous and legumi- 
nous Foods, and Things that are erofs, fibrous, fat, acrid, aque 
ous and vifcid. “Phings’in their own Nature’ indigeftible, as’ 
Turf, Chalk, Lime, ‘Coal, Sand, &¢. By a Defeét of bodily 
Motion, from Reft, Lavinets;' or too much Sleep. By too great 
a Weaknefs or Rigidity’ of the Organs of Digeftion; or by a 
Fault in the Fluids themfelves not to be eafily rectified. Many 
Things my contribute to thefe Defeéts, fuch as all profufé 
Evacuations and Secretions, of what Kind foever; a Vomiting, 
Loofenefs, B! loody Flux, Hzmorrhages, Schirrous Diforders of 
any of the Vifcera, a Peteheien of T hings which ought to be 
evacuated. 
_ Hence it is evident that théve Oates act, be diminithing the 
Solids or ftuffing them with Humours which ate apt to ftagnate ;

The Nourifhment of the whole Body may be hindered, bya

and the Prognoftics may be gathered from the Confideration of 
the Caufe, Ticeabes er the, Rateas and, De egree of the Difeafe. 

The Cure fometimes requires a Corretion of the too acid 
Fluid, and a moderate Infpifftion thercor: When it is tenacious 
and flagnating, it muft-be-diffolved and rendered fluxile. But the 
Medicines, muft be varied according tothe various Caufes from 
whence thefe two F aults arife.

The firft State of this Difeafe begins with unufual Lazinefs, 


fpontaneous Wearinefs, the Patient loves to be in a fitting or — 


Tying Pofture; there is a Pain in all the Mufcles, as if he was 


over tired, efpecially of the Legs and Loins; when he wakes | 


in the Morning all his Joints and Mufcles feem to be tired and 
bruifed. . . | 


In the fecond State, the Gums. f{well, grow painful, hot and» 


itching, and bleed upon the leaft Preflure; the Roots of the 
‘Teeth become bare and loofe; he feels Pains in all the external 
and internal Parts of the Body, imitating Diftempers proper to 
the various Parts. | 


In the rhird State, the Gums at length grow putrid, with a. 


cadaverous Smell; when they are inflamed, Blood diftils from 
them, anda Gangrene enfues; the loofe Teeth by degrees grow 
yellow, black and rotten; the fublingual Veins become varicous, 
and like Rings; there are often fatal Hamorrhages, which break 
out from the external Skin, without any Appearance of a Wound, 
from the Lips, Gums, Mouth, Nofe, Lungs, Stomach, Liver, 
Spleen, Pancreas, Inteftines, Womb, Kidneys, &c. Obftinate Ul- 
cers arife, of the very worft Kind, which no Applications will 
cure, and which are apt to turn to a Gangrene; they break out 
in all Parts, but efpecially the Legs, and are attended with a 
Stench. There isa Kind of an Itch and dry Scabs, with a dry 
and mild Leprofy. ‘The Blood drawn from a Vein is black, gru- 
mous, thick, and yet wants its due Confiftence in the fibrous 
Part; the Serum is falt, fharp, and abounding with a yellowifh 
green Mucus on it Surface: There are gnawing, rending Pains, 
quickly fhifting from Place to Place,/which grow more violent 
in the Night, affecting all the Joints,/Bones, and Vifcera, _ 
In the fourth State, there are Fevers of various Kinds, which 
bring onan Atrophy; fometimes Diarrhoeas, Dyfenteriesor violent 
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Stranguries; as alfo Faintings and mortal Anxieties, a Dropfy, 
_ Confumption, Convulfions, Trembling, a Palfy, Contractions, 
black Spots, voiding of Blood upwards and downwards, a Pu- 
trefaction and Confumption of the Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, Me- 
fentery. Now the Contagion fpreads very quick. Borr. © 
The firft Sign of the Approach of this Difeafe is commonly a 
Change of Colour in the Face, which becomes pale or yellowith, 
and bloated, with a Liftlefinefg, and an Averfion to Exercife, 
The Caruncles of the Eyes appear of a greenifh Caft, and yet 
in other Refpeéts the Patient feems in perfect Health. However, 
the Change of Colour in the Face does not always precede the 
other Symptéms, though it conftantly attends them. Thena ~ 
~ univerfal Laffitude fupervenes, and a Stiffnefs and Feeblenefs of 
~ the Knees, with a Difficulty of Breathing on the leaft Motion. 
Soon after this there is an Itching of the Gums, which fwell and 
are apt to bleed on the leaft friction. Then they become livid, 
foft and fpungy, and afterwards extremely putrid and fungous. —

The Skin is dry throughout the whole Courfe of this Difeafe, 
except towards the laft, and in many it is rough. In fome it 
appears like the Skin of a Goofe ; but it is moft frequently {mooth 
and fhining. It is ftained with blue, purple, livid, or black 
Spots, fome of which are {mall, and others of a hand’s Breadzh, 
when the Difeafe is advanced.

Flefh-Broths, with Plenty of frefh Greens or Vegetables, and 
well-baked Bread made of Wheat-Flour; as alfo a chearful 
Glafs of fome good wholefome fermented Liquor. Cleanlinefs, 
entertaining Amufements, and moderate Exercife, will alfo be good 
Prefervatives in thefe Cafes. In Garrifons, the Soldiers fhould 


be kept as dry, clean, and warm as poffible, and their Provifions - 


fhould be as wholefome as can be procured, with Plenty of good 


‘Vegetables, particularly Sallads of Garden-¢refles. 


The beft Method of preventing the Scurvy at Sea will appear 
from the Effe€ts which Dr. Lind has obferved feveral Medicines 


have had, efpecially thofe which have been greatly recommended 


as Prefervatives. On the 20th of AZay 174.7, being on board the 
Salifoury at Sea, he took twelve feorbutic Patients under his 
Care. They had putrid Gums, Spots and Laffitude, with Weak- 
nefs of their Knees.

Acids, ‘an then “amarinds,” Vinegar, Spirit of Salt, Elixir of 
Vitriol, ahd others of the fame Tribe, will do as well; but Ex- 
perience plainly fhews the contrary; and though Acids agreé in 
certain, Prapertiés, they differ widely in others.  Befides, if thefe 
Fruits nave been given without rae it is becaufe Legions of 
Difeafes have been miftaken for the ‘Scurvy; whereas, in ‘the 
real genuine Scutvy they have been never known to fail ; not to 
mention that the Virtues of Oranges and Lemons, in this Cafe, 
have food the Teft of near two hundred Years.’ However, we 
muft not forget to obferve, that frefh Vegetables of all Kinds have 


proved a, very great Relief to’ fcorbutic Patients, when fet on 


Shore. 


But as Oranges and Lemons are apt to fpoil; I fhall thow en 


‘to bring their Juices, by a very eafy Method, into fmall Quanti- 
ties, “W ‘ithout Prejudice to thet r Virtues. Let the Juice of thefe 
Fruits be. well cleared from’the Pulp, and depurated by ftanding 
fonie Time; after which it may be poured off. from the orols 
Sediment. Let it then be poured into any clean open Veffel 
_ of China or Stone-Ware, which fhould be wider at the Top than 
at the Bottom, that it may evaporate more readily. But a China 
Baton or Punch Bowl is moft proper, on account of the Form. 
Pat this into a Pan of Water over a clear Fire ; ; let the Water 


come almoft to boil, and continue nearly in that State, with - 


the Bowl full of Juice in the Middle of it, till the Juice is found 
Be the. Confiftence of a thick Syrup when cold. The flower the 
Evaporation of the Juice is, the better ; that is, it ought to con- 
tinue twelve or fourteen Hours over the Fire: When it is cold it

ho are fond of Theory, will be apt to fay, thefe are 
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is to be corked up in a Bottle for Ufe. Two Dozen of good 
Oranges weighing five Pounds four Ounces, will yield one Pound 
nine Ounces and a half of depurated Juice ; and when evapo- 
rated there will remain five Ounces of Extract, which in Bulk 
will be equal to lefs than three Ounces of Water. So that 
twelve Dozen of Oranges may be put in a Quart Bottle, and pre- 
ferved feveral Years. The fame may be faid of Lemons.” When 
this is mixed with Water and made into Punch, few are able to 
diftinguifh it from the frefh Juice mixed up in the fame Manner. 
However, when the frefh Fruit can be had, the F ragrancy of 
the Peel may contribute fomewhat to the Cure of the Scurvy ; 
and when thefe are wanting, the fame thing may be obtained from 
a few Drops of their Effence, or the aromatie Oil contained in 
their Rinds ; and if a fmall Quantity of this be added to the Ex- 
tract it will give it the Smell and Fragrancy of the frefh Fruit in 

reat Perfection. Or rather add a little of the outer Peel to the - 

xtract a little before it is taken off the Fire, and then the niceft — 
‘Trafte will not be able to diftinguifh the Difference between the — 
frefh Fruit and this. ‘The Virtues of this Extraat, thus made, lie 
in fo {mall a Compafs, that a Bottle will ferve one Man at Sea 
feveral Years; for in the: making of it there is little or nothing 
flies off befides the Water. ° 

Tt will likewife be of great Ufe to Seamen to have Goofeberrics, 

and the like, preferved in Bottles in the fame Manner as the Paftry« 
cooks ; as alfo {mall Onions pickled in Vinegar, Cabbage, 
F'rench-Beans, &c, may be preferved by putting them in clean, 
dry ftone Jars, with a Layer of Salt at the Bottom, then a thin 
Layer of the Vegetable covered with Salt, and fo alternately till 
the Jar is full, “Then the whole mutt be preffed down with a 
Weight, and its Mouth quite ftopped that no Air or Moifture 
may enter. ‘Thus the Vegetable may be kept frefh and green for 
a whole Year. At the Time of ufing, the Salt is to be wafh- 


ed off with warm Water... This is the Manner by which they 


preferve that neverfailing Remedy, Greenland Scurvy-grafs. Every 
common Sailor ought to lay in a ftock of Onions, for they are a 
great Prefervative atSea. The Dutch Sailors are preferved from 
the Scurvy by pickled Cabbage. Portable Soup may be carried to 
all Places. When the Scurvy begins to make its Appearance, 
Sailors fhould be abridged in the fame Degree of their Allow- 
ance of Beef and Pork, and eat them with Muftard and Vinegar ; 
but the Peafe ought always to be ferved out in full Allowance. It 
muft be obferved likewife, that a Soup of boiled Cabbage and | 
Onions will cure an adventitious Scurvy in its firft Stage, either 
at Land or Seay in any Part of the World. 

Befides 
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. Befides frefh and preferved Fruits and Vegetables, fermented 

‘Liquors of all Sorts are good, but more particularly Cyder. 
Among thefe are included many Wines of every Kind; or the 
Juices of Fruits may be'fermented with Ale. Poor People that 


winter in Greenland under vatt Difadvantages in point of Air and — 


Diet, preferve themfelves from the Scurvy by Spruce Beer, which 
is their common Drink. Likewife the fimple Decoétion of Fir- 
Tops has done Wonders. ‘The Shrub Black Spruce of America 
’ makes this moft wholefome Drink juft mentioned, and affords a 
Balfam fuperior to moft Turpentines. It is of the Fir Kind. A 
a fimple Deco€étion of the Tops, Cones, Leaves, or even of the 
green Bark or Wood of thefe, isan excellent Antifcorbutic ; but 
perhaps it is much more fo when fermented, asin making Spruce 
Beer. This is done by Moloffes, which by its diaphoretic Quali- 
ty makes it a more fuitable Medicine. By carrying a few Bags 
of Spruce to Sea, this wholefome Drink may be made at any 
Time. But when Spruce cannot be had, the common Fir-Tops 


ufed for Fuel in the Ship fhould be firft boiledin Water, and then. 


the Decoétion fhould be fermented with Molofles ; to which may 
be added a {mall Quantity of Wormwood and Root of Horfe- 


radifh. ‘The frefher it is drank the better. When other Things 


are wanting, Tar-water may be fermented in the fame Manner, 
Thofe who have been weakened by long Fits of Itnefs fhould 
have the Scurvy prevented by Panada of Bread newly baked, 


with a fev: Drops of the Extra&t of Lemons, and a Spoonful of. 


Wine; as alfo Oatmeal and Rice, Gruels, Flummery, ftewed 
Barley, with Raifins or Currants, Sago, and Wine, &c, But 
more particularly pickled green Cabbage, and fmall Onions boil- 
ed with the Portable Soup made weak. Moft of their Food ought 
to be acidulated with Orange or Lemon Juice; and then as their 
Strength encreafes, they fhould be indulged with more folid Food. 
But before this, they fhould havea fmall Quantity at a Time and 
often, and they fhould be brought back to their Labour by little 
and little. Exercife on a Deal Board, with the Ends laid on two 
Chefts, will be very proper, becaufe it promotes the Circulation 
and ftrengthens the Fibres without any Lofs of Spirits, |

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The Cure of this Difeafe has been in a great. ‘Meafure antici- 
pated by the Means of Prevention, infomuch that little remains 
to be faid about it. “The Diet fhould be light-and eafy of Di- 
geftion, tuch as Broths or Soups made of frefh Meat, with Plenty 
of Vegetables, fuch as Cabbage, Coleworts, Leeks, Onions, &c. 
The Bread fhould be frefh and well baked, and Sallads of all 
Kinds are beneficial, but more particularly Dandelion, Sorrel, 
Endive, Lettuce, Fura and Purflane. To which may be 
added, Scurvy-grais, Creftes, or the like, to correét the cooling 
Qualities of the former. Summer Fruits are all good, as Oranges 
Lemons, Citrons,, Apples; &c. The Drink may. ffs good Bund 
Beer, Cyder, or Rhenifh-Wine. Phyfic is never neceflary if the 
frefh Broths and Greens keep the Belly open, and pafs freely by 
Urine, Sweat, and Perfpiration. Ifotherwife, the Patient may 
takea DecoStion of Tamarinds and Prunes with a diuretic Salt, 
and on intermediate Days he may be fweated with cam phorate 
Bolufes of Theriac, and warm Draug! uts of a Decogtion of the 
Woods, or twelve or fifteen Grains ef the Squill Pills of the 
_ Ldinburgh Dilpenfatory. 

Milk of all Sorts, if it agrees with the Conftitution, will be 
very beneficial, as well as Whey, which is preferable. Sal Po- 
lychte/? is ictal cea wild Purgative and excellent Diuretic. “The 
fcorbutic Juices, qualified with the Juice of Seville Oranges, are 
proper, efpecially mixed with the clarified Whey, with Sweating.

When there is no danger of an Hemorrhage, warm Baths, with

- Families curcd of the Scurvy, in Holland, by the Ufe of a Catk of

twelve Handfuls of Creffes or Scurvy- -Grafs, and a Pound of 
frefh Horfe-radith previoufly infufed. 

When the Gums begin to itch and are fpungy, ‘ule a Gargle 
of.the Bark, infufed in Brandy. ‘hen the Putrefaction increafes, 
ufe Barley-water and Honey of Rofes, acidulated with a mineral 
Acid. The Fungus muftibe kept down, and, when neceflary, 
cut away. The Ulcers of the Gums muft be checked with a Touch 
of Spirit of Salt, or Oil of Vitriol. diluted.

Wood-Sorrel, the Juices of Citrons, Oranges, Barberries and 
Pomegranates. Or, mix the Conferve of Scurvy Grafs with 
an equal Quantity of the Conterve of Wood Sorrel, and give it 
twice or thrice a Day, with fome antif{corbutic Water. This fhould 
be accompanied with Milk-Meats, Almond Emulfions, Barley — 
Broths, Water-Gruel, Chicken-Broths, with Endive, Lettuce, 
Sorrel, and Creffes, interpofing, at proper Intervals, gentle Lax-

WVhen the Scurvy proceeds from muriatic Salts, which happens to 
thofe who live on {moaked or high falted Fith or Flefh, and have 
corroding Ulcers, a ftinking Breath, putrid Gums, a thick and 
faltifh Urine, as is generally obferved in old Sailors, then Whey, 
Jong and copioufly drank, produces happy Effects: as alfo Ci- 
trons, China Oranges, and ripe Fruits; whereas {pirituous and 
volatile Antifcorbutics are generally detrimental. Horr. 
_ (Willis, and, after him, Allen, reckons’ the Strepitus Offium, 


- the Crackling of the Bones, or rather of the Joints, to be 


an incurable Symptom of this Difeafe; and the latter very 
judicioufly gives this Reafon for it; that the Epiphyfes are 


parted and quite feparated from the Extremities of the Bones, a

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few Difeafes produced. But when the Weather is unfettled, 
cloudy, wet, and rainy, the ufual Confequences are Colds, at- 
tended with feverifh inflammatory Symptoms, and efpecially rheu-~ 
matic, pleuretic, and peripneumonie Complaints. Thefe aft re- 
quire plentiful Evacuations, but chiefly Blood-letting, which, 
when timely: and freely ufed, wiil prevent Confumptions and: 
chronic Rheumatifms. i 

When the Men are almoft conftantly wet and chill from bad 
“Weather, and undergo an uncommon Degree .of Fatigue, it 
will be proper t@ let them have the following Mixture, viz. A 

Pint of Small Beer and a Quartern of Brandy fweetened with 
Melaffes, to which may be added as much Vinegar as will render 
the Mixture palatable ; or, inftead of the laft, Cream of Tartar. 
This the Ruffians call Afpbetten. Dry Beds and Cloathing are 
moft necelffary Articles; for it is obfervable, that the moft naked, 
ragged Fellows are principally attacked with winter Difeafes. The 
Scurvy is a Difeafe common inthe Winter and Spring. 

While the Ships are in the Channel, one of the Prefs-tenders 
may be ordered out, once a Fortnight, trom Plymouth, to repair to 
the Rendezvous or Station of the Squadron with live Cattle and 
Greens, to be given the Men inftead of Salt Meats; and the Men 
‘on board the Tender fhould have the Privilege of carrying, on 

_ their own, Account,-all Manner of Roots, Fruits, and Veyetables, 

and be allowed to fell themin the Fleet. Onions, Leeks, Shal- 

lots, Turnips, Cabbage, Carrots, Apples, foft frefh Bread, Cy- 

der, Lemons, Oranges, and even the moft common Herbs pro- 

per to the Seafon; fuch as Dandelion, Water-Crefles, Brooklime, 

and the like Sovereign Antifcorbutics, which would be a high 

Refrefhment for the Satlors. "The Sutlers fhould always be ob 

liged to bring Rol of Lemons, [See p. 285, & feg.] Juice of 
Oranges, and the Juice of common antifcorbutic Herbs, which, 

being mixt witha fixth Part of Brandy, will remain. good for 

many Months. If a Regulation of this Sort was properly efta- 

blifhed, fome Thoufands of Lives might not only be preferved, 
but Ships would be enabled to keep the Seas much longer. 

The moft proper cordial Dram a Sailor can ufe in the Winter. 
is Garlic Brandy; for a fmall Quantity of it not only warms the 
Stomach, but keeps the Breaft, Kidneys, and Skin, free from Ob- 
ftruGtions. But this nor no other Dram fhould be given to a 
Man almoft chilled to Death with Cold, for in this Cafe it hath. 
often proved fatal; but he fhould be immediately put intoa warm 


* Bed, and have fome warm Gruel or Sage-tea, and then a Dram © 


may be allowed. In cold rainy Weather, Tea made with Sage, 
Saflafras, or a few roafted Juniper Berries, with the Addition of . 
a little Garlic-Brandy, will be very beneficial. Likewife a Man 
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will never be fo.liable to catch Cold. when he is wet upon the 
Deck, and ufes Exercife, as when he is below in his wet Clothes, 
or fleeps inthem, or in.a damp Bed. When he goes upon Deck 
he fhould eat a Bit of Bifcuit and drink a little Aybbetten, and 
then the Weather will probably have but little Power to,alter his 
Health for the worfe. > 

New Ships often produce ill conditioned ive dele Fevers, at- 
tended with a Diarrhoea and anomalous Symptoms, occafioned 
by the Sweating of the Wood or ‘Timbers in cold Countries ; to 
remedy this, the Veffel fhould be often fumigated with the Steam 
of Tar or Pitch. Another Thing hurtful to the Health of Sailors, 
is wathing the Deck after Sintlen, 

The free Ufe of falted Beef and Pork in fouthern Climates is 
productive of fcorbutic and many other Difeafes, and therefore a 
fhort Allowance in thefe Articles will be very proper. Ivhus the 
Sheernefs, bound to the a/f-Indies, at the Crew’s own Requetft, | 
had Beef only once one Week, and Pork another; in Confequence | 
of which the Ship arrived at the Cape of Good Hope without one 
Man fick on Board. The Sheerae/s remained in India fome 
Months, where none of the Men, except the Boats Crew, were 
allowed to go on fhore, notwithftanding which all the Sailors en- 
joyed a molt perfeét State of Health. They were indeed fupplied 
with frefh Meat while they were there. In their Return to the 


Cape they were only ten Weeks, ‘and yet, by eating their full 


Allowance of falt Provifions, twenty of them were in a moft - 
miferable Conditions with-Scorbutic and other Diforders. It is 
likewife obfervable, that they had the Ufe of Sutton’s Air-pipes 
on their Return, which were cafually {topped in their Paflage to 

the /ndies. However, they were recovered on Shore, and then 
agreed to obferve their former Method, by which Means the 
Ship returned with the full Comrslemente of 160 Men, and with 
unbroken Conttitutions.. They buried but one Man, and he died 
of a Salivation for the tha 

As a Help in thefe long Voyages, psard might be portable 

Soups made with the. Shins, Necks, Hearts, and other Offal of 

the. en as alfo with Mutton for Variety and for the Delicate. 
Tt would be likewife a great Advantage if new Bread could be 
baked every Day on Board the Ships. Wine is the bett of ail 
Cordials in the Decline of Fevers, and is a much better Refto- 
rative than Rum, however mixed or prepared. It is likewife an — 
excellent Means to prevent Infe@ion. Some Cafks of Madeira 
W ine fhould be preferved for the Ufe of the Sick in thefe Voyages. 


The {wallowing large Draughts of undiluted Spirits has always. 


the moft fatal Conteg uences in every Climate; but when they 
are ‘converted into Punch they become very falutary Liquors, 
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preventing Difeafes which arife from hot and moift Weather, and 
the Tendency to Corruption in the animal Fluids, which is con 
ftantly induced thereby.» Likewife it would be of great Advan-, 
tage if the Rob of Lemons'could: be made cheap by the We/- 
Indians ; for, as Bonitus obferves, Lemons are of great Ufe again 
malignant Fevers, peftilential Fevers, (c. and better than any 
fimple Remedy. ‘Therefore a large Quantity of Syrup of Le- 
mons fhould always be put in the Surgeons Cheft, as well as 
Orange Juice in Bottles, with a little Sallad-Oil poured in the 
Neck. Leeks and Coleworts cleaned and put into a wooden 
Veffel, with Bay-Salt between each Layer, and then prefled down

Cream of ‘Tartar being the eflential vegetable Salt of Wine, is

and if he can drink, he fhould have warm Water mixed with 
Vinegar; Bleeding will likewile be proper, and a gentle Emetic 
which operates fpeedily. Likewife dipping the Feet in cold WVa- 
ter will take of the Preflure from above, and folutive Clyfters 
will/abate the Diftention. It is but too well known how many 
People lofe their Lives by exceffive Drinking and {pirituous Liquors, 
The fame Treatment will be ufeful after a large Dofe of Opium, 
The Ufe’ of Dr Ffale’s Ventilators is now univerfally known, 
and their happy Effects in cleanfing the Ship from foul Air. 

The Ufe of cold Bathing-Tubs under the Forecaftle, and Bath- 
ing in the Sea early in the Morning, have been found extremely’ 
beneficial in hot Countries ; for this Practice not only braces up ~ 
the Fibres and contributes to Health, but Cleanlinefs likewife, and 
promotes Difcharges by the Skin. Diarrhoeas and other Com- 
plaints, the Effects of great Heat, have been cured by Bathing, 
andtheir Returns prevented. One Ship was remarkably healthy 
in a Voyage to the La/f-Jndies, from the ufe of Cold-bathing, 
‘when her Confort, at the end of the Run, had two hundred

Water, nor go in when over heated With work or Liquor, nor, 
when the Stomach is full, nor when there is an Eruption with a_-

' Difeafes ina Voyage to the Southward are generally of an in- 
flammatory Nature, and therefore it hath been euftomary witi 
-fome to bleed the Ship’s Company when they firft arrive in a hot 
Climate; but this Pra@tice is liable to: many Obdjecitons; and | 
befides, it is no Security again the Difeafzs ofan intemperate 
Climate. The moft dangerous Difeafes proceed from a Continu- | 
ance of hot, moift, clufe Weather, or from heavy Rains, com-. 
mon at’ fome Scafons of the Year between the Tropics. At’ 
firtt a few of the Sailors are feized with the bloody Flux, which 
is fucceded by amalignant Fever of the remitting or intermicting « 
Kind ; but mof&t commonly it is like a double Tertian. “This is, 
epidemic between the Tropics, and is the autumnal Fever of 
all hot Countries: “The Safety cf the Patient entirely depends on, . 
the Fever’s intermicting : or at leaft on its remitting fo much as 
to allow an Opportunity of throwing in the Bark. Half an 
Ounce-or an Ounce of the Jcfuits Bark is the only fovereign Me.

Bladders of a different Size, fome of which contain. half a Pint 
or aPint of Water.

A Dropfy of the Ovaries in Women, which may be known 
from the Hardnefs and Inequality of the Tumour, feldom admits

Patt; but fometimes it occupies but one or two of the Cells, 
and then if the Ovary is greatly enlarged, the Undulation will be 
plainly perceived, and the Opetation may fucceed.

HE Hydrocele, called the Drop/y of the Scrotum, Hernia 
Aquofa, and the Drop/y of the Tefficle, is an aqueous 


~ Tumour of the Scrotum. ‘Tho’ Authors mention feveral Kinds, 


there are but two, The firft is, when the Water is contained 
in the Tunica Vaginalis ; the fecond, when it is contained in the 


_ Cellular Membrane of the Scrotum. ‘This laft is almoft always 
~ complicated with an Anafarca, a Kind of Dropfy which con- 


_.fifts in the Extravafation of the Water, which lodges in the 
— Cells of the Membrana adipofa. The Hydrocele in this Cafe is 


known without any Difficulty, for the Skin is fhining and foft, 


_ yielding eafily to a flight Impreffion, which will remain pitted 
‘ for fome Time, the Penis is alfo fometimes prodigioufly fwell- 


ed by the Liquor which aie into the Cellular Membrane. 
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There are none of thefe Symptoms in the Dropfy of the Tunica 
Vaginalis.. LE CRAN | 3 | 

In the Dropfy of the Cellular Membrane of the Scrotum, fome 
recommend the Puncture with a Trochart; others, to make {mall 
Apertures here and there with the Point of a Lancet; others, to 
put a fmall Skane of Silk through the Skin with a Needle, and 
tolet it remain as,a Seton, till all the Water is drained off. But 
the two firft Methods yield very little Relief; and the laft may 
be more likely to induce a Gangrene. Nor is there Occafion 
for any Operation at all, becaufe the cellular Membrane of the 
Scrotum is nothing but a Continuation of the Aembrana adipsfa;, 
and therefore Scarifications made ir the Skin of the Small of the 
Legs will effetually empty the Scrotum. ? 

Yet fometimes there falls fo great a Quantity of Water into. 
the Scrotum, that the Diftenfion is very painful, threatning a 
Mortification. Likewife the Prepuce very often is fo exceflively

In thefe Cafes’ there fhould be an Incifion made on each Side 
the Scrotum, three Inches in Length, quite through the Skin,

|. All this may be done without any Danger, and fometimes: 
with fuch Succefs as to cure the Dropfy of the whole Body. 
Though I have performed this Operation on Patients in a very 
languifhing Condition, yet as I made the Wound with a fharp 
Infrument, and afterwards treated it with Fomentations and foft 
Digeftives, I never found a Gangrene enfue. | 
~ The Dropfy of the Tunica Vaginalis is caufed by an exceffive” 
Accumulation of a Serofity, which is naturally feparated in the 
internal Surface of that Tunic in a fmall Quantity, to moiften 
and lubricate the Tefticle.. Authors have hitherto diftinguifhed: 
them. into two Sorts; the one on the Infide of the Tunica vagi- 
nalis; and the other on the Outfide, between that and the Scro= 
tums which they fuppofe te proceed from Water in the Drop/y 
- Afeites., But Anatomy fhews the Abfurdity of this Opinion; for 

befides that Perfons affli€ted with this Kind of Hydrocele have. 
feldom ‘any other Dropfy ; and thofe who have the Afctes are 
free from this Hydrocele; the Tunica vaginalis is like a Purfe 
_ quite fhut up on the Outfide of the Abdomen, fo that the Water

As to. the Notion that the Water falls from the Abdomen into 
the Interftice between the Tunica vaginalis and the Scrotum, it 
is equally impoflible.

The immediate Caufe of a Faundice ~is an obftructed Ex- 
cretion of the Bile from the Vefica Fellis and Liver, into the 
Duodenum; which being forced back upon the Liver, mixes 
with the Blood, by which it is carried into the whole Body, 
whence the Skin and Urine will be tin@ured with the Colour of 


~ the Bile. 


This Obfiru@ion may be occafioned by any thing in the 
Dué, which plugs up the Paflage, or by external Preffure 
clofes its Mouth, or by a Spafin contraéting the Fibres thereof. 
Hence we may conceive why the ‘faundice fucceeds the flatulent | 
Colic, why pregnant Women are fubject to this Difeafe, and 


why Spafms of Hypochondriacal and Hyfterical Perfons produce 


the fame Efe. Towne. [Sudden Frights, the Generation 
of too great Plenty of Bile, fcirrhous “Tumours or Ulcers of 
the Liver, Obftructions of the Menfes, Obftinate intermitting 
Fevers, and the Bites of venomous Animals, will alfo produce | 
this Difeafe.] ; | 

The Prognoflics of this Difeafe differ with regard to the Pa- 
tient’s Age, Habit, Strength, and Conftitution, as well as with - 


refpect to the Virulence or Mildnefs of the Caufes, andits Du- 


ration. When the Patient is young, andthe Difeafe not com- 
plicated with any other, fuch as a Quartan Ague, the Affectio 
Hypochondriaca, or an Obftruétion or Scirrhus of the Liver, and 
has not continued long, it is eafily cured. But ifafter the Cure 
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it. frequently returns, witha yellow Greeni/h Colours, and an In- 
duration of the Liver, it generally terminates in a Hedi or an 
Hemorrhage. A ‘faundice ‘arifing from violent Tranfports of 
Anger, or the fpafmodic Stricture of ‘the Inteftines or biliary 
Dués, caufed by a draftic Purge or Emetic, is eafily cured if 
taken in Time; but if encouraged by Grief, or the Body is 
weakened by a previous Diforder, the Cure is more difficult. 

 Emetics are highly proper in the Cure of. the *faundice, and 
yield fpeedy Relief, if the Difeafe does not proceed from vz0- 
lent. Anger, Spafms of the Stomach, a Cardialgia, a fpafmodic Go- 
lic, or a Stone lodged in the Cy/fe Dué?, exciting a violent 
Uneafinefs about the Precordia. Yet 1 lately faw a Merchant, 


“who was affliéted with a Faundice, Afthma, and Dropfy, by 


taking an Infufion of the middle Bark of Elder, which worked 
him upwards and downwards, void thirteen Stones by Stool, of 
a triangular Shape. But when a. dilious Sordes, lodged in the 


‘Duodenum, and clofine up the Orifice of the Dudtus.Choledochus 


intercepts the Paflage of the Bile ; or when a tenacious, moveable 
and not highly concreted, bilious Matter plugs up the epatic 
Dués, Emetics are of fingular Efficacy in evacuating it. A 
Scruple of Ipecacuanha, with a Grain of Tartar Emetic, will be a 
proper Dofe; or two Grains of Tartar Emetic, in a Draught of 
generous Wine, or in an Infufion of Manna, drinking Water- 
gruel after it. Horr. a 

Likewife in ‘this Cafe, after Emetics, Cathartics will be pro- 
per, compounded of Alvetics and JMercurials: ‘Then faponaceous 
Attenuants, Preparations of Tartar and Volatiles; and laft of au, 
Chalybeates. But take heed not to give the laft till the 
Humours are fufficiently attenuated, for otherwile an incurable

Horr. Add to thefe, a burning, acute, continual Pain about

It fometimes happens that the Faces are exceeding hard, and

Wherefore, after a few Hours, if the Purge does not work, I 
érder an olcous and emollient Clyfter, to render the Inteftines flip- 
pery, and the Feces more foft, Afterwards, if there is Occafion, 
a foarper Clyfter may be given. !

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In fome who have been difleted, the Gut feemed to be 
twifted; but moft commonly one Part of the Gut enters into the — 
other. | This Difeafe.may alfo proceed from a Rupture either of 
the Scrotum or the Groin; from Poifons; from any Thing that 
_ftops up the Paflage through the fmall Guts, fuch as hard, dry, 
Food, [Walnuts+,] Chefnuts, Sea-Bifcuits, Quinces, Pears, 
unripe, acerb Fruit, when eaten in large Quantities : To which 
drinking little, afedentary Life, anda melancholy Difpofition of 
Mind will greatly contribute. Thefe all tend to harden the 
Feces. The grofs .Inteftines may alfo be plugged up with 
Seybals, efpecially if a Perfon-either thro’ Shame, or for want 
of Conveniency, does not liften to the Calls of Nature. I knew 
‘an Inftance of a certain Prince who died of this Difeafe, whofe 
Colon was ftuffed with Scybals, amounting to twenty Pounds. 

As to the Proguoffics, there is Hope of Recovery, while there 
is no /nflammation, and while Clyfters are admitted into the Body, 
and rendered back the fame Way; as alfo while the Pain fhifts 
from one Place. to another, and the Pain and Vomiting are not 
continual ; likewife when the Difeafe proceeds from Feces ob- 
ftructing the Inteftines. The Hope is ftill greater, if Iaxative 
Medicines begin to make their Way downward, Bud if there is 
an Inflammation, which is known from a Fever, the Vehemence 
ofthe Pain, a Suppreffion of Urine, a hard and quick Pulfe, an 
unquenchable Thirft, a Toffing of the Body, and extreme De- 
bility, with Coldnefs of the extreme Parts, the Cafe is defperate.

nefs of Sight, Rednefs of the Face, a fruitlefs Eructation; and 
then the Contents of the Stomach are difcharged upwards.

The Caufe is a Stimulus which irritates the Vifcera, occafion- 
ing the Expulfion of their Fluids, and may therefore proceed 
from the Vetlels of the Liver, Pancreas, Mefentery, and [n-.

Veins and the Lateals are obftruéted. Or there may be an ex- 
traordinary Laxity of the Inteftinal Fibres ; or, laftly, it moy

quently attended with Gripings. ‘The Patient is weak, makes 
but little Urine, has a deprefled Pulfe, a depraved Appetite, and

fharp, cauftic Matter of various Kinds. Horr. ; 
_ It generally begins in Augu/?, and feldom reaches the firft 
Week of September, unlefs it be a fpurious Kind which arifes 
from Excefs ; for tho’ this is cured in the fame Manner, yet it isa 
Difeafe of another Class, 3 
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Ié difcovers itfelf by enormous Vomiting, and a voiding of viti- 
‘ated Humours by Stool, with great Trouble and Difficulty. 
"There is a violent Pain, Inflation and Diftention of the Belly and 

Inteftines, as alfo a Cardialgia and Thirkt; the Pulfe is quick 
and frequent, fmall and unequal; there are Heat and Anxiety 3 
amoft troublefome Naufea; Sweating, a Contraction of the Legs 


and Arms; Fainting; Coldnefs of the extreme Parts, and the 
like, which kill the Patient in twenty-four Hours. Syp. 


Tho’ this Difeafe is génerally preceded with acid, nidorous 


Belchings, pungent and cardialgic Pains in the Stomach and In- 
teftines, yet foon after, all ofa fudden, and at the fame Inftant, 
the Vomiting and Loofenefs make their Attack. The Remains 
of the lait Meal are voided firft; afterwards bilous Humours, 
mixed more or lefs with AZucus; then thofe that are yellow, then 
aruginous, then black; often exceeding acid, and almoft corre- 
five, together with frequent Eru@tations and Wind, and fome- 
times Blood itfelf. ‘Che Returns of the Evacuations are very fre- 
quent. Befides, there. are moft acute, wringing, griping, 
gnawing, biting Pains, with Inflation and Rumbling ofthe In- 
teftines, chiefly above the Navel, and moft racking Cardialgias, 
As the Difeafe increafes, the Thirft becomes great; the extreme 
Parts grow cold; there is a Palpitation of the Heart, and then 
Hiccups; the Urine ftops, and the Body is covered with a 
cold Sweat. [tis common for the Patient to fwoon away, and to 
fall into terrible Convulfions. 

There is no Difeafe, except the Plague and peflilential Fevers, 
that kills fooner than this, efpecially if it attacks old Perfons, or 
Children, or fuch as are weakened with Difeafes. “The more 


cauftic the Matter is which is voided, the more intenfe are the 
Thirt and Heat, and the more certain the Danger. If it be 


black Bile, and mixed with black Blood, Death is inevitable, The 
Qafe is as bad whem theré are Faintings, Hiccups, Convulfions, 
Coldnefs of the extreme Parts, and cold Sweats. Nor is any 
Thing better to be expected from a Stoppage of the Evacuations, 
vnile the reft of the Symptoms continue. But if the Vomiting 
ceafes, and the Patient fleeps foon after, or the Difeafe is pro- 
traéted beyond the feventh Day, the Patient may recover. If he 
begins to break Wind downward, itis a good Sign, 

This Dileafe requires the moft fpeedy Afifance, and therefore 
the Phyfician cannot be called too foon. ‘the Indications of Cure 
are, 1, To correct and fheath the morbific Matter, and to fit it 
for Evacuation.’ 2. To. appeafe the irregular fpafmodic Mo- 
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tions. 3. To ftrengthen the nervous Parts which the Difeafe 
has weakened. Horr. a Pe ge 
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‘may be fearce any, ‘Tafte of the Flefh, and: give the Patient 3 
Igrge Quantity of it to drink, or, for Want of it, warm Poflet 
Drink ; and alfo repeated Clyfters of the fame Liquor ; now and 
then an Ounce of Syrup of Violets may be added to the Draught 
or Clyfter. Thefe Operations may be compleated in three or 

four Hours, and then a Paregoric will crown the whole. i 

But ifthe Phyfician is not called in Time, and the Patient ha 
been exhaufted with Vomiting and Purging for many Hours, and 
the extreme Parts begin to grow cold, then immediate Recourfe 
mutt be had to liquid Laudanum in a larger Dofe; thus:

And when the Symptoms ceafe, it is tobe repeated Morning — 
and Evening, till the Patient’s Strength returns. Syn. 

Neither Cathartics nor Emetics, properly {peaking, are of Ufe 
in this Difeafe, butthe Vomiting may be promoted by drinking 
a large Quantity of warm Water mixed with frefh Butter or Oil ; 
and the Purging by gily and emollient Clyfters. Or the Patient 
may drink fmal] Chicken-Broth. Whey is of great Ufe to quench 
the Thirft; to which may be added, the abforbent and teftace- 
ous Powders. Horr. 

If the Patient is not too much exhaufted, [ make him drink 
plentifully of warm, Water three or four ‘Times, to dilute and 
blunt the Acrimony of the Humours, and to bring them up by. 
Vomit: Then he muft take as freely of a Decodtion of Oat Bread, 

baked without Leaven or Yeaft, carefully toafted, without burn- 
ing, as brown as Coffee; which DecoCtion ought to be of the Co- 
lour of weak Coffee. This is grateful to the Stomach, and I do not 

_semember that any ever brought it up again, I always have ufed 
Oat Bread, but Wheat Breat or Oatmeal well toafted may do. 

When the Patient is much exhauited with Evacuations upwards. 
and downwards, I give him a large Draught of the Decodtion; 
and, when the Naufeais pretty well fettled, Lorder two Thirds | 


of a Grain of Opium, more or lefs, according to the Strength ~ 


and Age of the Patient. 

But if the Patient is convulfed, the extreme Parts cold, and 
the Pulfe weak and intermitting, twenty-five Drops of Liquid 
Laudanum, in an Oance of firong Cinnamon Water, is more pro- 
per; and afterwardsa Draught of any Wine in an equal Quan- 
tity of the Decoction. After this, he may take the Decoction to 
quench his Thirft, and a litte Wine now and then asa Cordial, 

To prevent a Relapfe, repeat the Opiate in a moderate Quan- 
tity for fome Days, Morning and Evening ; and Care mutt be 
taken not to overload the Stomach, or to eat any Thing but 
what is of good Nourifhment, ealy to digeft, and grateful to the 
Stomach, Sas

The above Prefcription is to be ufed when the Patient is quite 


‘exhaufted, but in ordinary Cafes the Decoétion itfelf may be 
trufted to.

Of the DvsEnTERy, or BLoopy-Friux. 


A Dofertery begins with Shivering and Shaking, fucceeded by _ 
Heat of the whole Body, which are followed by Griping 
of the Guts, and foon after by frequent voiding ef flimy Stools, | 
~ (with now and then one of the natural Kind,) attended withwio- 
lent Pain, and a moft troublefome Prefling down or feeming De- 
{cent of all the Bowels, and this every ‘Time the Patient has a 
Stool. In Procefs of Time, the Stools are mixt with Blood, 
and afterwards pure Blood is only evacuated, and the Inteftines 
are affected with an incurable Gangrene. Yet fometimes there 
has been no Blood through the whole Progrefs of the Difeafe. 

If the Patient is in the Flower of his Age, or has been heated , 
with Cordials, he is very feverith, his Tongue is whitifh, and 
befet with a thick Mucus; fometimes it is black and dry ; he 
becomes exceflively weak, and is quite deftitute of Spirits ; 
Aphthe or a Thruth appear in his Mouth and Throat, efpecially 
ifthe Evacuation of the morbific Matter has been prepofteroufly 
prevented by Aftringents, and the Fomes of the Difeafe has not 
_ been expelled by Cathartics. Sometimes, when a Fever is abfent, 
the Gripes lead the Van, and the reft of the Symptoms follow 
after.

Before this Difeafe appears in its full Force, the Patient feels a 
Laffitude of the Body, his Belly becomes tumid, and he com- | 
plains of troublefome Commotions therein.

@entia Ani. 

_ In fome, the extreme Parts are cold, while the inward feem to 

burn, and a perpetual Senfe of Heat and a Pulfation torture the 
ay : 8 : ; Inteftines.. 
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Inteftines. To thefe fucceed Hiccups, cold Sweats, a pele- 
Countenance, wafting ofthe Body, Inflammations, and Aphihe 
of the Fauces. At laft, all Pain ceafes at once, the Thirft va- 
nifhes, the Stools come away infenfibly witha cadaverous Stench, 
the Pulfe becomes flender, and Death isat hand. This Difeafe 
is often contagious. | 
Prognoftics. Dyfenteries are dangerous to pregnant Women, to 
old Men and Boys. There is commonly little Hope when it at- 
tacks the Scorbutic, the Confumptive, and the Cacheéfic; thofe that © 
are weak and afflicted in Mind, or troubled with Worms. When 
it begins with Vomiting, fucceeded with Hiccups, there is 
Danger of an Inflammation of the Stomach. Nor is the Cafe 
better when the Stools are green, black, mixed with Caruncles, 
and of a noifome Stench. It is a fatal Omen when Clyfters 
are immediately returned, or the Aus fo obftinately clofed that 
nothing can be injected, for it is a Sign of a Palfy of the Redium. 
“When the Pulfe is weak, the extreme Parts cold, and the 
- inward burn, or are without Senfe, nothing good can be expected. 
When Swallowing is attended with a murmuring Noife, itfhews , 
the Approach of a Delirium, an Inflammation of the Fauces, 
' Aphtha, or a Palfy of the whole Ocfophagus. It is neceflary to 
know, that this Difeafe fometimes quickly terminates, efpeci- 
ally if there be a malignant Fever, and then it kills in feven, 
_ nine, or fourteen Days; fometimes it does not ceafe till the fortieth 
_ or upwards ; when it continues a long while, it either kills the 
Patient, or brings on a Dropfy, a Lientery, the Coeliac Paffion, 
a Tabes or HeGtic, which are incurable. HorFF. ; 
[The common Method of curing a Dyfentery, is firft to bled, 
then to vomit with Ipecacuanha, afterwards to purge with Rby- 
barb, and laft of all to give Aftringents.

This Vomit 
is fometimes to be repeated. Itis the modern Practice, after the 
firft Vomit, to give two or three Grains of Ipecac. every eight 
or ten Hlours, in a Bolus, with Diafcerdium, or the like, with. 
fome proper Julep. Hoffman would have the Rhubarb given in 
: Subftance, that is, halfa Dram in Powder; Dener gives it 
twelve Hours after the Vomit, repeating it in fmall Dofes. Towne

[ have given itin Dyfenteries with or without a Fever, whether 
epidemic or not; and i‘have found it-fuccefsful. where Bleeding 
arid Vomits have been premifed, and where they are not.

4s great Sickneis\; becaufe, tho’ Opiates give Relief to fome, yet 


at other Times I have thought both the Sicknefs and Purging in- 


ereafed the following Day. I never began with a larger Dofe 


than ten Grains, becaufe it frequently operates as violently at firft 
as twenty Grains at laft, even upon the fame Patient. 

In its Operation, it fometimes makes the Patient fick and vo- 

' : mits 
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mits; it purges almoft every Perfon; but I have known tt to cure 
without any Evacuation or Sicknefs ; nay, in volent Dyfenteries, 
the Stools are /efs frequent with it, than without it. 2 
_ fit purges fufficiently, or fatigues the Patient, I intermit a 
Day or two between each Dofe. I have cured fome with one 
Dofe, but have been obliged to give others five or fix, efpecially 
when the firft Dofes have been too mild. After the fecond or 
third Dofe the Stools are feldom bloody, the Gripes and Sicknefs 
abate much, and the mucous Stools grow lefsvifcid. Give it on 
an empty Stomach, for then I think it operates moft mildly. _ 
Forbid drinking any Thing after it for three Hours, unlefs the 
Patient is very fick or difpofed to vomit, in which Cafe give warm. 
Water asin other Vomits. Beware of giving it for a Diarrhoea 
in the End of a Confumption. 7 have cured other Diarrhoeas of 
a long fianding with large Dofes of it; but it has failed oftner 
here than in Dyfenteries. , | 
I forbid the Ufe.of all fermented Liquors, and recommend a 
Milk-Diet, with Rice or Bread; Chicken-Broth or Water- 
Gruel. I give nothing cold unlefs a Tea-fpoonful of Jelly of 
Hart’s-horn as often as the Patient requires it; and fometimes 
I indulge them with the Jelly of Currants to refrefh their 
"Tongues. 
It may be given fafely to pregnant Women ; and to fucking Chil- 
dren you may give halfa Grain. / ne 
Mr. Paifley, Surgeon at Gla/gow, fpeaks of it thus: At firft I 
gave only feven Grains for a Dofe, which was gradually increafed 
to fourteen, to fuch as were judged ftrong enough to bear it ; 
making it into a Bolus with Conferv. Rofar. Diafcordium or The- 
riac. Edinenf. allowing for Drink Water-Gruel with or without 
Milk; at other Times Emulfiens, Tea, or weak Broth; and all 
ways an Opiate after the Operation. It {ometimes vomited, al- 
ways purged without Griping, or but very gently. When it vo- 
mited, it made the Patient fick before the Operation ; but the

Mr. Gordon, Surgeon at Glafgow, fpeaks thus of it: In the 
Harveft Time, 1736, many Pcople were carried of with a Diar- 
rhea and a Dyfentery ; upon which I tried the Stidium Ceratum, 
__ and never miffed of Succefs in fome Hundreds, except in one or 
two. Cafes, where the Patients were quite exhaufted before they 
took it. 

I prepared it as fine as Calomel ufually is; three Grains isa 
Dofe; I never exceeded five. One or two Doles frequently 
. pec the Cure, I feldom gave three. It was taken in the 

Morning, and was often two Hours before it operated; fome 
_it only purged; others it purged and vomited, making them fick 
for fix or eight Hours. A good Dofe of Opium was always ° 
given at Night. ‘ , 

Mr. Stephen gave firft two Grains for a Dofe, and increafed a 
Grain every Dofe; giving an Opiate at Night. Ofan hundred 
and ninety Batients heloftbutone, who turned /edé7ic. and . died 

_ about the thirty-fixth Day. He never gave it where there wasa 
frrong Fever, a hectic Difpofition, or a colliquative Diarrhea,

Mr. Brown, of Dalkeith days, a 
Man about forty was fo reduced by a Dyfentery, that he could 
fearce walk or fit upright. ‘ The common Method. being tried 
in vain, he took three Dofes of the Powder, of nine Grains, 
rey other Day, which, with a proper Regimen, performed a 
ure.

yous Membranes of the Head, produced by various Caufes,

‘The moft common Seat of this Difeafe is the Pericranium, a 
‘Membrane which invelts the Skull, coheres with the Mufcles > 
next the Skull, and is joined to the Dura Mater by fome Fibres 
which pafs thro’ the Sutures. It is a thin nervous Membrane 
of exquifite Senfe. It may _likewife be in the Skin that covers 
the Skull, and in the Dura Mater; this laf but feldom happens; 
but when it does, itis very dangerous. ‘There may likewile be 
a very acute Pain in the thin Membrane which covers the Sinus of 
the Os Frontis. 

Ifthe Head-Ach be flight, and affeéts a particular Part of the 
Head, it is called Cephalalgia; if the whole, Cephalea; if one 
Side only, Hemicrania; if there is a fixed Pain on the Fore- 
head, which may be covered with the End of the Thumb, 
it is called Clavus byftericus. 

The general Caufe of the Head-Zch is a Hindrance of the free 
Circulation of the Blood through the Veflels of the Head. 

When the Blood rufhes with Impetuofity, and in too great 
Plenty into the Membranes, which ma happen to the Plethoric,

‘There is likewife a moft violent, fixed, conftant, and almoft

The Head-Ach is not always without Danger: If the Caufe of 
the Pain is within the Skull, and is violent and conftant, attend< 
ed with a Fever, and want of Sleep, it portends a Phrenfy. If it — 
fuddenly attacks the Hypochondriac,. or thofe that are prone to 
Melancholy, efpecially if preceded by a violent Paffion of the 
Mind, and deprives the Patient of Sleep and Appetite, and is 
joined to Difficulty of Hearing, and an internal Pulfation of the 
Vefiels, and all thefe without a Fever, it prefages Mdadnefs.

HE Ear-Ach isa grievous Pain in the Meatus Auditorius, 
* or Cavity of the Ears, proceeding from a fharp, extrava-_ 


fated Serum, affeéting the nervous Membrane which lines the 
« Meatus Auditorius. : 


This Diforder frequently attacks thofe who are fubject to — 
rheumatic and ferous Defiuxions; or it may atife from a fudden 
Suppreffion of Sweat, or from the Head being expofed to cold 
Winds when it is moift with Sweating. The Caw/e is often an . 
Jnflammation or Ulcer of the Ear, attended with a remarkable 
Heat, and tenfive beating Pain, a Redne/s, a Fever, and even 
fometimes a Delirium. Sometimes it is excited by VYorms, and 
then there is a wandering, cutting, gnawing Pain. | | 

_ The Ear- Ach is fometimesfo violent asto caufea Delirium, with 
the higheft Inquietude and Anxiety, infomuch that have known» 
the Patient fall into.an Epilep/y through the violence of the Pain. 

The Ear-Ach is fometimes a Symptom of acute Fevers, when. 
the morbific Matter is tranflated to the Ear, as in the Hungaric 
Difeafe, when Deafne/s or Difficulty of Hearing arifes. . Wher 
it happens in the Declenfion of a Fever, it is a certain Sign: of 
Recovery ; but therithe Diforder is in the zaternal Part of the Ear, 
and the auditory Nerve. When the Matter is tranflated to the 
external Part, then the Ear-Ach arifes, which unlefs fpeedily 
appeafed, may deprive the Patient of Life. ‘Thofe who have the 


_ Ear-Ach from a Fall, and a fanious Matter runs out of the Ear, 


are all carried off.

Ifthe Ear-Ach is caufed by any Thing got into the Ear, it 
will be beft to relax the Membranes by Oil of Almonds, and 
then caufe the Patient to fneeze, which forces it out, as I have

When there is a copious Flux from the Ear after an Ab/cefs, 
the Humours muft be diverted by gentle Laxatives, Blifters, Cup 
ping, and Pediluvia, if the Patient is an Adult. It fhould not 
be fuddenly ftopped by Externals. 

“When a Pain in the Ear arifes in acute Fevers, with a Swel- 
ling of the Parotid Glands, nothing yields more fpeedy .athiftance 
than Cupping in the Neck with Scarification, and an emollient
